y grandmother’s 

pine-paneled fam- 
ily room and kitchen in 
her New Hampshire 
house held a fascination 
for me as a child. In it 
was an abundance of 
matching cottons whose 
pattern, it seemed to me, 
explained how flowers 
grew. The fabrics depict- 
ed a flower in its full 
bloom, while close by, its 
seed, leaf, stem and roots, 
numbered details and 
Latin labels completed 
my education. Then, of 
course, I didn’t know 
there was a name for this 
illustrating of plants, flowers, fruits 
and vegetables—proper botanicals 
were something I came upon in a 
print shop. I’ve since learned that 
botanical drawings and prints are 
the passion of many collectors. Ren- 
dered in oil, watercolors and pastels 
before the arrival of the printing 
press, these works of art reflected 
the precision with which the plant 
world was being documented.

TABLE RUGS: A FORGOTTEN 
. FOLK ART REDISCOVERED 


hough they’re as 

charming as quilts 
and as colorful as 
hooked rugs, appliquéd 
table rugs are one coun- 
try craft that has only 
recently been dusted off 
and taken down from 
the attic. One big reason: Their use 
was a mystery to many. Though the 
tradition of using a rug to decorate 
an empty table dates back to the 
Renaissance (many a Dutch still life 
shows a silk table rug), it survived in 
19th-century America only as a 
country custom—the humble man’s 
way of making a plain wood table 
look fancy. What has prompted the 
new interest in these rugs is a recent 
exhibition at the Philadelphia gal- 
lery M. Finkel & Daughter (right). “I 
bought my first rug four years ago 
for $125 to hang in a dark library,” 
says Amy Finkel. “It was a penny 
rug with circles of blue—and every- 
one was so struck by it that I decid- 





ed to learn more and 
start collecting.” The re- 
sult: a full-fledged ex- 
hibit. Where to find 
these new collectibles: 
mostly in New England 
and the Midwest. The 
two basic types: pictoral 
designs (such as the one above) and 
penny rugs, made from a series of 
circles sewn together. A word about 
prices: Since this a new area of col- 
lecting, table rugs are not as inflated 
as, for example, crib quilts.

A designer’s intangible is his “look.” To get it 
is his challenge, your investment. 


hen the deci- 

sion is made 

to undertake 
a design project, what are 
the financial expectations 
a client can realistically 
prepare for? In a call for 
new candor between client 
and designer, Robert K. 
Lewis offers his insights 
into the issues that help 
make fulfilling one of life's 


dreams a lasting pleasure. 


Besides the vision 
you hire an interior designer for, you 
are also purchasing his skill of mon- 
ey management. In my view, it is a 
designer’s responsibility to present 
his client with a financial plan that 
spells out the how-much and when- 
it’s-due sequence the client can un- 
derstand and agree to. But you, the 
client, must be frank with your de- 
signer about two things: 1) the 
amount of money you have to spend 
and 2) the areas in which you intend 
to use that money. Knowing these 
facts clarifies just what will be done 
and when. 

For example, your designer should 
help you establish your priorities: 
Where do you want the money in- 
vested? In the shell of the room? If 
so, the money relegated to walls, 
floors, windows and doorways ulti- 
mately increases the value of your 
house. You may, however, prefer to 
invest in things you can take with 


’ | you when you move—specially de- 


signed furniture, works of art or an- 
tiques. In what order can these ob- 
jects be acquired? What are your 
shopping and decision-making hab- 
its? Are you one who sees something 
and needs to think about it, or do 
you buy on the spot?

extraordinary, or do 
you stick to your 
budget? Particular | 
habits such as these 
require your decora- 
tor’s time, expertise 
and resources.

A treasure hunt through Pennsylvania Dutch Country 


iscerning travelers who 

love Americana can find 

delights aplenty in 

cheerful, robust, surpris- 
ing Pennsylvania Dutch country. It’s 
nestled among gentle rolling hills 
around Lancaster, about an hour and 
a half west of Philadelphia. 

Most of the five million people 
who pass through the area each year 
descend on family-type attractions 
along Route 30—such as the Amish 
Homestead, Choo-Choo Barn or 
Dutch Wonderland. As my wife, 
Valerie, and I discovered on a recent 
visit, the most beautiful things await 
you off the beaten path. 

Lancaster is like a patchwork 
quilt: hay fields alternating with 
corn, tobacco, woods and farm- 
houses—an amiable collage of 
greens, yellows, browns and reds. 
During the day you'll pass Amish 
men behind horse-drawn plows, 
working the soil as they always 
have. And as you drive the back

country roads at night, somehow it’s 
reassuring to see twinkling farm- 
house lights all around you. 

We began learning firsthand 
about the Pennsylvania Dutch heri- 
tage from crusty Henry Kauffman, a 
retired college metalworking teacher 
who, together with his late wife, 
Zoe, has assembled a superb collec- 
tion of Pennsylvania folk art and 
written a half dozen books on the 
subject. “Pennsylvania Dutch,” he 
explained, “has nothing to do with 
the Dutch. German immigrants, the 
Deutsch, arrived here over two cen- 
turies ago, and to the English the 
word sounded like Dutch. It stuck.” 

His folk art collection is displayed 
in a handsomely restored 18th-cen- 
tury stone barn at Rock Ford Planta- 
tion. Mr. Kauffman showed us exhi- 
bition cases full of sculptural pewter 
pitchers, bowls, teapots and other 
wares. He pointed with pride to ma- 
jestic copper pots, spidery wrought- 
iron twistwork candle stands and the 
most gracefully tapered three-foot- 
long hinges that once supported a 
massive barn door. He also has long, 


lanky Pennsylvania rifles. There’s a 
wall of framed Frakturs—colorful 
documents such as birth certificates 
handwritten and decorated like me- 
dieval calligraphy. Scattered among 
country furniture and green copper 
weather vanes are bright, fanciful 
quilts. 

Mr. Kauffman’s collection can 
help you develop an eye for fine 
quality folk art indigenous to rural 
Pennsylvania. Rock Ford Plantation 
is open Tuesday through Friday and 
Sunday, April through November. 

There’s more than German-in- 
spired folk art in Pennsylvania 
Dutch country. Drive toward the 
Susquehanna River and see the long, 
narrow, English medieval-style 
Wright’s Ferry Mansion, built with 
slate and stone in 1738. It houses a 
fabulous collection of stylish furni- 
ture made between 1700 and 1750 by 
Pennsylvania cabinetmakers. The 
dapper curator Richard von Hess 
told how his foundation acquired, 
restored and furnished the house ac- 
cording to scholarly standards, so it

would represent a prosperous Quak- 
er household of that era. Among the 
treasures are Queen Anne spoon- 
carved side chairs, a rare William 
and Mary chest-on-chest with scal- 
loped skirt and ball feet, a rare 
signed Queen Anne highboy with 
Spanish feet and whimsical chased 
brasses, together with a matching 
lowboy and a William and Mary 
two-drawer gateleg table. Wright’s 
Ferry Mansion is open Tuesday, 
Wednesday, Friday and Saturday, 
May through October. 

Where can you buy the kinds of 
things displayed in local museums? 
If you’re lucky enough to find early, 
stylish pieces like those at Wright’s 
Ferry Mansion, in an antique shop 
they'll run five figures and up. For- 
tunately, there are still plenty of 
other fine antiques and crafts in the 
area to choose from at more modest 
prices. 


We drove to nearby Downington 
where Philip Bradley deals in fine 
Americana. Most of his furniture is 
18th century, but you can satisfy 
your taste for folk pieces here, too: 
A pewter pitcher, for instance is 
tagged at $195; a Fraktur birth certi-

ficate dated 1814 and decorated with 
tulips and birds costs $1,650; a cross- 
stitched pink, beige and green sam- 
pler dated 1828 goes for $650; 
stoneware crocks about 15 inches 
high with blue underglaze decora- 
tion run $100 to $200; a seven-inch- 
high redware pot, $150; and a flow- 








er-decorated black tin (toleware) 
teapot, $475. | 

For an amusing afternoon and 
perhaps an unusual decorative item, 
visit the Adamstown antiques mall 
where some 1,500 dealers set up 
booths on Sundays. Renninger’s and 
Black Angus are the busiest in this 
extravaganza. We saw a gleaming 
brass steam-locomotive bell, about 
nine inches in diameter, for $800; a 
wrought-iron, turret-topped post 
lamp for $425; and an apple butter 
copper kettle at $385. 

The mall is heavy on 20th-century 
memorabilia. For instance, a three- 
by-four-foot Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum & Bailey circus poster costs 
$36. An old-fashioned double-wheel 
coffee grinder that needs fixing up 
goes for $825. 

Some stalls at the mall offer re- 
gional treats such as funnel cake— 
pancakelike batter dribbled all 
around a frying pan, browned on 
both sides and sprinkled with pow- 
dered sugar. A crisp treat for $1.10.

their product a breakthrough that ““ban- 

ishes the soiled towel method that all 

women detest.” 

It’s interesting to speculate about what 
it is that makes a Silver Complexion Pill 
disappear and a Kleenex last. It may be 
that a product’s longevity is not unlike 
that of a great performer. Great perform- 
ers have endurance, they deliver what 
they promise, and, above all, they sur- 
vive through the admiration and esteem 
of their public. In point of fact, so do 
beauty products. Don’t most of us have 
a few old favorites of our own? 

One of my friends has been a Neutro- 
gena fan for years, ever since she OD’d 
on bath salts during a trip to Egypt and 
came home with a back full of acne.

Dr. Kligman explains, “The way to 
judge a product’s effectiveness is to treat 
the skin for three or four weeks and then 
stop. If the product has done something, 
the effects will last a week or more.

“Nouvelle Cuisine is a demonstra- 
tion, a reflection of what is going on 
in the world. We are certainly never 
going to renounce—ever—Nouvelle 
Cuisine and go back to classical cui- 
sine, which was based to a great 
degree on the use of starches—po- 
tatoes and tons of butter and cream. 

“| think we will always cook with 
butter and cream because they are 
two of the greatest ingredients, but 
you can make sauces in a lighter 
fashion. 

“I think it’s quite obvious that the 
main thing people are interested in 
now is largely Nouvelle Cuisine and 
a very light form of Italian cooking— 
Nuova Cucina. People have become 
tremendously interested in various 
kinds of pasta because of its versa- 
tility and nutritional value. You are 
finding pasta and cheese shops all 
over the country with fantastic 
cheeses from France, Italy and Den- 
mark. 

“Also, salads are becoming more 
popular nationwide—green salads 


mixed with fish, poultry or meat for a 
main course, or, for more formal oc- 
casions, as a beginning course. 

“The quality of merchandise you 
find in vegetable markets is, I’d say, 
revolutionary. Korean markets are 
on almost every Manhattan street 
corner, and you get a wide variety of 
fresh produce. We are trying many 
things that were unknown to the av- 
erage American a few years ago: 
arugula, basil, pine nuts. 

“Another trend developing is the 
tendency for young people to be- 
come involved in cooking. Since 
professional cooking schools are 
abundant now in this country, stu- 
dents can get a splendid education 
without going to Europe. Ten or 15 
years ago, the head of a French 
kitchen would not use American tal- 
ent. But now it is usual for the only 
Frenchman in the kitchen to be the 
chef himself. The greatest cooking 
school, | think, is the Culinary Insti- 
tute of America in Hyde Park, New 
York, but Johnson and Wales in 
Providence, Rhode Island, is also 
good, as are several on the West 
Coast. 

“On the subject of America’s culi- 
nary art, we have an inspiring assort- 
ment of reference material. Every 
culture in the world is represented.

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A marble-topped island bisects the main work area (above) of 
this three-part kitchen (see drawing on following pages).

mercial refrigerators and freezer; the subkitchen, which 
extends the main area and has its own stainless-steel 
counter and sink; the bar, half of which Mr. Kasner calls 
a scullery, with pass-throughs to the dining end of a 
large living room. This separation of cooking and 
cleanup areas (both dishwashers are in the scullery) 
means that dishes from the dining table do not clutter 
the main work area. 


Despite its immense size—big enough for a chef, 
One or more assistants plus observers—the room is 
organized so that a cook need not move more than 12 
feet in any direction once cooking has begun. The aisle 
between the island and the range creates a galley-style 
kitchen and saves steps. Mr. Claiborne practices exact- 
ly what he preaches, assembling everything he will 
need before beginning. He unloads from the commer- 
cial refrigerator on the opposite side of the island and 
from the 27-foot-long pantry across the hall. A small 
under-counter refrigerator, on the work side of the is- 
land, holds butter, eggs and other foods that might be 
needed quickly. Also on the work side, open sliding 
shelves, which Mr. Claiborne designed, hold measuring 
utensils and often-used ingredients. 


Mr. Claiborne, who systematically cleans up as he 
goes along, likes the deep sinks used in restaurants. 
His are made all in one piece with their surrounding 
stainless-steel counters and have coved corners, so 
that there are no seams to catch dirt. The quarry tile 
floor also has coved edges for easier cleaning.

uropean food mar- 

kets are romantic, 

beautiful, accessible 
and very special places in 
the overall fabric of urban 
life. Unlike a lot of ordi- 
nary tourist sights, markets 
are not set apart from their 
location but are truly inte- 
grated into the whole. 
They are vibrant and liv- 
ing. For a foreigner, visit- 
ing a market in another 
country is a terrific way to 
be in touch with the peo- 
ple. You quickly discover, 
for example, that every- 
thing you need to know 
about the French is not con- 
tained in the pages of Bal- 
zac. That the warmth and 
generosity of the Spanish are ex- 
traordinary. That the peasant moun- 
tain people who run the markets in 
Morocco are unbelievably shy and 
reserved and not at all like their 
ebullient cousins in the Casbah. 
That Gemutlichkeit can only begin to 
describe the friendly, forthright 
qualities to be experienced in a Ger- 
man market. 

As with many good thirgs, my 
fascination with markets was unin- 
tentional.

nomics, yet soon enough I found 
myself spending less time in the lec- 
ture halls and more in wandering 
around the streets of that great city, 
and in particular through its market- 
places. There, unexpectedly, I began 
“studying” the human scale of city 
life, the amenities of pedestrian en- 
vironments, the history of the place 
as revealed by the ways its people 
live and, of course, the markets 
themselves. 

Since that year of exploring the 
markets of Barcelona, I have traveled 
extensively throughout Europe, and 
I have always taken great care to 
visit the markets in the towns and 
cities where I have stayed. Here, 
then, are a few of my favorite ones. 





Each possesses the charac- 
teristics of truly great mar- 
kets along with the charm 
of its own personal flavor. 

To begin at my begin- 
ning, the Mercado de San 
José in Barcelona is simply 
a temple to food. This vast 
mercado, located just off the 
Ramblas, fully reflects the 
centuries-long past of that 
ancient port city, with its 
successive layers of Phoe- 
nician, Roman, medieval, 
Mediterranean and Span- 
ish cultures. The sea, natu- 
rally, provides much of its 
delights, and in an incredi- 
ble variety: exotic crusta- 
cea; oysters of all shapes, 
sizes and tastes; fresh /an- 
gostas. All the makings, in fact, of a 
superb paella. (This dish is so won- 
derful that I hesitate to order it any- 
where outside of Spain, because I’ve 
never been able to get the real 
thing.) To make an authentic paella, 
you first, of course, go to the market 
to get the morning’s catch. A fresh 
rabbit or chicken is a must, too. 
Then you cook it up in a thin pan 
without its cover. One secret is to 
cook your paella over a charcoal fire, 
with pinecones added to the coals 
from time to time. This may sound 
funny, but the proof is in the paella. 

Another great market town is Mu- 
nich. Go there. It is a very special 
place, much given to excess. You see 
it in the elaborate baroque and roco- 


co buildings and you see it in the 
market. The Munich market is set in 
the middle of the Old Quarter, right 
next to the churches of the Holy 
Spirit and St. Peter’s. (The famous— 
or infamous—Hofbrauhaus is also 
close by and by all means should be 
avoided, tourist trap that it is. Real 
beer halls abound, in every direc- 
tion, so don’t worry about missing 
anything.) If you happen to be 
someone who’s always found Conti- 
nental breakfasts a bit skimpy, then 
Munich and its market are places for 
you. Wurst, sauerkraut, beer and 
schnapps are a bracing way to start 
the day, all in abundance at the mar- 
ket. Crowded with shoppers, the 
Munich market has excellent selec- 
tions in almost all areas and is cer- 
tainly a very popular local institu- 
tion. 
ich or poor, when you travel in 
Europe, a visit to the town’s 
market will make a big difference in 
the quality of your experience, not 
only because markets are naturally 
fun and colorful, but because you 
will also get a sense of what really is 
going on. Nowhere, perhaps, is this 
truer than in France. In a country 
that reveres food as fervently as 
France, the markets to be found in 
its cities and towns are particularly 
glorious. Four that immediately 
come to mind are the Marché St. 
Honoré and the Marché St. Ger- 
main—both in central Paris—Les 
Halles in Lyon and the market in 
Cannes. All are superb. The Lyon 
market is perhaps the most extensive 
and best organized. It is, after all, the 
place where Alain Chapel and Paul 
Bocuse go to find the basics for their 
masterly creations. You may not be 
looking for an uncooked poulet de 
Bresse, but how about a plate of 
fresh belons, or of assorted coquillages, 
to be eaten right at the fish stand 
with a glass of the great local white 
burgundy? They will be only slight- 
ly fresher than those served at Bo- 
cuse’s restaurant, and certainly one 
tenth the price. 
Actually, if you are traveling on a 


budget, the market is the natural 
place to buy the best and the cheap- 
est food. Catering as they do to local 
consumers, the vendors are certainly 
not in the business of fleecing tour- 
ists. And on the other hand, if you 
are lucky enough to be staying in the

not have a picnic in the room with 
some great patés, fresh foie gras, a 
few types of saucisson and cheese and 
a loaf of just-baked bread from the 
master Lionel Poilaine on the rue du 
la Cherche-Midi? Just by itself, his 
tarte aux pommes is a meal fit for a 
king. With or without a speaking 


knowledge of French, you can go to 
Stephen Spurrier’s wine shop in the 
Passage de la Madeleine and buy a 
wonderfully drinkable Bordeaux at a 
very reasonable Fr15 (about $2.50). 

The market in Cannes is also 
beautiful and exciting. Its fortunate 
location in one of the most attractive 
spots on earth certainly helps, but 
the quality of what it offers is equal 
to its beauty. I had the privilege once 
of visiting it in the company of Rog- 
er Vergé. It was in early spring. I 
remember one woman vendor rush- 
ing up to the great three-star chef. In 
her hand, held high with satisfac- 
tion, was a bouquet of perfect as- 
paragus. ‘Voila!’ she cried trium- 
phantly. Roger smiled, and a few 
hours later I had the enormous plea- 
sure of eating those very asparagus, 
doused in a wonderful beurre blanc, 
with truffles inside a feuillete. 

The markets I’ve mentioned are 
not ordinary food emporia. Each, in 
its way, is extraordinary. Yet all 
markets, even those not so well 
stocked as these, are extraordinary 
places. They are both practical and 
exciting. They combine business and 
pleasure. Since my own initiation to 
markets in Barcelona, my interest in 
them everywhere has grown greater 
and greater. In America we are final- 
ly discovering the pleasures of fine 
food. Excellent markets, such as 
those of Europe, can only increase 
this pleasure. 

‘m currently planning one of my 

own in the heart of Manhattan’s 
East Side. I want it to be as special as 
the many European markets I have 
so long admired and especially in- 
tend that the Bridgemarket should 
have that extra special neighborhood 
quality that gives markets their flair 
and character. American markets, 
having experienced the limit in 
space and service, are entering a new 
phase—the celebration of quality. 
We hope everyone who comes here 
will find the very freshest, the very 
best of what they’re looking for. 
Without quality to guide us, the 
hunt isn’t nearly so much fun.#

The interesting thing is that the same piece 
of furniture can take on a whole new look with the styling of the cover 
alone. All the dressmaker’s professional tricks are now being adapted for 
slipcovers, as the next eight pages show. The living room of New Jersey 
designer Barbara Littman’s beach house features one technique: She has 
covered armless modular seating units and a contemporary Italian bed with 
an irregularly striped blue and white cotton canvas from Brunschwig & Fils. 
To create gatherings she placed a running stitch in each seat corner, pulled, 
and presto—tucks and drapery you'd expect from softer fabric.

This clock was made by H. Welton and Com- 
pany of Terryville, Connecticut.

Would it be a good investment to restore the clock? 
—Mrs. R.C.J., Olar, S.C. 
A. A clock’s value is based on age, 
beauty, rarity and its ability to keep 
time. The maker of your clock 
worked during the 1840s. Shelf 
clocks like this one were made in 
quantity as inexpensive timepieces 
for the 19th-century home, and the 
pillar and scroll Federal style is still 
popular. Get an estimate of the re- 
pair cost. When your clock is work- 
ing, it would be worth about $1,000. 








We have been arguing whether this is a sofa, 

chaise longue or a daybed. How old is this 

style? —M.B., East Providence, R.I. 
A. You own a Federal-style sofa that was popular in 
America about 1820. Its birdlike arms and animal legs 
show your sofa is of better than average quality. 

During the 17th century, the well-to-do ladies of 
‘France received guests in their bedroom. The chaise 
longue was designed for this type of entertaining. A lady

could lean against the back of the chaise and keep her 
bare feet discreetly covered. The chaise became a popular 
international form and was copied during the Federal 
period. Some American sofas were made like yours with 
curved armrests, legs and no back, but more often, a full 
back was added to the piece. 


Can you tell us anything about these old brass 
andirons? The supports are iron and the front 
is brass. My family has owned them for several 
generations. —R.C., Glendale, Ariz.

Where are they from and what are they worth? 
Here are expert answers to our readers’ questions—and maybe yours!

A. Andirons have been used 
in America since the 17th 
century. Yours appear to be 
from the late 18th or early 
19th century. The winglike 
protrusions on the legs typify 
a style used in New York and 
Philadelphia from 1790 to 
1825. Prices vary greatly de- 
pending on the age, quality and maker. If your andirons 
are from the 1820s, they would retail for about $500. 





This small ceramic bank has a slot at the back. 

It measures about seven inches in height and 

looks like a tiny house. When was this type of 
bank made? —Mrs. G.P., Independence, Mo. 
A. Small replicas of cottages 
and castles were favored by the 
Staffordshire, England, potters 
during the last half of the 19th 
century. Their pieces were used 
as banks, night-lights, watch 
holders and ornaments. One 
strange favorite was to make 
cottages that represented sites 
of famous murders. Your bank 
was probably made about 1860 
in Staffordshire and would sell for about $125 retail. 





My boxes have slotted partitions inside. We 

have been told that they held knives. How was 

this sort of knife box used? Why won’t my 
knives fit properly? —W.N.M., Leesville, La. 
A. When the sideboard became popular in England 
during the late 18th century, knife boxes appeared. A 
pair were placed on each end of the sideboard and 
held knives and forks. They were in style until about 
1820 when tableware 
was stored in draw- 
ers. Your knives 
probably don’t fit be- 
cause they are differ- 
ent in size and shape 
from early silverware.

cool—but not too cold— 

climate is one of the most 

important ingredients in 
growing grapes for fine wines. But in 
the complex geography of Califor- 
nia’s wine regions, north doesn’t 
necessarily mean cool, or south 
warm. In California, whether a re- 
gion is cool or warm has more to do 
with proximity to the ocean, the fre- 
quency of fog, altitude and wind 
patterns. In fact, some of the state’s 
coolest grape-growing conditions are 
found south of San Francisco Bay in 
the coastal counties of San Luis Obi- 
spo and Santa Barbara. 

Fine wine was made in these 
counties even before the Prohibition 
era, but the area’s revival as a fine 
wine region dates only from the 
1970s. Now these two coastal coun- 
ties have 20 wineries and almost 
12,000 acres of vineyards, most be- 
gun in the past decade. 

The two whose varied offerings 
I’ve found most consistent in quality 
are The Firestone Vineyard and Zaca 
Mesa, both located in the Santa 
Ynez Valley north of Santa Barbara. 
Firestone, founded in 1974 by mem- 
bers of the Firestone tire family, has 
some 300 acres planted with a num- 
ber of fine grape varieties. Of its 
wines currently available, I found 
three particularly appealing ones:

the dry, distinguished 1981 Rosé of 
Cabernet Sauvignon (about $5); the 
fragrant, crisply fruity 1981 Johan- 
nisberg Riesling (about $6.50); and 
the savory, first-rate 1980 Sauvignon 
Blanc (about $8.50). 

‘Zaca Mesa was established 10 
years ago on old Spanish land-grant 
property where cattle ranching had 
been the way of life for 100 years. Its 
220 acres of vineyards were planted 
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in 1973 and its first wines released in 
1975. Its standouts now are a fruity, 
delightful 1980 Johannisberg Ries- 
ling ‘“American Estate’ (about 
$7.75), a well-balanced 1979 Caber- 
net Sauvignon (about $8) and a 
good-value, everyday red table wine 
made primarily from Cabernet 
(about $4). 

One name to note among the very 
producers is brand-new 
Brander, which makes a rich, intense 
Sauvignon Blanc (the scarce ’81 is 
about $9).

GIN: |

uestion: What world-famous 

spirit derives its characterishc 

scent and flavor from an ever- 
green? Answer: Gin. The small, berry- 
like cones of the juniper bush yield 
an aromatic oil once believed to have 
medicinal value. Back in the 17th 
century, a Dutch physician in quest 
of a potent elixir redistilled a neutral 
spirit with juniper berries and cre- 
ated the world’s first “genever,” or, 
as the English came to call it in the 
18th century, gin. 

Today Holland and England ar 
associated with the two styles o 
gin—Hllands and Dry. Hollands gir 
is richer, heavier-flavored and more 
aromatic than the lighter-style Dry 
gins, often labeled “London Dry.” 
(American gins—all Dry-style—car 
be labeled “London Dry” as well.) 
But the flavor of both is still derivec 
from juniper berries and spices add- 
ed while distilling a pure, clear spirit 
from corn, rye and barley. 

A good Hollands gin, like Bol 
(about $8), is smooth and flavorfu. 
enough to be drunk neat if wel 
chilled. Many people find it toc 
pungent for mixed drinks, but | 
think it makes an aromatic gin anc 
tonic. Among top examples of im- 
ported Dry gins are Beefeater, Tan- 
queray, and my personal favorite 
the exceptionally smooth Boodle: 
(about $9), a good choice for thosé¢ 
who like very dry martinis. 





CHARDONNAY WITH A 
FRENCH TOUCH 


n the past few years, a number of 

French wine producers have be- 
gun making wine in California or 
joined with an American winery to 
offer something unusual. Among the 
most recent successful ventures is 
that of Laurent-Perrier, the famous 


French Champagne house that has 
long produced white still wines 
called Coteaux Champenois. Re- 
leased this past spring, its 1981 Cali- 
fornia Chardonnay Blanc de Blancs 
wine is modeled on the Coteaux 
Champenois and was made at Alma- 
dén Vineyards under the guidance of 
a winemaker from Laurent-Perrier. 
Like its French model, the California 


Laurent-Perrier is made from Char- 
donnay grapes and is extremely dry 
and stylish, lighter than most Cali- 
fornia Chardonnays. Aged only ir 
stainless steel, it has a fresh, fragran‘ 
character rather than the heaviness 
and tang of a Chardonnay aged ir 
oak. This makes it an elegant aperiti! 
and excellent with oysters and othe! 
shellfish (about $12).

Spring and fall is auction season in Pennsylvania 
Dutch country—well over a thousand auctions are held, 
we're told. The biggest event: the annual Pennsylvania 
Relief Sale held in the cavernous Harrisburg Farm Show 
building. For a year, Mennonite women labor to create 
gorgeous quilts, which are put on the block with the 
proceeds going to support Mennonite missionary work 
and disaster relief around the world. 

Last April, 264 quilts were offered; most sold for 
between $200 and $500. A double-bed-sized quilt by 
Mary Martin brought the highest price, $1,650. 

The brash auctioneer, Ken Geyer, estimated the 
crowd at over 5,000. The auction, plus sales of crafts 
and regional foods including hot apple fritters, straw- 
berry pies and funnel cake, grossed more than $300,000. 
We were perhaps more impressed with the order and 
cleanliness. 

The area attracts craftsmen who work in traditional 
styles. We visited toleware painter Mabel Wells at her 
home near Lancaster. “I buy old tin pieces such as 
coffeepots, trays and bowls, because it’s hard to find a 
tinsmith now,” she said. “Then I clean the surface, 
paint it black and begin my designs.’’ Most involve

DISCOVER NEW 
CREDIT OPTIONS 


How some are using 
plastic money to enhance 
purchasing power 


n an age when women are being 

credited with wage-earning (and 

buying) ability, a good credit 
rating further affirms their status in 
the commercial world. Since the sur- 
est way to financial credibility is 
through a major bank card, more 
women are turning to plastic money 
for its worldwide acceptance and 
purchasing power. 

Women are, in fact, fully utilizing 
credit cards for a variety of reasons. 
Some see the advantages in the 
short-term leverage the cards pro- 
vide, while others are using them as 
a means to establish a strong credit 
rating for future borrowing needs 
such as home or car loans. 

The two major bank cards, Visa 
and MasterCard, have extended 
their services to an increasing num- 
ber of female clients. For instance, of 
the 66 million Visa cardholders in 
the United States, half are women. 
Their patterns of buying, borrowing 
and paying are reflected in the fol- 
lowing profiles. 

Two years ago, Patti S. made the 
transition from a nursing career with 
earnings around $28,000 annually to| 
a sales job in which she depends| 
solely on commissions for income. 
The career switch forced her to de- 
velop a new credit consciousness. 

“Before I left my job, I paid off all) 
my debts except my condominium 
and car payments. I had a consider- 
able sum of money in my savings 
account, but this was reserved for 
annual expenses such as insurance 
and emergencies. I wanted to be pre- 
pared for the slow start-up period in) 
sales. Fortunately, I was able to close 
several deals fairly quickly, and I ac- 
tually started making a decent in- 
come. But I didn’t touch my credit! 
cards until my car was paid off. 
Then I knew I could plan on paying) 





out an extra $200 to $300 a month— 
essentially replacing my car pay- 
ments-—without overextending my- 
self.” 

Patti says she occasionally uses 
her cards to make small purchases, 
but she never exceeds her self-im- 
posed limit. “When I could count on 
my paycheck every month, I used 
my cards more frequently, probably 
more carelessly, than I do now. I 
think that working within a more 
restricted budget has made me be- 
come a better money—and credit— 
manager,” she says. 

Erin K. has a master’s degree in 
business administration and mathe- 
matics. As a vice-president for a ma- 
jor corporation, her income exceeds 
$40,000. She travels at least seven 
times a year and uses her personal 
credit card to charge travel expenses 
for which she is reimbursed. While 
she holds a tight rein on the compa- 
ny budget, her off-the-job posture is 
normally even more conservative. 

_ Erin obtained a loan and started 
work on a major upgrading project 
that has resulted in almost doubling 
the size of her home. Before starting 
the project, she rarely allowed her

credit charges to go beyond a 30-day 
period. 

However, her home-improvement 
project means she will have to step 
out of her conservative mold. “I de- 
veloped an estimated budget and 
closely monitored the actual ex- 
penses. But I ran into problems and 
they all cost money,” she says. 
“With the loan obligation, it’s not 
easy to pay off my card charges in 30 
days, so I’m using it more as a credit 
|tool.”’ 

On the positive side, she has in- 
creased the value of her property. 
She has also established herself as a 
financially savvy woman who can 
handle a major long-term financial 
commitment.

At some point, you may 
be applying for a loan, and by show- 
ing the loan officer you have a clear 
understanding of financial matters, 
as well as a good credit record, you 
are demonstrating your potential 
credit worthiness. 

If you have never held a credit 
card in your own name, apply for a 
local department store card. If your 
application is rejected, apply at sev- 
eral other stores. If you do not re- 
ceive notification of the reason you) 
were refused a card, ask for an ex-. 
planation in writing. You are legally 
entitled to it. Within six months of| 
receiving your department store 
card, and assuming you have estab- 
lished a good record, you should) 
have the credentials to apply for a 
major bank card or one of the travel!

Because of the design it can be re- 
warding for all twelve months of the 
year. On the other hand, I know 
many people who have opted for the 
alternative attitude—an overgrown 
semi-wild romantic garden. 

A garden that pleases me is a gar- 
den that has style. In order to evoke 
style in a garden, it must be designed 
with deliberation. In setting out to 
plant an entirely new garden, or to 
modify or embellish an existing one, 
look at gardens open to the public 
and photographs and plans of gar- 
dens. By selecting those elements 
which you like you will evolve your 
own particular style. Garden furni- 
ture is essential and particularly use- 
ful from a visual point of view. Too 
many chairs, benches or stools can 


look wrong. Permanent furniture 
like stone benches or seats must be 
clearly and thoughtfully positioned. 

Never slavishly copy somebody 
else’s look or design. Your soil, situ- 
ation, house, existing boundary 
walls or aspect may not accommo- 
date somebody else’s scheme. It is 
always foolish simply to imitate, 
without considering the effect it will 


create in your own circumstances. 
The best of ideas in my own garden 





are adapted from those of other peo- 
ple whose taste I admire. But I have 
never attempted exactly to repro- 
duce somebody else’s way of plant- 
ing, or mixing plants, or of using 
trees and ornaments. Have the cour- 
age of your own ideas, and remem- 
ber that rules can be broken. There 
are some practical horticultural con- 
straints, but if a plant or tree is not 
happy it is never likely to achieve 
the effect you want, so try it some- 
where else. Your aim is to express 
your own sense of design.@

tions. “Soon friends were 
putting in requests and | 
started making shades to 
sell.” The desire to make 
candles came out of the 
same need for lighting— 
but this time to fill her 
sconces and hog scraper 
candlesticks. “I even make 
little candles for the 
Christmas tree,” she says. 

One more craft that 
Holly taught herself—the 
hard way—was_ dyeing. 
“l’d spun some of our 
sheep’s fleece into yarn 
and wanted to dye it. So 
with only a slight knowl- 
edge of mordants, I raided 
my herb garden and began 
transforming the white 
wool into soft, subtly mut- 





ed tones. To my 
alarm, I was 
also transform- 
ing my kitchen 
into soft, subtly 
muted tones!”’ 
But once she 
got the process 
down, she was 
so delighted by 
it that she cre- 
ated a special 
garden for dye 
plants. The next 
step, after dyeing yarn, is, 
naturally, knitting, another 
of Holly’s crafts. She also 
built herself a backstrap 
loom for weaving—but 
“Yd rather knit. I can take 
it to antique shows with 
me.’ And antiquing is 
Holly’s most absorbing 
passion these days—she’s 
even planning to take an 
18-wheeler truck full of 
furniture to display at the 
Star of Texas show in 
Houston. But one can nev- 
er tell what will capture 
her attention next. Just 
after a client calls to ask 
about a certain piece of 
painted furniture (and a 
farmer with a sick animal 
calls asking for Steven), 
Holly reveals her summer 
plans: “We’re taking all the 
children in a camper north 
to the Gaspé Peninsula.

Coconut Grove, Miami's 
first settlement, goes back 
to the turn of the century: 
It is a rarity amid south 
Florida’s strip and subur- 
bia.

“This was a time when 
the generation of archi- 
tects trained in the classi- 
cal Beaux Arts tradition 
encountered European 
Modernism,” says Mr.

Tinted glazes—the newest trend in wall finishing- 


create painted-on pattern and texture 


Tinted transparent glazes and colorwashes for walls have been a decorative 
craft since the Renaissance, yet the art of exotic wall finishing has remained 
one of the best-kept secrets of modern-day interior designers. Although glaz- 
ing liquids can be bought ready mixed, then tinted with universal tinting 
colors, and although the methods for applying them are not complicated, there 
is still an aura of mystery about the process. Most “distressed” finishes, as 
designers call them, are actually based on a simple three-step procedure. On a 
very hard, smooth wall (canvasing is the best way to ensure success), a 
background coat of paint is applied over which a glaze or wash is brushed. 
Different patterns are created when dry brushing, stippling or ragging allow 
the background color to show through. The descriptions on these pages serve 
as a brief introduction to the magic and new appeal of decorative wall finishes. 


DRAGGING 


A dragged (or strie ) finish creates one of the most elegant effects, giving the 
illusion of depth to walls and making the whole room seem richer. A tinted 
transparent glaze is applied, then brushed with a dry brush so that fine lines of 


the undercoat show. The examples below show varying background colors.

STIPPLING 


Of all the so-called distressed (or 
complicated) wall finishes, stip- 
pling is the best for a less-than- 
perfect wall. Because it is nondirec- 
tional, unlike a dragged finish, 
flaws and irregularities will not be 
as apparent. It is, perhaps, the only 
finish that should be attempted 
without first canvasing the walls. 
Stippling is usually done on a wall 
with a white or light-colored back- 
ground and a tinted glaze. A stip- 
pling brush, soft piece of cloth or 
roller is pressed firmly into the wet 
glaze, then lifted so that specks of 
the glaze come off, leaving dots of 
background color. Whether the ef- 
fect is fine dots or a mottled look, 
the treatment is unobtrusive and is 
especially appealing as a back- 
ground for stencils. 











RAGGING 

Ragging or rag-rolling, a variation 
of stippling, is exactly what it 
sounds like: The wet glaze is ap- 
plied with a brush, then pressed 
with a rag (bunched up) or a piece 
of chamois, which is then rolled 
back and forth. The rag should be 
rearranged from time to time. Like 





stippling, ragging is a nondirec- 
tional pattern, good for large areas 
or for spaces with sharp angles, 
which it tends to soften. The over- 
coat can be a transparent oil glaze or 
a wash. Here a red-tinted oil glaze 
was rag-rolled over a white base, 
then white and black paint was 
spattered on.A red-tinted polyure- 
thane varnish gives the wall a lac- 


quer finish.@

“With so much snow I never have to

system that Mr. Stein feels is essen- 
ial for any house built in the ’80s. 
WNhen warm air collects on the 
sleeping-loft level in winter, 
drawn back down to the hot-air 
leating system by a return air duct. 
When hot air collects at the top of 
he house in summer, 
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it exits via 
Nindows and deck doors. The two- 
story atrium, acting as a solar collec- 
or in winter, becomes as warm as 80 
legrees on.a sunny day. Because all 


major rooms open to it, the Schaen- 
golds need not turn on the furnace 
when the sun shines. In summer, the 
atrium walls, made of hinged panels 
of special insulating plastic, can be 
raised by pulleys. 

“With a house as compact and 
complex as this, there is always the 
danger of its appearing chaotic,” 
says Mr. Stein, who used uniform, 
easy-to-maintain materials to give 
the “fragmented form’ coherence. 
Cedar shingles cover the exterior 
walls and roof, and even the fixed- 
glass window frames are cedar. Only 


the frames of the operable windows 
ever need painting. Indoors, Mrs. 
Schaengold, an interior designer, 
wanted the natural look of un- 
stained pine for all floors, sliding 
closet doors and studs, which were 
left exposed around windows to 
form the interior frames. Using 
structural materials as finishing ma- 
terials in this way helped keep costs 
down. That the Schaengolds knew 
so well what they wanted also 
helped the architect to stay within a 
tight budget. Virtually no changes 
were made during construction. >

“Serenity is the thread that I try to 
weave through my life and my 
work,” says Mrs. Schaengold.

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Here are expert answers to our readers’ questions—and maybe yours! 





Our family hobbyhorse has been a favorite 
for several generations. Can you tell me 
anything about it? The horse is painted 
wood except for the horsehair tail and leather saddle. 
—M.L.W., Bangor, Me. 
A. The hobbyhorse is an old toy, known during the time 
of the ancient Greeks. Early ones were made with just a 
stick and a horse’s head at one end. By the 18th century 
in America, this type was popular, as were rocking hors- 
es made like yours. Many were homemade toys. The best 
of them had real horsehide covering, horsehair manes 
and tails. The less expensive models had painted finishes 
and less realistic manes and tails. Your horse appears to 
be factory-made. The curved rockers, small platform 
beneath the horse, dappled paint, plus other features, are 
similar to those found on commercially made 19th-cen- 
tury rocking horses. Your horse dates about 1850-75. Its 
value would range from $500 to $600. 


My lamp does not seem to be made of bronze, 
but rather some type of gray metal. Is it a 
; Tiffany lamp? If not, who 
made it? 
—N.R.R., Beckley, W.Va. 
3 A. Your lamp typifies lamps 
ge made from 1900 to 1925 by 
many American firms. The brown 






slag glass panels were fitted into a 
white metal or spelter frame. The 
pattern is metal cutouts on top of 
the glass. Tiffany lamps were made 
by an entirely different method. 
Colored glass was set in bronze 
metal mounts; bases were bronze, also. Real Tiffany 
lamps are signed with the Tiffany Studio mark. It is 
impossible to identify the maker of your c. 1910 lamp; 
Bradley & Hubbard of Connecticut, Duffner and Kim- 
berley of New York, Edward Miller & Co. of Connecti- 
cut, Moe-Bridges Co. of Wisconsin, Moran and Has- 
‘tings Manufacturing Co. of Illinois are possibilities.

Similar wreath patterns, differ- 
ing only in the leaf shapes such as Rose Wreath and 
Rose Wreath with Tulips, were popular during the 
1840-60 period. To determine the age, check the stitch- 
ing to see if it is all by hand. Sewing machines were not 
widely used until the 1880s. See if the figures have 
small overall patterns typical of the 19th century or 
more linear patterns of the 20th century. Even colors are 
slightly different in 20th-century quilts. The value of 
your quilt in good condition is $600 to $800.

® Dilute Kahlua, a creamy coffee liqueur 
from Mexico, with sparkling water, and 
top with ice cream—vanilla or coffee. 

@ Amaretto, with its rich almond taste, 
also blends well with sparkling water 
and vanilla ice cream. 

® Anisette, brimming with the licorice 
flavor of anise, clouds when sparkling 
water is added, just as do Pernod (from 
France) and Ouzo (from Greece). Try 
any of these three anise drinks with a 
generous addition of sparkling water. 
Or, combine them with Kahlua. 

® Pisang Ambon, a Dutch-made liqueur 
based on an old Indonesian recipe, is an 
exotic drink when mixed with orange 
juice and sparkling water. 

® Cherry Heering, too, benefits from the 
liberal addition of orange juice and 
sparkling water. 


@ But liqueurs are not the only alcoholic 
beverages that take well to sparkling wa- 
ter. Add effervescent mineral water to 
rum, and serve with a slice of lime. 

@ Combine an ounce of gin with orange 
juice and chilled sparkling water, and 
serve with a slice of orange. 


Y parking water and wine make the 
QJ simplest and most traditional of 
European summer drinks. Put ice cubes 
and wine—red or white—in a wineglass, 
fill to the brim with sparkling water, and 
you have a spritzer. 

@Put ice cubes, orange juice, chilled 
white wine and sugar to taste in a tall 
glass. Add sparkling water, a slice of or- 
ange, and you have a wine cooler. 

@ Put about four ounces of rosé wine in 
an old-fashioned glass, add a jigger of 
cherry cordial, a jigger of sparkling wa- 
ter, garnish with a slice of lemon and a 
sprig of mint and you have a Cachet. 

®@ Another charming, low-alcohol sum- 
mer drink made with rosé is the Rose 
Cup: a combination of rosé wine, lemon 
juice and powdered sugar to taste, slices 
of orange and pineapple and sparkling 
water. 

@ Pour ruby Port over ice cubes, add 
sparkling water and a slice of lime, and 
you have a refreshing drink that’s natu- 
tally sweet. 

@ If you do not like your sparkling water 
spirited with alcohol, there is a range of 
delicious nonalcoholic drinks beginning 
with such lovely simplicities as sparkling 
water and fruit nectars. To mango nec- 
tar, add bite-sized bits of strawberry and 
melon. To pear nectar, add tiny chunks 
of ripe pear. Add slices of banana to 
apricot nectar. 

® Fruit juices can also be livened up in 
this way—try cranberry juice and spar- 
kling water with halved banana slices; 
orange juice and sparkling water en- 
riched with small pieces of orange; apple 
juice, sparkling water, a squeeze of lem- 
on and a dusting of cinnamon and clove. 
® Or, for a spectacular treat, mix Pina 
Colada (a blend of pineapple and coco- 
nut) with sparkling water and a dash of 
vanilla, and then add tiny chunks of pear 
and banana. 

© Vegetable juices, too, blend well with 
sparkling water. For a Bloody Mary free 
of spirits, combine the traditional ingre- 
dients—tomato juice, lemon, Worcester- 
shire sauce, a pinch of salt and a dash of 
Tabasco sauce—shake well, pour into a 
tumbler and add chilled sparkling water. 
®Iced coffee, that typically American 
summer drink, can also be enhanced 
with sparkling water. Make your coffee 
double strength, cool, pour into a tall 
glass, add chilled sparkling water and 
sugar to taste, and top the drink with 
vanilla ice cream.

Kir, PLEASE 


One of the great summer plea! 
sures in France is drinking a Kir in ; 
sidewalk café. This aperitif, als¢ 
called vin blanc Cassis, was renamed 
after World War II in honor of oni 
of its staunch fans, the famed resis: 
tance fighter and late mayor of Di. 
jon, Canon Félix Kir. The recipe ii 
simple enough: white wine with 
dollop of Cassis, a sweet, dark re¢ 
liqueur made from black currants. 

Like so many drinks, a Kir is only 
as good as its ingredients. The classi¢ 
French mix of Aligoté (a secondar 
white wine of Burgundy) and fine 
fresh Cassis isn’t easy to reproduct 
in America. Aligoté is hard to fing 
here and relatively expensive ($7 0 
more) for a mixing wine. But the 
drink requires a dry assertive wine 
like Aligoté. A good substitute in the 
right price range, I’ve found, is ¢ 
Pinot Grigio from Italy, like 198¢ 
Friulvini (about $4). California’: 
white jug wines are usually to 
fruity for a well-made Kir, but don 
hesitate to experiment. 

I don’t economize on Cassis, as it 
quality makes a big difference anc 
only a small amount need be used i 
a Kir. The finest Cassis come fron 
Burgundy; my choice is the rick 
Trénel Fils Créme de Cassis Bour- 
gogne (about $10 for a half liter). 

Some recipes suggest two-thirds 
white wine to one-third Cassis, but | 
find such a mix too sweet. For me| 
adding just enough Cassis to turn 
the white wine the color of a rosé 
gives the drink an enticing fruity 
scent and a refreshing off-dry flavor 
Make a Kir with chilled white wine: 
or serve on the rocks—in a wine- 
glass. Hint: Cassis becomes stale and 
oxidized if it is left open too long)

ne word, more than any 

other, keeps appearing in 

my conversations with 

designers and colleagues. 
The word is faste. What is it—who 
has it, and how do you acquire it? 
Not simple questions to answer, but 
there are some guidelines. Certainly 
taste is no longer the sole property 
of the aristocratic connoisseur. 
It has become a democratic melting 
pot of personal styles, not neces- 
sarily dictated by wealth. It seems 
to me the most important ingredi- 
ents of taste for the home are quality 
goods and individual creative 
expression, coupled with a keen 
sense of what is beautiful, suitable 
and lasting. 

The people I know whose homes 
reflect this quality of taste have 
something in common—their pas- 
sionate interest in and appreciation 
of good design and beauty. They are 
constantly learning more about these 
favorite subjects. A comment I once 
heard sticks in my mind because it 
seems so fitting: Exposure, exposure, 
exposure to beautiful things is the 
key to acquiring taste. One learns to 
appreciate quality through reading 
and observing, by looking and com- 
paring. We form opinions and create 
standards through our ability to be 
pleased or displeased. 

At the essence of taste in decorat- 
ing is the urge to make a house a 
home. It is tied up with a quest for 
quality in well-designed items that 
will serve as our own individual cre- 
ative expressions of comfort and 
beauty. But we don’t just require 
quality in the items we cherish to- 
day—we want uniqueness, too. Sir 
Cecil Beaton, writing in House Beau- 
tiful in 1973, deplored “ghastly good 
taste—meaning the tastefully obvi- 
ous.” He felt that “people should try 
to invent for themselves. Only then 
can something ‘alive’ be tasteful.” It 
is this very personal expression that 
we crave today—and that gives taste 
such a diverse meaning. 





In all these thoughts, I find a com-. 
mon thread—best expressed by Rus- 
sell Lynes in his classic book, The 
Tastemakers (Dover). He says: “I do 
not know what good taste is. I do 
know that taste is not constant and 
that it is a creature of circumstance. I 
also know that one measure of a 
man’s taste is what he will put up 
with. Furthermore it seems apparent) 
that not only is one generation’s 
good taste very likely to be the next) 
generation’s bad taste, but one indi- 
vidual’s ideas about what good taste. 
is change as he matures ... and ac- 
quires new sets of values for judging 
not only his surroundings but what) 
he wants out of life.... Taste,” 
Lynes continues, “is made up of 
three things—education, sensibility | 
and morality.” ) 

Can taste be learned? Yes, if one is 
truly interested, I believe, but it can- 
not be faked or contrived because 
taste is not pretentious. Pursuing 
taste means increasing your sensibil- 
ity to the beautiful things in life, 
which leads to a greater enjoyment 
of your home.

f all burglaries reported for 1981 
I in the United States were con- 

centrated in your community, 
you and your neighbors would find 
your homes burglarized once every 
10 seconds, 360 thefts every hour of 
every day, including Sunday. And 
according to a spokesman for the In- 
ternational Association of Chiefs of 
Police, a vast number—perhaps as 
many as 30 percent—of all burglaries 
go unreported. 

You could lock your doors and 
windows. That’s a help, on the the- 
ory that some barrier is better than 
none. A remarkable number of rob- 
beries are still traced to intruders 
who simply opened the back door, 
walked in and helped themselves. 

You could leave behind a dog— 
any size—that yaps the moment 
there is the least footfall around the 
house. Most thieves, young and not 
inexperienced, will move to the next 
house. He or she (and there are 
many more shes today) knows there 
are plenty of easy “hits.” Why take 
the time to deal with a barking dog? 

There are other simple ploys. 
None will slow down the deter- 
mined burglar. Locks mean nothing 
to this person. Dogs can be lured 
with food (occasionally doped or 
poisoned). Safes can be cracked by 
the real pros, smashed or removed 
by the amateurs. 

To secure the valuables you’ve 
spent years accumulating, an alarm 
system protecting your home is a 
workable means short of posting a 
24-hour live guard. There are three 
paths you can take. 

1.) The most effective prevention 
against burglary is a system safe- 
guarding the entire house and con- 
nected by telephone lines to a cen- 
tral station, which operates on your 
behalf 24 hours a day, 365 days a 
year. Central station alarm systems 
are offered by such security firms as 
Honeywell, Dictograph, ADT and 
Wells Fargo. These systems are 
| priced according to the size and 
| complexity of the house and proper- 
ty (the basic burglary and fire sys-

tem starts at about $1,500); there is a 
monthly charge of about $25 to pay 
for 24-hour surveillance. You receive 
value for your investment. For one 
thing, false alarms are intercepted 
before neighbors or police are alert- 
ed. A break in the perimeter protec- 
tion sends a coded signal by tele- 
phone lines to the central station. A 
call back from a member of the 
agency staff determines whether the 
signal is false or real. Most such sys-_ 
tems are programmed for medical 
and fire emergencies, as well as for 
burglary. A computer at the central 
station decodes the signal from your) 
house and instantly indicates to an 
operator the emergency category. 

When the signal from your home 
is confirmed as real, the operator im- 
mediately relays the message to fire 
or police departments or, in the case. 
of a medical emergency, follows pre- 
determined instructions you dictate. 

Should power lines to the house 
fail or be cut, the system in your 
home automatically switches to bat- 
tery power (an advantage you can 
specify for a localized system). In the 
event telephone lines are cut (by a 
determined, veteran thief), that fact 
instantly registers at the central sta- 
tion, and police are notified. 

2.) Buy and have installed a com- 
plete system protecting every open- 
ing on the house perimeter that in- 
cludes’ electronic devices to 
safeguard large interior spaces, along 
with smoke and fire detection 
equipment. Such systems are pro- 
duced by NuTone and Ademco, 
among others, and installed by | 
home-security contractors for a total 
cost beginning at around $1,000. 

When an alarm is set off, a pierc- 


ren = 


ing bell or siren sounds from one or 
more locations inside and outside 
the house. The outside alarm alerts 
neighbors who, by prearrangement, 
immediately dial the police. 

Additional devices allow you to 
tailor the system to your needs. For 
example, components in NuTone’s 
system include remote control de- 
vices that allow you to handle basic 
functions of the central control pan- 

el; an automatic telephone dialer 
preset to notify police, fire or medi- 
cal personnel; a central switch to 
turn on all interior and exterior 
lighting and entry/exit switches that 
let you bypass a detector without 
activating an alarm or disarming the 
rest of the system. 

These are worthwhile systems. 

False alarms account for the largest 
drawback. No matter how careful 
-you are, false alarms will occur. 
Someone will enter late at night and 
forget to disarm and reset the alarm. 
Neighbors become unfriendly when 
a bell or siren blasts them out of bed 
at 3 a.m. without cause. Nor are the 
police pleased to answer a taped 
phone message, only to discover that 
the dog broke loose from his pen in 
the kitchen and tripped an infra-red 
signal device. 
__ 3.) Buy one or more inexpensive 
devices to attach to doors and what 
-you consider vulnerable windows. 
-When a protected door or window is 
opened a crack, a local alarm sounds, 
presumably loud enough to scare off 
the intruder. While this approach 
may satisfy the requirements of an 
apartment dweller whose space has 
one or two entry doors and inacces- 
sible windows, it falls short of good 
protection for a house. 

Inevitably, the burglar will break 
and enter the window you consid- 
ered safe or impractical to protect. If 
an alarm is tripped, it may scare a 
toughened crook temporarily, but if 

he judges the sound too weak to be 
heard by neighbors, he may enter 
and stifle the alarm. 

For dealer recommendations, 
check with the Better Business Bu- 
reau, your police department and 
friends who have satisfactory sys- 
tems approved by Underwriters 
Laboratories. The National Burglar

dinavian month in 
the United States. 
Between now and 
1984, 22 muscums 
will be hosting art, 
¢ photography, textiles 
and design exhibits. But the area in 
which Scandinavian creativity has 
had its greatest impact is the home— 
with the gracefully curved furniture 
of the ‘50s. What was its tremendous 
appeal? The pared-down lines of 
modernism—with heart. Explains 
David McFadden, curator of the 
Cooper-Hewitt Museum’s exhibit 
“Scandinavian Modern, 1880-1980” 
(in New York from Sept. 14), “Alvar 
Aalto and Marcel Breuer had similar 
goals—highly functional furniture. 
But Aalto rejected tubular steel and 
chose natural wood instead. Scandi- 
navian design emanates warmth.” 
Despite its universal popularity, it 
was eclipsed in the ‘60s by a new 
wave of Italian design—an aesthetic 
based on functional materials (plas- 
tic) and new concepts (stackable and 
modular). Yet Scandinavia’s impact, 
as the current exhibit signals, is still 
with us—in our continuing love of 
natural materials and furniture with 
a handmade touch.

“Our choice of windows was dic- 
tated in part by a desire to accent 
interior forms with natural light,” 
said David Tobias, associate archi- 
tect on the project with Forbes, who 
was in Rome at the time of the inter- 
view. “Of course, the choice was 
weighted by the exterior composi- 
tion and a need to complement the 
original design,” Tobias added. 

While windows are perhaps the 
most important means of blending 
old and new elements, other unify- 
ing forces are at work: narrow-lap 
siding in a traditional fawn color; 
white trim; gray-green shingles; and 
the physical presence of the new 
wood deck.

An ideal balance between the ex- 
terior appearance of windows and 
the resulting interior light through 
those windows is the aim of any 
_good designer rethinking a house— 
not simple to accomplish, but emi- 
nently satisfying. 

Of course this is a decision in 
which you will be intimately in- 
volved, since you and your family 
will be the beneficiaries of this 
change.

Window types 

Familiar to everyone, double-hung windows grace open- 
ings in more U.S. homes than any other type. Their 
straightforward operation was an invention before set- 
tlers came to our shores. 

The upper and lower sash open to allow a circular 
flow of air through a room and close to lock at the 
center meeting rails. New double-hungs are weather- 
stripped at the factory. A single-hung window features 
one fixed and one opening sash. 

Of the four basic types, casement windows are most 
effective in preventing air infiltration, because of com- 
pression latches. A hand crank at the sill turns out the 
sash, shutter style. Less expensive casements push out 
and are pulled back by hand. 

Casements offer the advantage of trapping breezes 
from three directions. However, it’s unwise to leave 
open a sash during a storm with very high winds—too 
much of a strain on the connecting metal arm. 

Somewhat less expensive than other types, horizontal 
sliding windows were virtually standard equipment for 
houses rushed to completion following World War II.

Their use has declined somewhat, 
but the unit remains a serviceable 
alternative, especially in spaces 
where a larger window would be out 
of place or difficult to reach, as over 
a kitchen sink.

than half a day. Best of all, the new 
one is produced to meet high ener- 
gy-conservation standards and im- 
proves appearance 200 percent.

the room seems to disap- 
pear, allowing daylight, 
greenery and gardens to 
rush in from both sides 
and meet in the middle. 
David Whitcomb moved 
to the country partly for 
the joy of seeing what na- 
ture is doing all the time. 
With architects David 
Morton and Thomas Cor- 
dell he designed this room, 
the addition to his mill, so 
that he could see it as 
much as possible. Through 
glass doors on one side of 
the room, he can view the 
colorful geometry of the 
courtyard garden; through 
glass doors on the other 
side, which form a shallow 
V, he can look out across a 
small pool to the lush 
banks of the stream and 
upstream to the dam. The 


contrast between geomet- 
ric and wild spaces is 
most dramatic here (see plan 
below ). 

The owner says, “If you 
want to feel what nature is 
doing all the time, you 
must be in a room that is 
fairly serene. It can’t be 
busy.” The room, which he 
calls his studio and where 
he spends most of his time, 
is composed almost entire- 
ly of furniture and colors 
that harmonize with the 
landscape. Floors and 
beams are red _ oak, 
bleached to a pale cream; 
walls and sloped ceiling are 
covered with raffia in al- 
most the same shade. One 
large sofa and another, 
which can be divided into 
sections, are slipcovered in 
white canvas. The gleam- 
ing dark wood of two an- 
tiques—a round George IV 
table and a Régence com- 
mode—makes striking ac- 
cents in the light room, as 
does the shiny black cotton 
on two Louis XVI arm-

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PERFECTING AN OLD MILL :

terior clapboard walls to 
stone (found in pasture 
walls in the area), the inte- 
rior posts, ceiling beams 
and floor levels are original 
and give the three floors 
their early-19th-century 
proportions. 

The small-paned doors 
and windows that were in- 
stalled are in keeping with 
these proportions. “I knew 
right away what structure I 
wanted for the mill,” says 
Mr. Whitcomb, “but the 
interiors nave evolved over 
the years. If you are inter- 
ested in design and have 
the opportunity to express 
what you feel about the 


spaces you live in, then 
those spaces will change as 
you change.” 

The shapes of the rooms 
have not varied much, but 
their functions have (the 
present library/sitting 
room was once his week- 
end study), and their fur- 
niture and architectural de- 
tails have been lovingly 
added to, modified and re- 
arranged for almost 20 
years. 

Of the two bedrooms on 
the top floor, the guest 
room has not been trans- 
formed at all, but the mas- 
ter bedroom has changed 
radically. The posts, beams 


and paneling around th 
fireplace are all that remaii 
of its original appearance 
Parchment-colored paif 
covers walls and ceilin 
once papered in a blue an 
white flame-stitch pattert 
and the furniture is muc 
simpler. 

Of the three fireplace: 
built when the centré 
chimney was installed, th 
one in the library ha 
the most elaborate man 
tel—French 18th-centur 
marble. The bookshelve 
were added later and af 
embellished with a ribbo 
design that was painted b 
Robert Jackson.

the owner 
liked the roman- 
tic location of his 
grist mill as much as 
the mill itself. Set on the 
bank of a stream that had 
cut a deep gorge, the win- 
dowless building was in a 
position to have glorious 
views of the opposite 
bank—a steep slope with 
even more wildly lush 
trees and evergreens than 
the mill bank. In convert- 
ing the mill to a house, he 
gave the second-floor li- 
brary and the ground-floor 
dining room French doors 
opening to this view, and, 
later, when adding the stu- 
dio, he designed it with a 
window overlooking the 
stream. 

Although the mill was 
working as recently as 
1939, the building was in 
poor condition, and a great 
deal of imagination, as well 
as loving care, was needed 
to turn it into a weekend 
retreat. There had never 
been interior walls—sim- 
ply three open levels—and 
the exterior clapboard 
walls were past the point 
of saving. Whitcomb, who 
had always wanted a stone 
house, decided to have the 
walls rebuilt using stone 
from pasture walls on the 
mill land and others in the 
area. He found a mason 





who was just as painstak- 
ing as he and who later 
built the courtyard and 
green gardens leading from 
the drive to the studio. 
During conversion, the 
owner preserved not only 
the original three levels 
(dividing each one into the 
rooms he needed) with 
wood-beamed ceilings but 
the mill wheels as well. 
The waterwheel, made of 
iron and dating from the 
late 19th century, needed 
some repairs. The interior 
Wheel, which turned the 
millstones, is almost exact- 
ly as Whitcomb found it 
and now dominates the 
hall on the ground floor of 
the mill house. The sluice- 
way, which once brought 
water from above the dam 
down to turn the wheel, 
was diverted to run along 
the tall stone wall outside 
the studio and also to fill 
the pool just below the 
green-and-flagstone gar- 
den (see plan, page 78). From 
there it spills back down to 
the stream. This quiet 
trickle is only one of the 
sounds filling the house. 
Water falling over the dam 
and rushing down the 
gorge makes delightful 
background music to all 
activities. “In winter ev- 
erything becomes silent,” 
he says. “One of the nicest 
things about spring is 
hearing the water again.”

The stream, which can 
be heard all over the 
house, is most noticeable 
on the ground floor, where 
French doors open from 
the dining room to the 
two-level terrace. The low- 
er level, at water’s edge, is 
one of the owner’s favorite 
places to dine. The upper 
level has a small table for 
quick meals. 

Indoor dining offers a 
feast for the eyes as well as 
Whitcomb’s wonderful 
meals, (often created with 
fruits, vegetables and herbs 
from his own garden). In 
the dining room the mill 
wheel is a visual delight, 
and original posts and 
beams, handcut of oak 
around 1800 when the mill 
was built, create sculptural 
elements on the ceiling and 
between rooms. The oval, 
drop leaf table, a Whit- 
comb design, is also made 
of old wood, taken from a 
barn on the mill land. 
Bleached and sanded, but 
with many scars still visi- 
ble, it makes a wonderful 
foil for the formal Louis- 
XVI-style armchairs up- 
holstered in pigskin.

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rea rugs—a wonderfully 

broad delineation includ- 

ing all carpets that cover 
floors partially or generously—are 
what some of the best-dressed 
floors wear today. In fact, area 
rugs are the contemporary means 
of warming up both bare and 
fully carpeted floors, in terms of 
color as well as energy conserva- 
tion. 

“The first thing I think of when 
I see a stretch of solid-color wall- 
to-wall carpeting is covering it— 
at least some of it—with an area 
rug,” says Bob Denning, of Den- 
ning & Fourcade, the prestigious 
interior design firm perhaps best 
known for tasteful all-out opu- 
lence. “Adding an area rug to a 
room,” Denning continues, “‘is 
one of the simplest ways to add 
charm.” 

But when confronted with a 
bare room—an empty “canvas” — 
“the first things I am concerned 
with are fabric for the walls and a 
rug for the floor. These are the 
starting points for me.” Rugwise, 
his tastes embrace a wide spec- 
trum, from “non-Oriental” Ori- 
entals (Eastern rugs done in Occi- 
dental colors) to new versions of 
handwoven rag rugs. 

“Old Turkish rugs tend to have 
the colorations I’m after,” Den- 
ning notes. “After all, Turkey 
really was a mixture of East and 
West, and rugs were produced 
there for the American, French 
and British markets, done in ice

Speaking of history, if the rugs 
at Coury Rugs, Inc. could talk.... 
They can’t, of course, but William 
Coury can—and does, with en- 
thusiasm and knowledge of the 
old, handmade rugs from all over 
the world that he buys and sells 
to serious collectors, museums 
and those simply looking to cover 
a floor in timeless good taste. 

After musing, ‘““They don’t 
make them like they used to,” 
Coury goes on to explain that 
“old rugs are mellow in color. 
They’ve acquired a certain patina. 
That’s what makes them so desir- 
able—along with their various 
histories and, of course, fine 
craftsmanship.” What makes a 
rug museum quality? “Rarity is 
the important element,” he notes, 
“as well as the overall condition 
of the rug.” 

Coury believes the “‘investa- 
bility” of a rug has as much to do 
with the state of the economy as 
with the rug itself. Still, he points 
to rug categories that have “more 
than held up” over the years: 
“19th-century needlepoints from 
England, Russia, France and Hun- 
gary are always in demand; 
they’re_ scarce.”” He _ warns, 
though, that many of these are 
not in satisfactory condition. 
“They're too dried out; the canvas 
is too brittle.” Some old & 
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The splash-of-floral motif of this new 
handmade Portuguese needlepoint (36 
stitches per square inch) is traditional;

English needlepoints, Coury 
points out, were made by church 
parishioners—in individual 
squares (quilting-bee style) then 
sewn together—for cathedrals. In 
terms of rarity and desirability, 
needlepoint rugs with light-col- 
ored backgrounds—ivory in par- 
ticular—top the list. The reason is 
simple: These pieces are easier to 
work with when decorating a 
room. 

“Tabriz, Heriz and Sarouk 
rugs—all Persian, all old—are also 
good investment considerations,” 
Coury adds. Moving down to the 
scatter and runner sizes, he cites 
Kazak, Kouba and Shirvan—all 
districts in the Caucasus region. 

But first and foremost, “you’ve 
got to be in love with the rug,” he 
says. From there, “ you must look 
at its condition: Is the rug too 
worn, stained, touched up with 
paint to reinforce faded color? 
Does the piece lie flat on the 
floor?” It helps, too, Coury adds, 
to have a reputable dealer who is 
willing to “put his cards on the 
table and point out anything that 
might be wrong with the rug.” 


ow do you find a good 

dealer? Museums and auc- 

tion houses sometimes give 
out referrals. And then there’s 
word of mouth. 

Denning believes the top auc- 
tion houses provide a wealth of 
material concerning art/invest- 
ment rugs. “The catalogs are well 
done and informative,” he stress- 
es. “You really can learn a lot 
from them.” Sotheby Parke Ber- 
net, for instance, has six rug auc- 
tions a year—and each has a cata- 
log with projected prices that is 
followed up, after auction, with a 
final list detailing what each rug 
actually fetched. (It’s $60 a year to 


subscribe; write to Sotheby Parke 
Bernet, Subscription Dept., PO 
Box 5083, FDR Station, New 
York, NY 10150. Upcoming rug 
auction dates: October 30 and De- 
cember 18.) 

As a designer, Denning stays 
away from the middle ground. “If 
I’m not looking for a fine, ‘impor- 
tant’ rug, I go for something in 
sisal or rag. In fact, I’m using lots 
of rag rugs now. My Italian cli- 
ents, in particular, are fascinated 
by them because they lend a pro- 
vincial, rural feeling while being 
truly American.’’ Sometimes 
Denning buys several small rag 
rugs and has them sewn togeth- 
er—‘‘almost like a patchwork 
quilt, a medley. These are rugs to 
buy for practical use; they are not 
investments.” Finally, according 
to Denning, rag rugs are “effec- 
tive in almost any room. ... Some 
of them are as beige as can be!” 


n particular, he’s enthusiastic 
about the choice of rag rugs at 
Conran’s, a store that also has 
a mail-order catalog. In general, 
he cites Conran’s as an excellent 
source for reasonably priced rugs. 
What you find there, he explains, 
is a marvelous handpicked selec- 
tion of low-priced imports, in 
contrast with the department 
stores, which tend to assault the 
shopper with too many things. “I 
could do whole houses with rugs 
from Conran’s,” Denning quips. 
Saxony Carpet, a company that 
sells wall-to-wall carpeting as 
well as new and antique area rugs 
to interior designers and archi- 
tects, offers custom-made rag 
rugs from Finland, which can be 
crafted in any color scheme. “De- 
livery time for these rugs is usual- 
ly under eight weeks,” says

Taking that point one unorthodox 
step farther, he relates: “When a 
dealer calls me up and tells me, 
‘I’ve just gotten in the most inter- 
esting little rug,’ I’m not interest- 
ed. I’d be much more intrigued to 
hear that he’d just come across an 
enormous old rug with a big hole 
on the side and that he was look- 
ing to sell it for very little. I use 
rugs like these quite often, cutting 
them down and having them in- 
stalled wall to wall in a smallish 
room. Then, too, I can sometimes 
use the scraps, say, to, upholéter a 
bench. Mind you,” he adds hasti- 
ly, “I’m talking about rugs that 
have no other use; and there are 
lots of them around.” 


But even when you “stick to 
the rules,” the wide world of area 
rugs offers myriad possibili- 
ties.

Robert A.M. Stern, whose work is note 
for its grace, beauty and generosity o 
spirit, is one of the luminaries in the worl 
of architecture. 

So far this year, two major mono 
graphs have been published documentin 
his built and unbuilt work (one, Rober 
A. M. Stern Buildings and Projects 19654 
1980, by Rizzoli and the other by Archi 
tectural Design/Academy Editions, dis+ 
tributed in this country by St. Martin’g 
Press). Stern was also the subject of qd 
recent retrospective exhibition at the 
Neuberger Museum, State University o 
New York, Purchase campus. av 
“Robert A. M. Stern: Modern Architecs 
ture After Modernism,'' the show record+ 
ed Stern's growth and considerable influ- 
ence. In fact, Stern and his mentor; 
Robert Venturi, are at the forefront of a 
new architecture—an architecture that 
synthesizes historical styles with the best 
of the modern. 





What makes these two books and ex- 
hibition especially meaningful is that th 
majority of work represents houses rathe 
than commercial structures, and thes 
houses reverberate with ideas. On th 
surface, they might be classified as simpl 
beautiful. | 

According to the foreword in the Are 
chitectural Design/Academy Editions, the 
significance of his work is explained i 
these terms: ‘‘Pleasure and a feeling o 
luxury ... these qualities are offered b 
the work, not thrust upon the world. To) 
provide such a choice is no small matter, 
Without architects like Stern around, the 
joy in architecture might be forgotten.”

tecture. Not only does he deal with the 
good life, with candor and wit, he also 
deals with familiar forms and images that 
are easily understood. 

Although Stern is closely linked with 
Post-Modernism, he views that as simply 
a label. Since graduating from Yale, 
Stern has been crusading for an architec- 
ture that is culturally based, eclectic, or- 
namental, richly detailed—built in an ap- 
propriate context. 

The three Shingle Style houses on the 
previous page demonstrate his shift away 
from austere modern to an architecture 
of inherited forms. For instance, the 
Wiseman house (1967), an homage to an 
earlier house by Robert Venturi, has one 
big motif (an arch) that unifies the whole. 
“It had a kind of grand gesture which 
was appropriate because the house sat 
as a kind of gateway at the top of the hill 
... the whole of Montauk behind it."’ 

Says Stern: ‘In building houses along 
the Eastern shores of the United States, 
whether in Maine, Martha's Vineyard, 
Long Island, New Jersey, New York, | 
have gradually built up a repertoire of 
skills and a sensitivity toward traditional 
summertime architecture, called the Shin- 
gle Style. This is a distinct contradiction 
of the trend dominant in the ‘60s: sea- 
front architecture which was a version of 
the ‘20s International Style. While that 


might be interesting architecture, it has 


nothing to do with its local tradition of 
inherited forms and construction strate- 
gies, nor does it have much to do with 
those as they respond to the climate and 
the way people live by the sea.” 

Stern, whose influence is international, 
maintains an office in New York and 
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serves as an associate professor at Co- 
lumbia University. Although he is primarily 
involved with houses, he also designs 
buildings of a much larger scale, such as 
(center illustration) D. O. M. corporation 
headquarters in Bruhl, Germany. 

Yet his attitude is always the same: ‘'| 
believe architecture should give people 
pleasure; it shouldn't be confused with 
fire and brimstone. Architecture is about 
the higher aspirations of people, cultural 
connections and visual pleasure. We too 


rarely say things are beautiful, but | like 







































































people to view my work as beautiful.” 
Stern finds the route to that beauty by 
reconnecting with past buildings because 
‘they represent visual continuity and sta- 
bility, and because traditional architec- 
ture has gradually evolved beautiful

Stern's own refinements include re 
weaving the Shingle Style and modern 
technology into a solid fabric of what he| 
considers appropriate. To this Stern add 
the element of wit, as in the drawing o 
the Bossi house on pagelO02. ‘The peo 
ple in the real world like to smile occa 
sionally; they don't think everything 
should be designed to remind them of the 
worst or most base movement in the his- 
tory of man.'’ He goes on to explain: 
“Where appropriate contexts can be es- 
tablished, these buildings connect with 
the things around them. They are all 
works of the late 20th century, yet they 
have a certain cultural and visual connec- 
tion to the past.”’ 

Stern refers to the classical reper- 
toire—keystones, columns and mold- 
ings—as One of the influences behind his 
current work, which is adapted, not cop- 
ied, from the past. 

As for the relationship of his architec- 
ture to the current mode of living, Stern 
emphasizes ‘'the need for rooms to per- 
form two or three functions together, be- 
cause people neither can afford nor do 
they want big rambling houses that re- 
quire a lot of servants. They want to be 
self-sufficient; they want the same kinds 
of visual order that people have always 
wanted in their homes.’’ But what about 
such current concerns as energy efficien- 
cy and the integration of computers into 
the design of our homes?

they allow nice ventilation through the 
summer. All those things evolved over 
hundreds of years when people really did 
have to preserve energy. And if we use 
them intelligently, we will have energy- 
efficient architecture.” 

In regard to home computers, Stern 
predicts: ‘They won't change the way 
houses are designed any more than tele- 
vision sets did. Remember when TV sets 
first came in... there was some great 
monster sitting in the living room, and all 
the furniture was arranged around it? 
Now the TV is housed in a closet or built 
into a sideboard, or on a stand next to 
the bed. A home computer should be 
where people will do their work—in an 
office or study or some small corner of 
the living room on a nice piece of furni- 
ture. Eventually they will get so small they 
will hardly take any space at all. To build 
a house around a home computer is only 
to admit that you have no idea about 
architecture, only about gadgetry.”’ 

Indeed, the architecture of Robert 
A.M. Stern is as straightforward—and 
sensitive—as the man himself.

Victorian sense found limiting, the 
Silvermans find liberating. “A sit- 
down dinner party for 35 people in 
this dining room would have made 
her faint,’ laughs Mrs. Silverman.

No structural changes were made in the 
farmhouse, but | 9th-century restraints have 
been removed.

F THE PROCESS of maintaining a little house is

house in 1916 when she was 
widowed. The eight-room cottage- 
turned-farmhouse represented a 
great change in the scale to which 
she had become accustomed—a 
change she made by choice. In that 
era ‘multipurpose’ rooms were not 
an architectural goal. Rather, each 
room had its own distinct function: 
the kitchen for cooking, the dining 
room for meal taking—and never 
the reverse (in polite company). 


Standards of ‘appropriateness’ pre- 
vailed. The Silvermans have made 
every effort to live in accord with 
that concept. To them, Mrs. Ed- 
mands’ cottage is a moderately 
large house, a house whose symmet- 
tical floor plan yields graceful and 
stylish rooms. There are even four 
fireplaces, thanks to a central strad- 
dled chimney with two back-to-back 
hearths on each floor. Energy issues

Where are they from and what are they worth? 
Here are expert answers to our readers’ questions—and maybe yours!

Any history about this chair will be appreciat- 
ed. What style is it? How old? Its value? 
; —E.B., Juneau, Pa. 
A. Your chair is in a style known as Chinese Chippen- 
) dale. Thomas Chippendale, a cabi- 
netmaker in London, England, 
published a design book in 1754 
with 160 pieces of furniture pic- 
tured. His designs synthesized 
‘» earlier Queen Anne styles and 
touches from the French, Chi- 
nese and others. The fretwork 
design on the back of your chair 
was popular. Other Chinese fea- 
tures included small pagodalike 
carvings, large square-carved 
legs with fretwork and blocky, 
solid wooden seats. 

The Chippendale style has re- 
mained popular. If your chair is 
from the 18th century, it is worth about $2,000. If a 
20th-century copy, it would sell for about $500. 


O My vase is marked “Rozenburg den Haag.” It 












has a stork and other designs included with 

the mark on the bottom. 
— you tell me how old it is? 
—Mrs. E.R., Arvada, Colo. 
nN The Roeeabene pottery and 
porcelain factory was founded in 
1885 in Holland. Its most famous 
pieces—Art Nouveau-inspired 
porcelain made during the late- 
19th and early-20th centuries— 
are similar to yours. The twining 
vines, the poppy and the general 
shape indicate the vase was man- 
cufactured between 1900 and 1905. 
The design was derived from Jap- 
anese batik printed textiles. 

Few pieces of Rozenburg porce- 
lain were made, and they were so thin and delicate that 
many have been broken. Prices for this ware are high. A 
16-inch vase sells for more than $2,000. 


| My platter is blue and white. The mark on the 
back is a blurred name that appears to be 


“Harris and Chancey” plus some other words. 
Did someone with that, or a similar, name make 
dishes? —A.L.J., Olympia, Wash. 
A. Your platter is a well-known piece of English Staf- 
fordshire pottery decorated with a dark blue transfer 
design cailed Lafayette at Washington’s Tomb. The 
name on the back of the plate should read “Harris and 
Chauncey, 70 Wall Street.” The company imported 
dishes in New York City from 1826 to 1829, making the 
dating of your dish obvious.

My two Gandlesticke are 
O made of gold-colored irides- 
cent glass.

She be- 
lieves they are Steuben. Did the 
firm make this type? 
—D.A., Excelsior Springs, Mo. 
A. Your candlesticks are typical of 
the iridescent glass made by the 
Steuben Glassworks of Corning, 
New York. Pieces were sometimes 
lightly etched on the bottom with a 
fleur-de-lis. 

Steuben made many types of 
colored glassware in the early 1900s 
and became part of the Corning Glass Works in 1918. 
The shape of your candlesticks indicates they were 
probably made in the 1920s or later. A pair of gold 
iridescent candlesticks in mint condition would sell for 
about $700. 


This very large table looks just like my desk. It 
has drawers on all four levels and is three feet 


wide. Is it a desk, sideboard or what? 
—J.B., Costigan, Me. 
A. You own a type of desk called a Carlton House table. 
The design first appeared in a book by Thomas Sheraton 
in England during the 18th century. Supposedly this type 
of desk was used in the Carlton House of George IV, and 
now any one in this style is known as a Carlton House. 
This type of desk went out of style for many years 
but is back in fashion, and copies are being made. An 
authentic 18th-century Carlton House desk sells from 
$2,000 to $4,000. The original used in the king’s house 
sold at auction a few years ago for $36,000.

BOURBON 


ourbon, this country’s 

unique contribution to the 

great spirits of the world, is 
synonymous with whiskey to most 
Americans. Now interest in the finest 
bottlings is stronger than ever. The 
reason? Fine bourbon has a deep, 
rich and satisfying character, and the 
best are smooth enough to be appre- 
ciated on their own, splashed over 
ice or cut with water. 

According to federal law, bourbon 
must be made from a fermented 
mash of at least 51 percent corn, dis- 
tilled at not over 160 proof, aged for 
two or more years in new white oak 
barrels charred on the inside and 
bottled at not less than 70 proof. 
(But higher proof bourbons aren’t 
necessarily better than normal 80 
proof bourbons.) 

Among the fine bourbons with loy- 
al followings are Maker’s Mark, 
George Dickel and Jack Daniel’s 
(technically the last two are Tennes- 
see whiskeys). My favorite is the mar- 
velously mellow sweet-mash bour- 
bon, Virginia Gentleman. Expect to 
pay about $8 a bottle for top bourbon.

GARDEN GUIDE 


SEPTEMBER: Last blooms of summer flowers usher 
in harvest time for vegetables; spaghetti squash dish 


By KEN DRUSE 


he final burst of color from 

the roses, the huge flowers 

of the dahlias and the fra- 

grant blossoms of Clematis 
paniculata, virgin’s bower, are the last 
signs of summer. These flowers also 
signal the beginning of the fall gar- 
dening season. Soon asters and chry- 
santhemums will bloom in the gar- 
den. It’s time to make the last orders 
of peonies, poppies, spring-flower- 
ing bulbs and other fall planted per- 
ennials—and time, as well, to bring 
the summering houseplants back in- 
side. Most gardeners recognize that 
September also starts the autumn 
harvest season. One vegetable, spa- 
ghetti squash, will be ready to pick 
soon for good eating now or stored, 
cool and dry, for winter dishes. It 
will be available at the supermarket. 

Spaghetti squash is an easy-to- 
grow vining plant that produces five 
to seven fruits averaging five pounds 
each. When cooked, they yield a 
subtly flavored pastalike food. You 
may want to grow these plants just 
for the fun of it or for a quick climb- 
ing screen. 

The fruits are usually cooked before 
they are incorporated into a wide va- 
riety of dishes from casseroles to des- 
serts. The squashes can be steamed 
or boiled, but since they can be a bit 
watery, baking is the preferred 
method. Wash the fruits and pierce 
them deeply. Place on a rimmed 
cookie sheet or a jelly roll pan and 
bake at 375 degrees for 45 minutes— 
turning them once when they are

hen your cat is as

losing the battle of 
the bulge. Jelly-belly pets are as en- 
dearing as any others, but they will 
have more medical problems than 
normal-weight animals. Fat cats and 
plump dogs also live shorter lives.

with food. When kittens and pup- 
pies are taken from their mothers at 
a very early age, they imprint on 


human behavior in the human envi- | 


ronment. Overweight humans often 
have overweight pets. Sometimes 
you are expressing more love by de- 
nying rather than lavishing food on 
your pet. 

It is not difficult to tell when your 
pet is overweight. A sagging paunch, 
a rotund look and a rounded face 
with a lethargic demeanor are the 
important signs. More than one 
eighth of an inch of density covering 
the rib cage indicates such a condi- 
tion. If you’re not sure, see a veteri- 
narian. 

To figure your pet’s exact weight, 
stand on a bathroom scale while 
holding the animal. Record the 
amount; then stand on the scale by 
yourself. Subtract the second weigh- 
ing from the first and you will know 
the animal’s weight. Assuming your 
vet has verified that your pet is in 
good physical condition and advised 
on how much weight he or she 

























should lose, you are now prepared to © 


put your dog or cat on a weight- 


reducing diet. There are several diet | 


practices that are definitely not rec- 
ommended for obese pets. Never 
limit the animal’s water intake. 
“Fasting” or “starving” your dog or 
cat is also not advisable. 

You may consider feeding your 
pet a commercially prepared diet ra- 
tion. Available are Cycle 3, Fit & 
Trim and r/d Canine, r/d Feline 
(available only through your vet). 
Avoid giving any between-meal 
snacks. Do not feed the animal from 
table scraps. If you use a premium

dog or cat food, the easiest thing is — 
to cut the quantity fed. Some veteri- 
narians recommend cutting the ra- 
tion by 60 percent.

Here's how to choose the right system for you—and turnany room into an at-home theater 


Magical in its ability to let

OFF-THE-WALL IDEAS 
The first topic most people focus 
on when they comtemplate big- 
screen TVs is wail space—or the lack 
of it. “Don’t feel limited by the four 
walls you have,” says designer Bob 
Patino of Patino-Wolf Associates.

For one client, he created a free- 
standing, plasterboard wall, put the 
big TV screen on one side and 
turned the other into a dramatic foy- 
er. “You can use a freestanding wall 
to divide a room into a dining/media 
room,” he says. 

One of the best wall-space prob- 
lem-solvers is Kloss’ new projector 
that shoots a 5-foot-high TV image 
right onto your wall—no screen 
needed (a white wall is, of course, 
essential). Its other innovative sys- 
tem combines a ceiling-mounted 
projector (which frees floor space) 


and a flat screen that rolls up 
into a ceiling unit, freeing wall 
space. Designer Mario Buatta 
installed such a system in one 
dining room and used its ban- 
= quette seating to double for TV 
= viewing. His special effect: He 
= mounted the TV’s ceiling pro- 
~, jector on a hydraulic lift so that, 
with a flick of a switch, it could 
vanish from sight. 

What if a window is your 
room’s best feature—but you 
also want seating oriented to- 
ward a big-screen TV? Designer 
Eric Bernard positioned a roll-up 
screen in front of the window. Since 
the screen works best in a dark 
room, the curtains are drawn when 
the set is turned on—thus the room’s 
two focal points don’t conflict. 

A word of advice on ceiling pro- 
jectors: “Make your decorating more 
dramatic—a ceiling projector can 
make a room feel heavy if there’s 
nothing to counterbalance it,” says 
designer Rubén de Saavedra. 
FURNITURE TO HIDE YOUR TV 

For TV’s with separate screens and 
floor projectors, most designers

THE THREE TYPES OF SYSTEMS AND THEIR SPECIAL FEATURES 


1. TVs With Ceiling or Floor Projectors 

The Kloss Novabeam Model Two, which 
shoots onto a white wall, is 21 inches in 
height and must be positioned 4 feet 
from a wall. Since it only weighs 60 
pounds, it can easily be carried from 
room to room. Kloss also makes three 
screens—a 6!/,-foot curved screen 
(which can be wall-mounted or left free- 
standing) or two flat, roll-up screens that 
measure 6Y, or 10 feet diagonally. These 
screens can be used with ceiling or floor 
projectors. Sony also has a floor projec- 
tor that shoots onto a 50- or 72-inch 
screen—and since the projector comes 
with a black glass top, it’s a ready-made 
coffee table. 

2. All-in-One Units 

With this type of TV, the projector is 
attached beneath the screen—a fold-out 
mirrored front piece angles the image 
onto the screen. Mitsubishi has two 
units. The 506 View with a 50-inch diag- 
onal screen is 26 inches deep closed, 46 
inches open. The 520U has the added 
pluses of synthesizer stereo and doors to 


hide the screen. It is also available in an 
Early American cabinet. Sony’s all-in- 
one big-screen TV has a 50-inch diago- 
nal screen, built-in tuner and an attrac- 
tive cabinet. 

3. Rear Projection Units 

Measuring just 25 inches deep, NEC’s 
TV has a hidden rear projector set be- 
hind a 45-inch diagonal screen. Pana- 
sonic’s rear-projection TV has a 40- or 
45-inch screen; Sony’s has a 46-inch 
screen. Zenith’s TV unit has a screen 
that pops out of a decorative cabinet so 
that, off duty, the set looks like an ordi- 
nary piece of furniture. General Electric 
also has a compact rear-projection unit 
with a 40-inch screen or a 27-inch-deep 
TV with a 45-inch screen. Its bonus: Mix 
and match furniture coordinates for all 
your TV and stereo equipment. 

® How big is your room? Floor-mounted 
projectors should be 9//, feet from the 
screen (so if you're planning to build a 
coffee table over the projector, you will 
have a very fixed piece of furniture). 
Optimum seating for 6'/,- or 10-foot 


screens is 10 to 15 feet away, while all- 
in-one and rear projection units work 
best with close seating (five to six feet 
from the screen). 

© How wide will the angle of your seating be? 
The best seating for rear-projection TVs 
is in a direct line in front of the screen. 
With all other systems, chairs can be off 
to the side and viewers will still have 
maximum clarity. 

© How high are your ceilings? If you're con- 
sidering a ceiling-mounted projector, the 
optimum ceiling height is 8 to 8Y, feet. If 
yours is higher, be sure to have the angle 
of the projector’s lens adjusted. 

@ Do you have enough space to accommodate an 
all-in-one unit when its in use? Though 
they’re about 2 feet deep when they’re 
closed, TVs relying on a fold-out mirror 
to angle the picture expand to about 4 
feet when in use. 

© How dark is your room? Large, flat roll-up 
screens require a dimmed room for pic- 
ture clarity; all-in-one and rear projec- 
tion units, however, can be used in 
broad daylight.

ouild a coffee table around the pro- 
ector, instantly incorporating it into 
“the room’s furnishings. To hide the 
screens when they’re off duty, they 
‘usually build custom cabinets—but 
designer Carolyn Guttilla was lucky 
‘enough to find a 10-foot-high pine 
armoire, “a white elephant that was 
perfect for a big screen.” Mr. de Saa- 
vedra made his own version of an 
moire by constructing a closet with 
doors made from antique Chinese 
screens. And designer Vince Lattuca 
took this idea one step farther: He 
created a niche for the big screen by 
building the rest of the wall out and 
enclosed the TV screen area with 
etched doors that, when slid open to 
expose the screen, make an attrac- 
tive framing. 

Even in a small bedroom, a screen 
can be hidden in a wall of closets; a 
projection unit situated at the foot 
of the bed can be topped with a 
bench for extra seating when the TV 
is not in use. And bookcases can be 
built around a screen, or, if there’s 
already a wall of bookcases, shelves 
can be removed for a TV screen and 
folding doors if you’d like. 

These TV disguises can also be 
used for the all-in-one or rear-pro- 
jecting TVs (see description be- 
low)—but most often all you might 
want to do for a custom look is to 
have their wood cabinets profes- 
sionally painted to match your 
room’s colors. 

CENTER-STAGE TVs 

If you’d like to keep your big- 
screen TV out in the open and play 
it up as an element of the modern 
room, why not “treat it as a piece of 
sculpture and light if from behind” 
as Mr. Bernard does. ‘A big-screen 
TV is essentially an electronic paint- 
ing,” says designer Alan Scruggs, so 
he advocates ‘‘placing it in the room 
as if it were a large piece of art. To 
actually turn a screen into art, some 
homeowners have made special col- 
orful, soundless videotapes to play 
at parties. Mr. Bernard mounted a 
slide projector on top of a ceiling TV 
projector so his client could beam art 
slides. “Often she’d project a picture 
of her husband or family,” he says. 
“In fact, she began to seriously 
study photography, inspired by the 
big-screen TV’s creative poten- 
tial.”

He obviously knew 
something about it, however, for 
he attempted to help readers of 
his book by drawing lines of 
perspective and providing a 
scale of feet and inches for some 
furniture designs. 

Of the 500 subscribers listed 
in the back of his book, The Cabi- 
net-Maker and Ulbpholsterer's Draw- 
ing-Book, published between 1791 
and 1794 (a reproduction is cur- 
rently available from Dover 
Publications), most were cabi- 
netmakers, upholsterers, crafts- 
men and tradesmen, and many 
lived in the provinces. Sheraton 
was designing for furniture mak- 
ers who might not have access to 
the latest styles in London.

The sketches for chairs in 
Sheraton’s Drawing-Book, howev- 
er, are noticeably simpler, both 
in form and construction, than 
their counterparts in Hepple- 
white’s books. Chairs, especially 
the backs, had grown more com- 
plicated to make (although less 
ornate) as the 18th century ’pro- 
gressed. A shield-back chair not 
only had an outline of intricate- 
ly curved pieces but was, in 
most cases, designed to be con- 
cave. This shape, which also in- 
corporated the back legs, re- 
quired great skill on the part of 
the cabinetmaker. The return of 
rectilinear chair backs, flat in 
plane, in Sheraton’s book meant 
that less-skilled workers could 
follow his sketches or make 
close copies. Even when chairs 
had pierced splats shaped like 
urns or vases, the surrounding 
frame was rectangular, and sim- 
ple struts or vertical turned 
pieces could be substituted for 
the splats. Because | 
these backs 
called for 
less wood, 
they were 
cheaper to 
make. 

Their 
simple 
construc- 
tion did not make the ® 
chairs any less handsome, just 
more popular. All of Sheraton’s 
designs continued to be well 
liked in England as late as 1880 
when there were several English 
firms specializing in Sheraton de- 
signs, and in this country his 
book inspired many cabinetmak- 
ers, the most famous of whom is 
probably Duncan Phyfe.™

henever I travel and 

have a chance to enjoy 

the countryside view 

from my car window, 
my eyes and heart are drawn to the 
American barn. The style and color 
may change depending on what part 
of the country I’m in, but not the 
feeling that here is the substance of 
much that is truly a cherished Amer- 
ican tradition. 

An important part of what we 
have become as a nation began on 
the farms of our land, and barns 
were more than just the focal point 
of the work to be done. They were 
the center of social activity, from 
barn raising to barn dances, town 
meetings and even funerals. I love 
them not only for what they repre- 
sent, but for another dimension as 
well. Barns are architecturally fasci- 
nating and they are unique. 

Whether embellished with an un- 
usual cupola, star-shaped loft win- 
dows, hand-pegged beams or an 
imaginative pattern of weathered 
wood, each barn is a one-of-a-kind 
experience.

ON DECORATING & DESIGN: 


Behind the Scenes of Decorator Show Houses 


Part of the excitement of waiting for the curtain to go up on a show house comes from the knowledge that the ‘sets’ are 
actually real rooms decorated by trend-setting designers who offer myriad ideas to transfer to your own house 


can’t tell you the number of 

times I’ve sat in a theater to 

watch the curtain go up and, 

with the audience, applauded 

the set. Before the actors ap- 
pear, before any action is taken or a 
word spoken, the set establishes a 
theme, a place, a time. 

And so it is with decorators’ show 
houses. They too deserve our ap- 
plause, for while they are a relative- 
ly new phenomenon on the fund- 
raising scene, there is as much a tour 
de force presented within the “sets” 
of a show house as there is on any 
legitimate stage. 

The concept was first developed 
in St. Louis, picked up by San Fran- 
cisco, carried on to Boston and New 
York, and today almost every major 
American city has sponsored at least 
one. New York’s Kips Bay Decora- 
tors’ Show House just celebrated its 
tenth season this year, making it 
America’s oldest continuously run- 
ning show house—a testament to 
the youthfulness of the idea. Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, San Fran- 
cisco and the Long Island extrava- 
ganza, “Mansions and Millionaires,” 
are the best known; Las Vegas, Fort 
Worth, San Diego, Pasadena and 
Naples, Fla., are among the newcom- 
ers. Everyone profits by participat- 
ing in a show house effort—the 
sponsoring charity, the designers, 
the public, the press and, ultimately, 
the decorating industry. It’s a great 
idea to visit a show house when 


you're in an unfamiliar part of the « 


country because the experience can 


stretch your own views about deco- «| 


rating trends at home. 
Show houses are always mounted 
to benefit a charity. In San Francisco, 


it’s University High School; in Pasa- - 
dena, the Junior Philharmonic Or- : 
the Junior ° 


chestra; in Boston, 
League; in New York, the Kips Bay 
Boys’ Club. In May 1982 the Kips 
Bay Decorators’ Show House re- 
corded 22,000 visitors in three

weeks. San Francisco reports 24,000. 
Kips Bay raised $225,000 reflecting 
an increase of 500 percent in reve- 
nues since it started in 1973. San 
Francisco’s reports are equally dra- 
matic. With tickets priced at $6 and 
$7 each, showcases are the best 
shows in town! 

The work takes about six months 
to produce from start to finish— 
from the appointment of the chari- 
ty’s board of directors to opening 
night’s gala reception. In New York 
City, interior designers apply to the 
Kips Bay committee, which chooses 
as many as there are rooms for—18 
in 1982. Three “first timers’ were 
selected and fifteen who had already 
participated at least once. 

And how do the designers do it? 
The last three months can only be 
described as frenzied at the best of 
moments. Decorators assume all the 
costs of presenting a room—all the 
things you see and all the things you 
don’t see, such as insurance. The 
sponsoring charity covers the daily 
housekeeping, fire insurance, attor- 
ney’s fees involved in securing the 
designated property for the required 
time—not the actual three weeks 
of the show but the whole 





six - month involvement. 

So what does this all mean to you? 
Let’s see. Before you walk through 
the doors of a show house, all the 
rehearsals have been held, the re- 
views will have all come in, and nine 
times out of ten the production will 
have been a hit. 

“This year I had the illuminating 
experience of watching two women 
‘do’ the entire 23-room Kips Bay 
Show House in under 30 minutes,” 
says Diantha Nype, public relations 
director of the prestigious New York 
event. “I watched them both saunter 
out the door and overheard one say 
to the other, ‘Well, it was pretty.’ 
Pretty. I thought to myself, they 
aren't going to get away with ‘pret- 
ty,’ not after all the work that’s gone 
into preparing these rooms for them. 
I went outside and invited them to 
come back into the house with me 
and with one on each arm | walked 
them through two or three rooms 
explaining the details of the decorat- 
ing. They enjoyed the talk, but it 
made me think,” she laughs. 

It made me think too. “Rooms 
don’t get up and dance” is my favor- 
ite way of describing the importance

of falking about decorating. I need a 
decorator to communicate to me his 
ideas about the way he’s used the 
space. Every effort is made when a 
show house is being planned to 
work with the schedules of the de- 
signers so that they can be there to 
explain their ideas and answer your 
questions. 

n most cases a member of the 
designer’s staff, perhaps even 
his wife or her husband will be 
present during show house 
hours for the duration of the 

show. Aside from the decorating 
magazines, which are assiduous 
about presenting the work of new 
and well-known decorators, where 
else do ycu have the opportunity to 
meet them on their own turf? 

Here are some things for you to 
consider the next time you visit a 
show house. Why isn’t a show 
house room just the same as a de- 
partment store’s model rooms? ““Be- 
cause you're in a real house,” says 
Diantha Nype. “You can’t move the 
walls or the ceiling. It’s real-life 
problem solving, and in this year’s 
Kips Bay Show House (see pages 92 
to103), one that was fraught with 


lanta invites Chuck Winslow from 
San Francisco to do a room; Fort 
Worth invites Mark Hampton of 
New York. They bring their talent 
and names to a show house produc- 
tion to increase the draw. 

Many show houses today provide 
an added attraction called a silent 
auction. Silent bidding for objects 
donated by designers and members 
of the charity committee put another 
$100,000 into the Kips Bay Show 
House coffers—an astounding figure 
approaching 45 percent of the show- 
case’s net receipts. Bargains abound, 
further increasing the show house’s 
popularity. 

Many private owners of houses 
welcome the opportunity to house a 
showcase, especially if they’re con- 
sidering selling. However, it is by 
and large the great manors of the 
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late 19th century in urban areas that 
best meet the needs of show house 
productions. Carole Aronson and 
Arlene Travis, who professionally 
run “Mansions and Millionaires” on 
Long Island, report having left well 
over $200,000 worth of restorative 
work in the house selected for their 
last showcase, “Castles in the Sand” 
at Sands Point, N.Y. They point out 
the enormous first-rate preservation 
important old houses often benefit 
from. 

A successful show house has ele- 
ments of real-life experience. There 
must be immediately transferable 
ideas from a room to your house. 
That small idea may be something as 
simple as the draping of a table skirt, 
the combination of colors in a bou- 
quet, the arrangement of bibelots on 
a bedside table. Pretty, yes. Within 
reach, yes. I think show houses are 
tributes to the way we look at rooms 
today, and I am stimulated by seeing 
so many solutions addressed to the 
same situation of four walls and a 
floor. For such a brilliant perfor- 


mance, I say, ‘Bravo!’

small, cramped rooms, we had some 
wonderful solutions presented.” An- 
other reason a show house isn’t a 
model room is that the decorator has 
only his vision to offer. He or she 
isn’t limited to dealing with the dis- 
play of a store’s present inventory. 
Neither is he attempting to interpret 
the vagaries of clients’ demands. His 
budget is his own and he has no 
other product to sell than his talent. 
A show house offers designers the 
opportunity for “tryouts,” to ex- 
plore a new direction, to realize a 
dream. 

Can you discern a unifying trend? 
Is the house a crazy quilt of rooms? 
Most likely, it is. But at this year’s 
Kips Bay Show House many visitors 
welcomed the decorators’ return to 
traditionalism, a unified theme. _ 

Do you detect a regional style of 
decorating? The California show 
houses are particularly well known 
for their style reflecting the West. 
Michael Taylor and the late John 
Dickinson established California

HOW TO SELL YOUR 
ANTIQUES FOR TOP DOLLAR 





By JIM POWELL 


In February 1982, Jim Powell wrote about 
working with antiques dealers to get the best 
prices for what you have to sell. Here he 
continues his discussion of the pros and cons 
of working with auction houses. 


PART TWO: WHY GO TO AUCTION? 
hy go to auction? 
Because many peo- 
ple dislike hag- 
gling. While some 
take great pleasure 
in striking a compromise, others find 
the experience distasteful. You 
should expect that a dealer will 
point out all the flaws of your prop- 
erty. In fairness, quite a few sellers 
have an exaggerated idea of how 
much their property is worth. 

Auction houses take a smaller per- 
centage than dealers. The standard 
commission charge to sellers is 10 
percent, deducted from the price re- 
alized. There are additional charges 
for catalog photographs, insurance, 
shipping and any restoration that 
you request also be considered. 

But auction is the most efficient 
way to reach a broad market. Illus- 
trated catalogs make your property 
widely known, and auction houses 
have proved to be skillful publicists. 

For property like Old Master 
prints and Chinese ceramics that 
have an international market, you’re 
best off going with an international 
auction house—Sotheby’s and 
Christie’s excell in the middle-high 
end of markets. Phillips does very 
well in the middle. 

Each house has_ distinctive 
strengths, perhaps because a special- 
ist is very knowledgeable, aggressive 
or well-connected. Or it might be 
that some buyers are in the habit of 
finding certain things at a particular 
house. Christie’s, for example, domi-

nates the Art Nouveau market. 
Sotheby’s seems to attract buyers of, 
very large American paintings who 
don’t show up at Christie’s. 

A specialized house may be the 
place to go. John Edelmann, New 
York, for instance, is the only auc- 
tion devoted exclusively to Oriental 
rugs, tapestries and textiles, and does 
a marvelous job in those markets. 

For quick sale of property worth 
from $50 to $5,000, you might con- 
sider Sotheby’s Arcade Auctions. 
There’s no catalog, and you get your 
money within a few weeks. 

When strong regional tastes are 
involved, it might be advisable to 
use a regional auction house. Certain 
kinds of American folk art will bring 
higher prices in New England than 
in New York, so New England 
houses like Richard Bourne, Robert 
Skinner or Robert Eldred might real- 
ize the most money for you. 

Suppose you want to liquidate a 
big estate with the least possible 
headaches. A full-service auction 
house such as William Doyle, New 
York, is a good choice. It’ll consign 
valuable pieces to auction, deliver 
goods to heirs, deliver junk to a sec- 
ondhand shop, dispose of rubbish 
and leave a house “broom clean.” 

The timing of an auction can be 
important. The American auction 
season starts in September with sales 
of low quality material and ends in 
June or July with low quality materi- 
al. If you have something valuable, 
specify that it go in an October sale 
when prospective buyers are accus- 
tomed to looking for your type of 
property. Sales are very desirable 
when they coincide with events that 
attract the right customers. The big- 
gest Americana sales, for example, 
are held the same week as the New 
York Winter Antiques Show. 

How property is offered can have 
a significant impact on price. For in- 


stance, buyers pay a premium for 
even-numbered sets of antique side 
chairs. If you have three standard 
designs, it might be worth your 
while to search for a fourth match- 
ing chair, so you can offer the four 
together. Dealers make money doing 
this all the time. 

On the other hand, few people 
today want large antique porcelain 
services. They'll buy a few plates or 
cups for display in a breakfront. Of- 
ten you'll do better splitting up a 
large service in a number of small 
auction lots. 

Provide any documented back- 
ground information you have about 
a work of art because it helps make 
the catalog description more entic- 
ing. Included might be an exhibition 
listing of where the work was dis- 
played, mentioned in an article or 
previously sold by a respectable 
dealer, auction house or collector 
from whom you acquired the piece. 

One of your most crucial decisions 
concerns the reserve, or minimum 
price below which you will not al- 
low your property to be sold. The 
main purpose of a reserve is to pro- 
tect you against dealer rings or part- 
nership buying that could cut bid- 
ding competition and result in a low 
price. Many people become overly 
greedy and set high reserves, think- 
ing they'll dictate the price at which 
their property will sell. But the high- 
er the reserve, the higher the risk of 
failure at auction. Not only can this 
make your property difficult to sell 
at a good price later, but you can 
expect to be charged with expenses 
involved in returning your property. 

The more you consign to auction, 
the stronger your negotiating posi- 
tion. You'll pay full charges on a 
small consignment anyway. When 
you're talking about property with 
substantial value—perhaps a middle 
five-digit figure—you begin to see 
small charges waived. For example, 
for photography—about $100 for a 
black-and-white full page in a cata- 
log, $800 for full-page color—you 
might not have to pay a charge if 
your property fails to sell; this aver- 
ages five percent of your agreed-on 
reserve price. 

Knowing your market, the value 
of your contribution and how it will 
fare in the market, as well as what 
your time is worth, will help you 
reap the rewards you're after. None 
of this is casual. Auctions are big 
business. Know your opportunity to 
play the game to win. @

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POLISHING THE APPLE OF NEW YORK’S EYE: GRACIE MANSION 


THE MAYOR'S 1799 HOUSE IS GETTING 
A LANDMARK REDECORATING BY DESIGNERS 
MARK HAMPTON AND ALBERT HADLEY 


Though George Washington did not 
sleep at Gracie Mansion (but he 
slept on the site when it was a Revo- 
lutionary War fort), the 1799 coun- 
try estate of Archibald Gracie has 
been visited by everyone from Alex- 
ander Hamilton to President Jimmy 
Carter. Acquired by the City of New 
York in 1896, it has been the home 
of New York’s mayor since 1942— 
and is now making a different kind 
of history with its just announced 
preservation program. 

For the first time, a city-owned 
landmark will be restored with 
largely private monies (New York 
City will upgrade the structure, 
grounds and security), and the resto- 
ration will be overseen by a private, 
nonprofit corporation. In the end, it 
will be a unique kind of living muse- 
um—a comfortable residence that’s 
also a showcase for New York’s fin- 
est art and antiques. Best of all, not a 
single room will be behind a velvet 
rope. ‘Gracie Mansion belongs to all 
of New York,’’ says 
long-time preservation- 
ist Joan K. Davidson, 
president of the Gracie 
Mansion Conservancy 
and head of the Kaplan 
Fund. 

As with any museum- 
quality residence, the 
big question is where to 
draw the line between 
historical accuracy and 
livability. At Gracie 
Mansion, historic data 
was slim—despite infra- 
red scans done to locate 
the original walls and 
extensive paint scrap- 
ings, which’ revealed 
only a surprising ocher 
color on the exterior. 
Archaeological digs pro- 
duced British flints, clay 
pipes and a buried cob- 
blestone drive. 

With this paucity of 
decorating precedents, 
the Conservancy called 
on the imagination of 


Albert Hadley oF 
and Mark Hamp- 32% 
ton, two of New 


York’s_ leading 
decorators. Mr. 
Hampton, in 
charge of the 


1966 Susan E. 
Wagner Wing, a 
Federal Revival 
style ballroom, 
dining room and 
library, faces the 
problem of ele- 
gant rooms more historically accu- 
rate than the much remodeled main 
house. “We’re trying for authentic- 
ity without pulling the wool over 
anyone’s eyes,” says Mr. Hampton. 
Since the wing is used only for en- 
tertaining, “it cannot accommodate 
60 priceless chairs. The decorating 
has to be flexible enough so the car- 
pet can be rolled up for press confer- 
ences, the furniture rearranged for 
ceremonial dinners.”

In the house’s living quarters and 
original rooms, Mr. Hadley feels his 
challenge is “‘to make the house look 
as if the furnishings have been in- 
herited. It really should have the 
ease of a country house.” For him, 
that means mixing comfortable, con- 
temporary furniture with antiques 
and incorporating practical touches 
such as the painted floorcloth in the 
hallway (see below). To show the vari- 
ety of New York’s design history, he 
may do certain period rooms. 

Once the decorating is finished, a 
curator will be hired (with private 
money) to oversee the mansion’s an- 
tiques, which will hopefully be do- 
nated. “We'd love to acquire some 
original furnishings,” says Mrs. Da- 
vidson—and already Gracie’s great- 
great-grandson has donated a rare 
Federal sideboard. In the meantime, 
New York’s museums are gathering 
a two-year loan exhibition. “We 
wanted to draw on all the riches of 
the city so people would feel the 
mansion belongs to them,” says Mrs. 
Davidson. And as for the Gracies, to 
whom the mansion once belonged, 
Mrs. Davidson would love to have a 
party for their descendants to mark 
the mansion’s completed redecora- 
tion in early 1984.

Like cherished albums in grand- 
mother’s house, the Library of Con- 
gress holds our collective memory of 
America. From the founding of the 
nation, it has gathered engravings, 
cartoons and, more recently, photo- 
graphs, copies of which (if not re- 
stricted) are available to the public 
for a $7 printing fee, plus $1.80 post- 
age.

Hired by the Farm Services Admin- 
istration (FSA), they set out to report 
graphically on the plight of Ameri- 
ca—and versions of their uncopy- 
righted photos, housed in the Li- 
brary of Congress, are often prime 
gallery sellers.

WHAT IS°GOOD TASTE” 
AND WHO HAS THE RIGHT TO SAY SO? 


Critic Ada Louise Huxtable talks about how she developed her 
method of unraveling this eternally knotty question 


da Louise Huxtable is a world renown 

architecture critic who has raised public 
and professional awareness of the ‘built’ envi- 
ronment by focusing on the quality of the urban 
environment and ts effect on the way we live and 
work. Her column for The New York Times 
was the first on architectural criticism in the 
country. Her books, informed by exhaustive re- 
search into social, economic and political issues, 
include Classical New York (1964), Will 
They Ever Finish Bruckner Boulevard? 
(1970) and Kicked a Building Lately? 
(1976). 





hat I’m trying to do 

with criticism is not a 

simple, one-track 

thing. I am very con- 

cerned with my own 
feelings about the subjects I write 
about. I am concerned with the qual- 
ity of the cities we’re building, with 
how they serve people and how they 
contribute to the arts that are in- 
volved in building them. My first 
consideration is to meet a set of 
standards that is terribly important 
to me. My next consideration is to 
share those standards with people 
who should be concerned and who 
should care, or who are concerned 
and do care. As for criticism, analyz- 
ing and discussing how these various 
subjects or buildings or actions fit 
into those standards is apt to engen- 
der a sense of pleasure or a sense of 
outrage, all of which comes through 
in the writing. 

You start by saying, “This build- 
ing is good and this is why. This is 
worth caring about.” That basic un- 
derstanding and appreciation is what 
criticism must carry above all. Then, 
what you do about it is next. I am 
trying to inform people about what 
the issues are and how to deal with 
them, and they’re very complicated 
issues. They include highly technical 
areas like zoning. They also include 
issues that are hard to get a handle 
on, like aesthetics, which people are 
always trying to understand and set 
standards for. I’m educating people. 
If you want to do it effectively, you 
must have credibility and you must 
also have reliability. Therefore you 
must know yourself; you must ana- 
lyze the issues in the terms of all the

options. Politics, economics, they all 
come into it. You’re going to give a 
very lopsided kind of education if 
you don’t try and lay out everything 
that’s involved in an issue that’s go- 
ing to affect its ultimate resolution. 
It’s rough, a lot of hard work, but it’s 
terribly interesting and has results. 

What I got at home was a sense of 
the authentic, a sense of quality. My 
mother was and is a woman of ex- 
traordinary taste, but it was never 
anything that was forced upon me. 
It was never anything that we even 
discussed. You’re really not too 
aware of this unless it becomes a 
matter of attention, but I did grow 
up with real things. That’s one very 
good way of finding out that real 
things have enduring pleasure and 
fake things go flat. My sense of the 
city [New York], the buildings, we 
were concerned with none of that at 
home. My mother is very much a 
Victorian. The idea of a career wom- 
an was nothing her generation 
would have thought of. I know her 
feeling about me was that I seemed 
to be developing interests that 
weren't anything she particularly 
cared about but she approved of my 
having those interests and therefore 
I was encouraged. 

If you love certain things you tend 
to look for knowledge, you look for 
information, you want to know 
more about them. I think it’s a mat- 
ter of liking something, being curi- 
ous about it and then finding a way 
to put it all together. My way of 
putting interests together was not so 
much making a conscious package 
but going to graduate school, taking 
all of the art and architectural his- 
tory I could and confounding the 
professors with my papers, because 
instead of writing about Baroque 
churches, I was writing about the 
first public housing in New York. I

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wanted to write about the things I 
could see. I didn’t want to write 
about something in Rome if I 
couldn’t go to Rome and see it first- 
hand. At that time, 30 years ago, 
there was no such thing as modern 
architectural history at the institute I 
attended. It just stopped dead with a 
survey course of the 19th and 20th 
centuries. The whole teaching of art 
and architecture has gone far beyond 
that now. 

You know, everything in life is a 
trade-off—what you're getting for 
what you're giving up. When I be- 
came a critic for The New York Times I 
gave up my freedom. I gave up my 
freedom to pursue whatever inter- 
ests fascinated me at the moment 
because something else was more 
newsworthy or more valuable or 
more critical to the public at large. I 
gave up the leisure of scholarly re- 
search for crisis fact-finding. What I 
have gained is a magnificent plat- 
form from which to work, a fasci- 
nating involvement with all the is- 
sues of the day. I think that’s a 
pretty good trade-off, although at 
times I miss terribly being able to 
follow through on personal projects, 
books I'd like to write. I’m very torn 
because I believe this is a very im- 
portant phase in the history and de- 
velopment of the art of architecture. 

On the other hand, I can use my 
column to make the public aware of 
the question of aesthetics. I’m not 
sure those are my most popular 
pieces of criticism. If I write some- 
thing about an Aldo Rossi show, 
only a small handful of people know 
who Aldo Rossi is and what he’s 
doing, but I have the news peg of 
two exhibitions at once so I can try 
to explain what the aesthetic issues 
are that make people put on two 
shows at this moment, which is 
quite different from using the col- 
umn to deplore the refacing of a fine 
old building on lower Broadway as 
part of the development of new of- 
fice space down there. 

Aesthetics are important, but 
that’s only part of it. I’d say it’s a 
question of quality. Quality of envi- 
ronment, quality of life in terms of 
how environment or architecture af- 
fects how we live and work. Beauty

But we 
believe our efforts should be judged by the people we 
serve.

background by the problems we 
have today; there should be beauty 
in life. But I hate to even say that 
because it becomes so shallow and 
so superficial when people take up 
beauty for its own sake, but it is part 
of a whole that enriches life. 

Of course I have personal tastes, 
whether I’m a critic or not. I think 
I’m entitled to them. I am also terri- 
bly aware that whatever my person- 
al taste is must come out of a very 
careful and considered analysis of 
other aspects of taste. In other 
words, I have to justify my taste to 
myself and my public all the time. 
That’s an essential part of the critical 
process; it’s not a visible part. If I 
think Mies [van der Rohe] is great 
and other people think he’s not 
great, that Mies is a bore—less is not 
more—I have to have a very, very 
solid reason for thinking he’s great. 
That is how my taste is justified. 
There’s no such thing as a critic 
without taste. Judgment is another 
word for it, a partial word for it. 
With judgment must go preference, 
a considered and qualified and care- 
ful preference that you have the 
right to express because you have 
given it so much careful study. 

If I seem less passionate now in 
my criticism, it’s because things 
have happened; I’ve had an effect 
with my writing. While there are 
just as many battles to be fought, it’s 
in a different climate now. If what I 
write doesn’t seem so outraged or 
quite as desperate as 15 years ago, 
it’s because we’re fighting these bat- 
tles on better ground. It’s nothing 
I’ve done alone, but it would be false 
humility to say that I haven’t had 
something to do with it. I’m not a 
one-man band at all. I wouldn’t feel 
that I had achieved anything if I 
were still a “voice in the wilder- 


ness.” There’s a great deal more 


writing on the subject, and there is 
also a great deal more awareness of 
the subject. There are a lot of good 
examples to follow, but when I’ve 
been asked to add up some of the 
more obvious results—and there are 
lots of them—I think the change in 
atmosphere and in the consciousness 
of the environment, of the “built” 
world, is the lasting one. @

(So much for 
great beginnings.) My salvation 
came in the form of a special bus and 
its especially gracious driver, who 
patiently answered my questions 
and who dropped me within two 
blocks of my destination.

Traveling the Back Roads of New England

the cars to share our experience. 

After a splendid breakfast in the 
Alexander Paris Room of the great 
hall, we headed toward West Town- 
send, Mass., our official entry point 
into Earl Thollander’s back roads of 
New England. 

Earl believes that the key to dis- 
covering the roots of America lies in 
exploring her back roads. “I was al- 
ways looking for another way,” he 
said, “to encounter the richness of 
this country’s back roads flavor.” 
His effort to recapture that timeless

savored differently from the moun- 
tains of New Hampshire; the pan- 
oramas of Vermont, from the bays 
and nooks of Rhode Island; the 
grassy hills of Connecticut require 
their own attention. Also, travel 
without a mental timetable even if 
you’re traveling with children. 
Without set limits you become open 
to unexpected opportunities, the ser- 
endipitous accidents (like getting 
lost) that are the stuff of storybook 
travel experience. 

From Firehouse Eclipse #2 on 
Fitchburg Road in West Townsend, 
we drove through forests of white 
birch, maple and pine to Ashburn- 
ham in north-central Massachusetts. 
Here and there we saw old farms, 
the New England houses painted in 
primary colors of red and yellow be- 
hind lichen-encrusted old stone 
walls. At one point I hopped out to 
retrieve some film and discovered on 
a gently sloping hill an ivy-carpeted 
family cemetery whose headstones 
dated back to 1783.

Our next stop was the Cathedral 
of the Pines, a family-built shrine, 
which now serves as a spiritual re- 
treat. From there we drove on to 
Jaffrey, N.H., where we enjoyed a 
wonderful lunch at an inn that can 
only be described as American ar- 
chetype, the Monadnock Inn at the 
foot of Mt. Monadnock. There was 
an enormous chef’s salad, crusty 
homemade bread and ice cream 
served with Yankee hospitality.

Apparently they were prompted by 
phone calls from the local residents 
curious about cars and cameras.

New England life with a visit to the 
tiny and truly quaint town of River- 
ton, Conn. Hitchcock’s original 
whitewashed brick factory has been 
carefully restored. It now houses the 
charming, wonderfully rambling 
shop of the Hitchcock Chair Com- 
pany, where one can buy authentic 
reproductions and other pieces. 

Other things to see and do... the 
Hitchcock Museum houses the 
world’s largest collection of original 
chairs in the hand-cut granite, for- 
mer Old Union Church, a structure 
Lambert Hitchcock himself helped 
build. There, weekend seminars are 
held on stenciling, chair-seat rushing 
and chair restoration. Or, at the 
Hitchcock shop, visitors can watch 
craftsmen re-create the old designs 
in essentially the same handworked 
traditions including stenciling and 
weaving the rush seats from cattails. 

The hamlet of Riverton has re- 
mained virtually unchanged since 
Lambert Hitchcock’s days. Within 
the village tucked into the foothills 
of the Berkshires near the Massa- 
chusetts state border is one of the 
few surviving authentic stagecoach 
inns, c. 1796, that still provides food 
and lodging. Riverton is a stroller’s 
delight with 68 houses, dozens of 
which are beautifully preserved 
19th-century jewels, and two an- 
tique shops, one ir® the 1880s Vic- 
torian home of @ne-time governor 
Lorrin Cooke. There is also the shop 
of nationally known pewtersmith 
Jim Gagnon. 

You can write the Hitchcock Chair 
Museum for a listing of their fall 
craft seminars. Perhaps the most 
glorious time to experience this set- 
ting from another era is during the 
annual Riverton Fair, held October 9 
and 10. It’s an old-fashioned New 
England country celebration replete 
with grange exhibits, Yankee crafts, 
rides, games, oxen-pulling contests 
and the rich aroma of home-baked 
goods filling the brisk fall air.™

the rooms of this house with a specific 
goal in mind: to retain its period flavor 
and renew its spirit as testimony to the 
architectural details that are, once 
again, the major influence and stan- 
dard of quality in decorating. 

The preface to A Visible Heritage, 
published in 1977 by the Columbia 
County Historical Society, states: “Art 
and architecture are our visible heri- 
tage; they symbolize our history and 
dramatize the creativity of our past. 
By emphasizing the relationship be- 
tween history and the arts, history be- 
comes more interesting and the arts 
become more meaningful. This fact 
has significance beyond the borders of 
Columbia County.” The decorating 
principles at work in this house also 
extend beyond the borders of any one 
room. It is this reinterpretation of his- 
toric styles that is, in fact, inspiring a 
new awareness of our heritage.

Comfort is inherent—

architectural details. Two pairs of Corinthian col- 
umns flank sliding wooden doors in both the center 
hall (above) and the splendid double drawing room 
(opposite). The columns set the tone for the whole 
house. They contribute a sense of dignity and reserve 
while making reference to another era of decorating 
and design. According to Jimmy Potucek, who deco- 
rated the house by drawing from the wide-ranging 
collection of period furniture styles made by the 
Ethan Allen Company, “‘there’s a growing interest in 
decorating rooms that are in keeping with a house’s 
design roots. While we wanted an especially Ameri- 
can feeling to the look, we were using pieces whose 
origins were English. That mix is what delivers vital- 
ity to timeless, classic styles.” Mr. Potucek ap- 
proached the large 45-by-25-foot room with this plan 
in mind: Unite the space with one continuing color 
theme but separate the functions of the room by 


contrasting scale and texture. Classic Anglo-Ameri- 
can furniture styles have been reupholstered with 
fabrics whose colors update the look: a pair of Queen 
Anne chairs in an understated blue, a pale pink 
ottoman slipcovered to echo the curtains. A small 
love seat behind a proper English tea table is covered 
with a gay chintz, a timeless English fabric interpret- 
ed in a new pastel tte that looks so refreshing to 


the ’80s eye—the 1980s, that is. 


Six large windows in the 
drawing room let in 
enough light to allow a 
tree to thrive.

By putting it at the top of the walls, the 
designer allows the eye to appreciate the ef- 
fect without the spirit being overcome by the 
strength of the color.

arden parties are a delightful 
traditional pastime and 
lucky is the person today 
who can give one in a gar- 
den as spacious as this.

There is even a gazebo fitted with built-in 
seats along its four sides. Two styles of garden 
furniture are used outdoors, a glossy white 
painted wood garden seat and chairs and an- 
tique wicker protected by the roof of the 
porch. The carpenter’s art applied to the trel- 
lis decoration of the porch is in keeping with 
the house. It is a simplified circle and divided 
square motif that adds definition to the porch 
space, making it feel quite like a room. Old- 
fashioned pillows and antique pillow slips 
dress the oversized wicker settee and chairs. 
In a recent edition of the new cable TV 
series The Ethan Allen Living Magazine, this 
house and its decoration were featured. Host 
Joe Ruggiero and editor-in-chief JoAnn Bar- 
wick talked about the challenges and rewards 
of bringing a house like this toward a tradi- 
tional interpretation of style. A growing num- 
ber of people across the country, unable to 
build, are more interested now in rescuing old 
houses and refurbishing them with an eye 
toward their period style but with modern 
flair and feeling. The series includes a tour 
with interior designer Jimmy Potucek, who 
explains his thinking room to room as the 
house was redecorated, and chef Kevin Mis- 
erocchi demonstrates how to bring a garden 
party feeling indoors. The series is broadcast 
through Modern Satellite Cable Network.

arn love may very well 
be inherited, which 
could account for the 
contemporary craze to 
turn burly farm-type 
buildings into ‘the 
newest version of the American 
“Dream House.” Or it may be, as 
one Long Island potato farmer put it, 
a simple case of “barn fever’! For 
whatever reason, barns redesigned 
for living are springing up like toad- 
stools in many parts of the country, 
clearly showing a trend toward 
houses rooted in a rural tradition. 

For many, it’s probably childhood 
memories that evoke nostalgic 
yearnings for the quiet, peaceful am- 
bience barns seem to afford. They 
conjure up the smell of hay, the 
sounds of animals. There are mys- 
teries, hidden in the sturdy interiors, 
to be discovered. 

As in all affairs of the heart, the 
“ove at first sight’ type is perhaps 
the most passionate, though not 
necessarily the longest lasting. In 
this case, the love affair—with a 
125-year-old barn—began three 
years ago and continues to be in- 
triguing through many difficult and 
trying times. 

It was in the spring that I first 
noticed the somewhat time-worn

I had suggested “something that 
needs a little fixing” in order to stay 
within budget. “Handyman’s spe- 
cial,” she corrected, after hearing my 
price range. Still, the agent rose to 
the challenge of the chase remark- 
ably well, however frustrated by the 
ever-increasing problem of finding 
interesting housing at any price. 

“Something like that beautiful 
barn,” I pointed out as we left it 
behind and made our way to what 
she called a “sweet little ranch that 
only needs a bit of tender loving 
care! That barn is the object of near- 
ly everyone’s affections,” she told 
me, “but definitely not for sale.” 
Apparently everyone had tried to 
buy it, including my real estate 
agent. The barn had been in one 
family for years—from the time it 
was built. However, it would even- 
tually have to be moved, since it was 
too near other farm buildings and 
the main house. Within two years 
and several houses later, circum- 
stances again led to my confronta- 
tion with this barn. In a change of 
heart, the farmer chose to replace his 
old barn with a new metal one, 
opening the way for my bid. We 
were obviously meant for each oth- 
er, since all obstacles to my owner- 
ship vanished, and I became its 
proud possessor at last. It was the 
beginning of the challenge and plea- 
sure of turning my barn into a wel- 
coming home.

door. Following the 

ted brick walk, we 

enter this barn at the kitchen side 
and approach the living room down- 
stairs (shown on these pages). In the 
style of early keeping rooms, this 
nfortable living/dining area is ad- 


jacent to the kitchen and is some- 
what separated from the work area 
by a 48-inch-high divider, which 
gives the two areas a degree of pri- 
vacy and a serving shelf. 

The ceiling is dropped over the 
dining area but left open to the roof 
in the living and kitchen areas. Tri- 
ple windows were designed for the 
living room as well as the kitchen to 
take advantage of the southern ex- 
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posure and passive solar heating 
possibilities; the tiny square window 
over the sofa is typical barn style. 
Barns have a way of accepting 
most furnishings graciously—an ad- 
vantage to collectors whose tastes 
vary over the years. Such versatility 
is perhaps the barn-bred habit of 
serving so many purposes for farmer 
tenants. This barn housed animals, 
their food, equipment for harvesting 





















and more recently the entire opera- 
tion of a potato farmer. The framed 
potato sack to the left of the small 
window is a memento of the last. 
Furnishings here are designed for 
maximum comfort and hospitality. 
The sofa/daybed by Upholstery 
Systems, for example, is a fat and 
welcoming cheery green piece with 
many ruffled pillows for extra com- 
fort. An exotic bent-willow rocking 


chair sits either inside or, in fine 
weather, out on the surrounding 
deck. A blanket chest, that doubles 
as a table, sits on a snappy red and 
white rag rug. The hunt board table, 
a faithful reproduction by Thomas- 
ville in antiqued sea green, holds sil- 
ver and serving pieces in drawers, 
with a Saturday scavenger’s collec- 
tion of white ironstone pitchers, 
filled with flowers, on top. 





BARN REMODELING 





“In the days before any 

construction began, I walked 
around the outside at all hours 

of the day to watch the light 
change gray shingles a hundred 
different shades. Inside, I felt 
the security a barn could offer 
and realized the appeal of this 


rough and lovely haven” 
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he entire barn remod- 
eling project evolved 
from a planned rustic 
interior—‘‘where it 
wouldn’t be too un- 
seemly to entertain the 
thought of small farm animals in- 
side, such as chickens, maybe even a 
goat or lamb!’’—to one where the 
mere sight of such an animal would 
be quite astonishing! Nudging to- 
ward this distinctly richer look was a 
barn with illusions of grandeur— 
one that insi: on bettering itself 
through any means possible. So, de- 
spite the simpii of the interior, 
an indisputable nce developed 
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that both designer and builder were 
quite helpless to control. 

Since the rough interior boards 
were in poor condition, the possibil- 
ity of using these aged members was 
out of the question. Some had even 
been replaced with modern lumber. 
Others were rotted and worm-eaten. 
Unlike early post-and-beam-type 
barns, which can be unsheathed, 
disassembled, relocated and reas- 
sembled on the site, this semi-an- 
tique barn was moved in one piece, 
including the cupola, to about one 
mile from its original site. 

Joining the slow, deliberate trek 
was a family of barn swallows who 





circled the cupola; their home was 
on the move too! Persistent, they 
promptly took up family residence 
at the new location. 

Once the barn was settled on its 
basement foundation, new shingles 
on the roof and exterior side walls 
were added. Interior doors, wood- 
work, trim, kitchen cabinets and 
flooring were all coordinated to en- 
hance the more formal style. 

Williamsburg paint colors on the 
woodwork throughout outline the 
white plaster in elegant detail, with 
trim in each room a different color. 
Usable posts and beams were left to 
add warm, honey-toned accents to 


the white plaster walls throughout. 
_ The kitchen has been designed for 
informal living and easy mainte- 
nance. Slick surfaces abound here: 
fully tiled, sparkling white counter- 
tops and warm natural tile floors, 
both from American Olean. But- 
cher block tops the serving counter 
on the separating partition. Pine 
cabinets from Carroll Industries 
were rubbed with white stain and 
finished with three coats of polyure- 
thane to keep them shiny clean. 
Definitely outgoing, this barn of- 
fers limitless possibilities for enter- 
taining. The generous gateleg dining 
table seats six or more easily. It’s

complemented by rush-seated, fid- 
dle-back arm and side chairs, while 
nearby, a Vermont pewter cupboard 
shows off a hand-painted Victorian 
poppy-patterned tea service. on the 
table, hand-painted Quimper-style 
plates. All the furniture is repro- 
duced by Thomasville from the orig- 
inal pieces. 


For a party of hundreds, you can 
throw open the entire space, upstairs 
and down, to spill over onto the 
decks and to surrounding grassy ar- 
eas.

o you’d love to own and live 

in an antique barn, and these 

structures do not exist in 

your area of the country. 
You can order one through The Barn 
People, whose specialty is finding 
and transplanting country relics. In- 
stalling historically authentic post- 
and-beam barn frames is a “no 
problem” enterprise for this firm, 
which for the last six years has been 
doing business through the North- 
east, Midwest and Rocky Moun- 
tain area of the United States. The 
Barn People, otherwise known as 
David Hill and Ken Epworth, sug- 
gest a scouting trip for those serious- 
ly interested. They will make ar- 
rangements for lodging in the 
vicinity of South Woodstock, Vt., 
and a tour of available barns. Al- 
though all inquiries are welcome, 
there is a $500 tour fee, deductible 
from the barn’s purchase price. 

The firm believes the post-and- 
beam frame characteristic of vintage 
barns is a most adaptable building 
concept—one that has stood the test 
of time since the founding of the 
colonies. These barn frames are basi- 
cally the same as those found in this 
country’s first homes and barns, 
having roots in the Western Europe- 
an architecture of the Middle Ages. 

Since farmers seldom replaced the 
exterior skin, many old barns look 
unkempt and seedy. Within, howev- 
er, there is often a sturdy construc- 
tion of beautifully warm and mel- 
lowed timbers that can be taken 
apart, restored and rebuilt on the lo- 
cation of your choice.

TACKLE MODEST SPACES — 
WITH BOLD-SCALE TECHNIQUES 


Classic American tradition was the major influence behind these 
transformed small rooms at the Kips Bay Show House 


f you feel that dec- 
orating small, uninterest- 
ing rooms is an insur- 
mountable problem, help is 
on the way. When chal- 
lenged recently with the 
task of transforming insig- 
nificant,cramped,awkward- 
ly shaped rooms, some of 
the country’s most influ- 
ential interior designers re- 
sponded by embellishing 
the spaces with added ar- 
chitectural details, a sense 
of family heritage, timeless 
comfort and the illusion of 
space. Last spring the an- 
nual Kips Bay Boys’ Club 
Show House was held in a 
New York City mansion 
where many original 
spaces had been divided 
and redivided. Most par- 
ticipating designers, faced 
with these ugly little box- 
es, had nothing to inspire 
them except their own fan- 
tasies and imaginations. 
Because many people live 
in similar spaces today, the 
decorating solutions in the 
rooms are both fascinating 
and valuable. 

The rooms, regarded as 
traditional, brought this 
retort from one designer: 
“Tf they hadn’t been inno- 
vative, people would have 
said, ‘I’ve seen that before.’ 


I do think, he wever, 


there 
is a trend toward classic 
designs and furniture that 
will last. People t a lot 
of money on fads a few 
years ago, and w they 


have now is junk.” 

A wonderful example of 
the kind of decorating that 
lasts is the “upstairs sitting 
room,” designed by Keith 
Irvine and Tom Fleming. 
The design team, well- 
known for giving rooms a 
relaxed, lived-in look, 
tackled the long, narrow 
corridorlike space shown 
below, and, in just three 
months, created a room 
that looks as if it might 
have belonged to the same 
family for generations. 
“This is the English ap- 
proach to decorating as 
well as to living,’”’ says Mr. 
Fleming, whose partner 
was born in Scotland and 
began his design career in

England. “A real English 
country house is appealing 
because it has been in the 
same family for years, and 
each generation has added 
and subtracted furniture 
and other things, made im- 
provements as well as some 
mistakes.” 

In such a room price- 
less antiques would sit 
comfortably next to less 
sophisticated pieces, and it 
is just this kind of juxtapo- 
sition that Irvine and 
Fleming feel makes a room 
comfortable. “Fine, grand 
pieces can be made to look 
more relaxed with the ad- 
dition of a nice, old wicker 
chair that sits next to the 
fireplace.” >

esigners often take 

the opportunity in show 
houses to do exactly what 
they like best and to use 
their favorite things: Here, 
it is tatami wallcovering 
bordered with strips of real 
bamboo, an apple-grower’s 
rug (“we like that natural 
color’) as well as antiques 
Irvine and Fleming have 
collected over the years. 
They arranged the pieces 
for what they consider a 
good balance among really 
fine furniture (the Regency 
spoon-back chair and 
Thomas Hope Greek-style 
chairs), sophisticated pine 
pieces like the Gothic 
bookcase and simpler pine.

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designers used tatami—one 
of their favorite wallcover- 
ings. It adds texture and 
very subtle shades of color 
and allows one to move 
pictures and picture hooks 
without leaving holes. 
“We are great believers in 
moving things around,” 
says Mr. Fleming. “If you 
have enjoyed a picture for 
six or nine months, then 
it’s time to move it. We 
feel that a room is never 
finished—that it should 
grow and reflect the trav- 
els, observations and 
changing interests and 
opinions of the owner.” 
This room reflects the de- 
signers, since they have 
used their own collections 
of Staffordshire, family 
photographs, miniature 
furniture and books to 
accessorize the setting. 
Because they envisioned 
their project as an upstairs 
sitting room, the design 
team decorated the tiny 
adjoining area (see plan 
right) as a dressing room. 
Here they did use a few 
tricks to fool the eye. The 
furniture was scaled down 
to fit the very narrow 
space and the door at the 
end was mirrored to re- 
semble a window. An ele- 
gant wallpaper flecked 
with gold covers the walls 
and a coordinating paper

When taking up the linoleum the designers found 
a depression where the old hearth had been. 
“That led us to look for the firebox (see plan),”’ 
says Mr. Fleming, “and that inspired us to add the 
mantel.” Except for this they did nothing to 
change the shape of the room. “We usually feel, 
‘why not work with what's there and turn this 
ugly room into something beautiful with color 
and wallpaper?’ Too many people seem to gut 
rooms just for the sport of it.”

he beauty of good 
country furniture—simple 
lines, glowing wood and 
subtle colors—often stands 
out best in a setting of 
crisp, uncluttered rooms 
with neutral backgrounds. 
This comfortable, multi- 
functional room, designed 
by Mariette Gomez, illus- 
trates how well this works. 
“IT love primitive furniture 
when it’s used in a sophis- 
ticated way—not when too 
much is crowded into one 
place like a country store. 
After all it’s the line and 
profile of each piece that’s 








so beautiful.” She chose a 
tiny print wallpaper in 
beige and white (and its re- 
verse pattern for curtains 
and a chair) as the best foil 
for the blue-greens and 
“old red” of the antique 
pieces.

Jimmy Potucek considered 
these rooms “the two ugli- 
est in the show house— 
closets, really.”

As personal body- 
shell extensions go, it was quite 
beautiful: board and batten, all glass 
to the south and, underfoot, creamy 
terrazzo laid by a band of tiny Ital- 
ian-born artisans. 

We have learned, however, from 
having lived together long enough, 
that every eight years we do some- 
thing precipitate. Several of our 
friends prefer the word goofy. Thus, 
after eight years in the house on the 
rock, our affliction caused us to 
move to the South Bronx, just ahead

of the fires and devastation. 

“Why on earth would you want 
to do that?” people asked. 

Because where else, we would an- 
swer, can you buy a classic brown- 
stone for $14,000 and still have 
enough left from your suburban 
profits to remodel four high-ceil- 
inged floors, complete with a 45- 
foot atrium, front and rear parlors, 
floor-through kitchen and dining— 
for two people? 

It was wonderful. A nearly perfect 
body-shell extension. Our brown- 
stone was published in this maga- 
zine, and the street we lived on was 
accorded landmark status by the Na- 
tional Trust soon after we moved. 

So eight years later we moved, of 
course. 

And here we are, so deep in the 








Wisconsin countryside that we are 
hard put to name a town closer than 
Twin Cities, 60 miles west, that has 
any geographical meaning to friends 
back East. The nearest bona fide su- 
permarket is 14 miles away. 

“Why on earth would you want 
to do that?” people asked. 

We are now reduced to answering 
a question with a question: Why 
not? Especially why not if you are 
both Iowa-born and city-weary? 

Presaging our flight to the coun- 
try, my wife pinpointed the precise 
resettlement spot on the map. She 
did so by recalling a picturesque vil- 
lage named Spring Valley (pop. 997) 
not far from her great-uncle’s farm, 
a place she associated with bound- 
less childhood joys. It was enough to 
trigger the eight-year itch. 

Hard work lay ahead. For no mat- 
ter how long a family contractor and 
a rough carpenter may have lived 
together in complete aesthetic ac- 
cord, finding the right farmhouse 
can be stressful. We rented a big, 
square house on Spring Valley’s 
main street and fanned out in all 
directions. We must have driven ev- 
ery township road in a 30-mile radi- 
us. 

“What about that one?” I’d ask. 

“Ick,” she'd reply. 

Three months passed, and the 
“icks” clogged the pipeline with but 
an occasional “hmmm” to keep the 
search alive. 

“Keep looking,” I encouraged be- 
fore heading for a week’s work in 
Alaska. She did, and when I an- 
nounced my flight home, she said, “I 
think I found it, but for one thing it 
isn’t three or four acres. I think may- 
be you'd better see it first.” 

What is it?” 

“One-hundred forty acres, 80 till- 
able,” she said. “And a dairy barn, a

machine shed and a brooder house.” 

“Put a binder on it,” I said before 
flying out. 

When the spread was unveiled 
beyond a woodlot of tall pines, the 
emotions triggered were spectral in 
scope. No question, the fields and 
woods were wondrous to behold on 
a golden October day. All of the 
farm buildings were spruced up with 
fresh coats of barn red paint and 
white trim. Especially pleasing was 
the way the barn shouldered into its 
sloping site, its haymow entrance at 
grade level on the high side in the 
manner of barns we had admired in 
Lancaster County, Pennsylvania. 

But the house was a fright. To be 
sure, it stood agreeably on a small 
knoll, bordered by a row of hard- 
woods on the north and lilacs and 
cottonwoods on the south. There 
was no escaping the visible evidence, 
however, of a studiedly ugly house. 
It was sheathed in nasty wide 
courses of asbestos shingles painted 
a bilious green. There was no porch 
where one was demanded. A skinny 
chimney tilted ominously north- 
ward, and the bare backyard (typi- 
cally the entrance side on working 
farms) featured a primitive hut that 
housed a balky well pump. 

Let us be fair. This farm was 
owned by an exemplary young fam- 
ily—man, wife and three school-age 
sons—who had tried for several 
years to wrest a living from a tract of 
marginal size and promise. They 
spent any discretionary dollars on 
improving the land, barn and ma- 
chinery rather than the house. Two 
back-to-back dry years killed their 
farming aspirations and, we fear, 
broke their hearts. Besides, if the 
place were less than immaculate, the 
fault lay not with our young farmers 
but with the previous owner. When 





our young farmers took title to the 
property a few years earlier, they 
asked a neighbor where the nearest 
dump was. “Oh,” replied the neigh- 
bor, “we’ve always understood it 
was your place.”” We have since as- 
sayed the truth of this statement as 
we have divested the grounds of ton 
upon ton of encrusted crud. 

We, like all informed remodelers, 
pay homage to Mr. Blandings as our 
psychic linchpin. We thought of him 
that first autumn when we had to 
replace the balky pump with a 
gleaming copper submersible marvel 
($700). We thought of him again the 
following winter when, the ther- 
mometer fixed at 19 degrees below 
Fahrenheit, the well quit on us alto- 
gether. The well diggers came and 
determined that if they were lucky, 
they could sneak a whole new iron 
pipe casing inside the old collapsed 
one—a full 235 feet deep. They were 
lucky and, considering the number 
of milk cans filled with household 
water carted in a week’s time from 
Spring Valley, we were happy to pay 
them for a working well ($3,000).

than politics, remodeling 
is the art of the possible. 
What, for example, could 
possibly be done to transform a 
woebegone, century-old shambles 
into a habitat offering the lifestyle to 


which we had become accustomed? 
(We learned along the way of the 


original owner’s proposal to his car- 
pefiter. Said he, standing on the vir- 
gin site, “I want you to build me a 
good house for $50.”) Urgently, we 
needed a new roof, new chimney, 
new kitchen and a back porch. But 
with a Wisconsin winter setting in 
that first year, none of these needs 
could be readily met.

Experience has taught the family 
contractor that when in doubt, paint. 
Thus she armed herself with brush 
and bucket and annihilated the bat- 
talions of red, white and blue toy 
soldiers marching across the kitchen 
wallpaper. Meanwhile, I practiced 
the rudimentary skill required to rip 
down failed plaster walls and nail up 
plasterboard in their stead.

Plan of the Garden 

In the garden shown here, there is a series of small 
plots, with gravel paths between them, and a picket 
fence surrounding the whole area. Field vegetables such 
as corn, beans and pumpkins would naturally need 
more space, and would be in larger beds farther from 
the house; but even these distant plots might be a 
strange mixture of crops, in patches rather than in rows, 
with herbs and flowers tucked in among them. 

The fence should be made of wood, though living 
hedges were sometimes used as well. A picket fence is 
probably the most typical kind of Colonial fence, and 
practical too. Along the fence is a good place to plant 
rudbeckia and tansy, or any other garden plant that is 
vigorous and spreading. I’ve also suggested an old- 
fashioned climbing rose such as Eglantine. Grow it at 
the corner and put a little wooden seat there so you can 
sit and smell the applelike scent of its leaves. 

For this garden I think it would be more fun to give 
each of the beds a different edging: pinks, calendulas, 
Johnny-jump-ups, thyme, nasturtiums, woodland 
strawberries and chives. Alongside the house is a typi- 
cal cottage garden border, filled with old-fashioned 
flowers such as canterbury bells, hollyhocks and hones- 
ty, together with some of the taller herbs such as south- 
ernwood, angelica and tansy. Annual larkspur and the 
prolific feverfew fill in any gaps, and a border, begin- 
ning with peonies and lemon lilies and ending with 
autumn monkshood. 

Your salads will be beautiful as well as tasty if you 
toss some flowers in too, as the colonists did. In spring 
you can eat the flowers of day lilies, Johnny-jump-ups 





and chives. Later on, try yellow calendulas, red nastur- 
tiums and blue borage in a green salad—a dazzling 
bowlful. Use snippings of basil, chervil, coriander, dill, 
chives, pot marjoram, sage and thyme to season your 
cooking, and gather bunches of “strewing” herbs from 
hyssop, rue, sage, feverfew, southernwood and tansy. 
Store the dried seeds of coriander, anise, dill and cara- 
way for your winter larder. Make tea from catnip. 
Don’t expect a large crop from your woodland straw- 
berries, just small handfuls to sprinkle on hand- 
churned ice cream, or a whipped-cream - topped pie.» 




















What to plant in six 
square beds for edibles 
and pleasing color 


THE PLANTS IN these beds, classified by their edgings, 
have been grouped not only for color harmony but also for 
moisture and soil preferences, and whether they contain 
annuals or perennials. This way you can treat everything in 
a bed the same way (though perennial edgings sometimes 
surround annual herbs and vice versa). 

1. The calendula bed is composed of annuals that like a 
fairly rich soil. The blue flowers of borage will look well 
with the yellow and orange calendulas. 

2. The Johnny-jump-up bed, to the right, has perennials 
that like rich soil. 

3. The plants in the thyme-edged bed are all perennials that 
like average soil. Rosy burnet blooms in late summer at the 
same time as white caraway. Earlier, red thyme flowers. 

4, The warm reds and yellows of the nasturtiums contrast 
with the pinks of hyssop, the blue or purple of salvia. 

5. The strawberry bed has annuals that like a fairly rich soil. 
6. The chive bed is like a miniature vegetable garden.

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A SECRET GARDEN [TO HIDE Away 





WHY WOULD a garden be secret? The one in 
Frances Hodgeson Burnett's The Secret Garden 
was a secret from a grim adult world for the 
three children who played there. They 
brought straggly ancient roses back to life 
and created a special joyous world for 
themselves within its old walls. Henry II of 
England, in the 12th century, built a Secret Garden in 
which to woo his mistress, Rosamund. It was a bower 
hidden within an elaborate maze built of shrubbery. A 
Secret Garden could serve any purpose you might think 
of. It could be a place to conceal a spy, read a forbidden 
book, or eat something not on your diet. It could be an 
island of quiet to escape to for peace of mind—or just

for the fun of having a secret. 

The garden plan here is meant to be enclosed. In the 
illustration it is shown with a dark yew hedge. Whatev- 
er barrier you use to enclose it—a wall, fence or 
hedge—you can have a little door or gate set into it if 
you place sturdy posts on either side; these should be 
sunk in concrete. A brick or flagstone walk and terrace 
can be constructed like those in the winter garden. If 
you want a patch of lawn instead, consider making an 
herb lawn out of thyme or camomile. These are fragrant 
to walk on and will not need mowing. It seems a shame 
to bring a lawnmower into such a quiet place. 

Spring bloom will begin with pink daffodils (actually, 
white daffodils with pink trumpets) followed immedi- 
ately by pink tulips and bleeding heart. Through June 
the garden will be bursting into a mixture of pink 
shades: pale herbaceous peonies, floribunda roses, 
pinks, a salmon-colored lily, ‘Chinook,’ Carolina phlox 
in a pink shade and astilbe, accented by white regale 
lilies and white Carolina phlox.

A WINTER GARDEN [TO CULTIVATE YEAR ROUND 


MOST GARDENS in winter look like a party the 
morning after, or a town where the circus has 
come and gone. The only reminders of recent 
glory are the green bamboo stakes supporting 
nothing and sodden nests of day lily foliage. It 

doesn’t have to be this way, however. Even if you look 
forward to the time when your garden is put to bed— 
tidily—and you can rest from your labors, you can still 
arrange a spot that will give you joy in these somber 
months, a little island of color and warmth to sit in

when it is sunny, or just to admire from a window. 

There are two styles of looking at winter gardening, 
the bright and the subdued. The Winter Garden illus- 
trated here combines both approaches. There is a small 
rock garden that displays dwarf conifers and low-grow- 
ing perennials. Some of the latter have evergreen fo- 
liage, others have bloomed in summer and left attractive 
seed heads. There is the texture of the rocks themselves. 
Elsewhere are bright berries and some early bulbs 
placed where there is a chance of winter bloom. It is a 
little sun trap, protected from the winter wind and 
designed to give shelter not only to the plants but to the 
person enjoying them. 

A bed of periwinkle (also called vinca or myrtle) and 
early spring bulbs is planted under the dogwood. Even 
when periwinkle covers the ground thickly it leaves 
enough space for small bulbs to sprout and lets in 
enough sun to warm up the ground for them. The 
earliest to bloom are the white snowdrops and the 
yellow winter aconites, overlapping with the blue glo- 
ry-of-the-snow. The periwinkle also has blue flowers 
in spring. Bear in mind that the blooming times of these 
early bulbs vary from place to place and from winter to 
winter. In some parts of the country you will have 
blooms as early as January, in others February or 
March. They may even vary in your bed. 

A rock garden is a natural choice for winter. Many 
rockery plants are evergreen, and there are interesting 
foliage colors among those that are. The rocks them- 
selves provide interest; they hold the sun’s heat and 
provide warm patches of earth to encourage the early- 
blooming bulbs. — By BARBARA DAMROSCH

Where are they from and what are they worth? 
Here are expert answers to our readers’ questions—and maybe yours!

A. The 18th-century 
party table would have 
seemed strange to 
20th-century diners. 
Eighteen courses, each 
served with special 
dishes and silverware, 
were not uncommon. 
Lavish, decorative 
serving pieces were fa- 
vorites. The realistically shaped bowls were popular 
from the mid-17th century to the 19th century. French, 
Dutch, British, German and Italian potters made tureens 
shaped like asparagus, melons, artichokes, cabbage and 
also various animals. The most famous early makers of 
these fanciful tureens were the Chelsea Factory of En- 
gland and Meissen of Germany. 
The value is determined by the maker and the age as 
well as the design. From a photograph it is impossible to 
know who made your tureen.

A. Your rug is called a hooked rug. Strips of cloth were 
pulled up through a woven backing using a hooklike 
tool. The burlap or gunnysack backing was easily 
bought in America by the late 1850s. It is claimed that 
the hooked rug is a native North American folk art. 

The running-horse pattern has been popular with rug 
makers since the 1880s. Very often, a special color was 
worked around the horse to play up the running effect. 
Based on the design, your rug could date from 1880 to 
the 1940s. 

It should be kept clean with a vacuum cleaner or 
broom. When necessary, it can be washed, but be very 
careful to support the weight of the entire rug when it is 
wet. Worn burlap backing can easily tear. Any loose 
spots should be mended before you wash. 

The value of a horse decorated rug in very good 
condition ranges from $300 to $500.

tions. I’m told it is Wedgwood jasper ware. It is 
almost 14 inches high and is in perfect condi- 
tion. What is it worth? —O.P., Ashland, Ore. 
A. Your vase is a well-known design by the famous 
English Wedgwood firm. Similiar vases were made dur- 
ing the 18th and 19th centuries. Wedgwood has often 
continued to make the same piece for many years. 
Classical figures, ropelike handles and decorated bases 
were popular. The vessels were often produced in sets 
of ie about 10 inches high and one 12 inches or 
= more—called garniture de cheminée 
' to be placed on a fireplace mantel. 
The large one was usually placed in 
the center. 

Dating Wedgwood is difficult, as 
the marks from various time periods 
are frequently similar. The word 
© “England”’ was added to the mark in 
5 1891, the words “Made in England” 
after 1900. If your vase has just the 
name “Wedgwood” in impressed let- 
| ters, it could be from an earlier period. 
The value depends on its age as well as its beauty. A 
recent example would be worth about $850; an early 
one would sell for thousands of dollars.

before 1890. —Mrs. R.C., Winfield, Ala. 
A. You own a William-and-Mary-style high chest of 
drawers. Such pieces were made in America from about 
1690 to 1730. The general shape, placement of drawers, 
long trumpet-shaped legs, teardrop brass handles and 
stretchers between the legs are typical features. The top 
four rows of drawers were usu- 
ally in one cabinet piece while 
the bottom row of three draw- 
ers was part of a low tablelike 
piece. The bottom, or lowboy, 
was often sold separately. 

This type of chest has been 
in and out of style many times 
during the past 300 years. A 
1920s revival encouraged fur- 
niture manufacturers to make 
living room, dining room sets 
and radio cabinets in the Wil- 
liam and Mary style. 

To tell the old from the new, 
examine the bottom of a drawer to 
see whether it is rough or modern ma- 
chined lumber. Are the sides of the drawers dovetailed 
together? Does the wood show wear and discoloration 
from age?.An expert should examine the chest to verify 
if a 17th-century piece or a 19th-century copy.

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t’s a proven fact. The minute a plate of food is set 

before you, the eyes decide whether or not it’s 

going to taste good. Recognizing this bit of culinary 

psychology, Christopher Idone and his partners, 

Sean Driscoll and Jean-Claude Nedelec, have built 
one of New York City’s most successful catering firms. 
Glorious Food lives up to its name, both in aesthetics 
and taste. Creating food as visually appealing as theirs 
doesn’t require years of training and a repertoire of 
special techniques. In fact, what makes their particular 
dishes so enticing is the simplicity and purity with 
which they’re presented. 

In his new book, Glorious Food (to be published this fall 
by Stewart, Tabori & Chang), Idone illustrates some of 
his most beautiful presentations along with the menus 
and recipes from Glorious Food’s: most successful par- 


ties, catered for groups of various sizes. 

The first thing one notices about the way Christopher 
Idone presents food—whether it is for the annual cos- 
tume ball at the Metropolitan Museum of Art or a 
Sunday brunch for a group of close friends—is that 
there are no elaborate garnishes. Everything on the 
plate is edible, nothing there simply for decoration. 

“A true cook doesn’t garnish dishes with furls of 
parsley, coils of carrots or cherry tomatoes impaled on 
toothpicks,”” he explained in a recent interview in New 
York. “The secret to beautiful food is using the very 
freshest, seasonal ingredients and letting them make the 
plate look special.” 

That may sound overly simplistic, but it’s really not.

Soft, ripe strawberries are 
placed next to orange sections sprin- 
kled with orange rind that has been 


poached in grenadine. Papaya 
wedges, garnished with their glis- 
tening black seeds, play up a cluster 
of pink grapefruit slices. The result 
is a spectacular color wheel of 
fruit—a vast improvement over ev- 
eryday fruit salad. 

Using a little imagination is the 
key to all these dishes. Sometimes, 
it’s just a matter of making the most 
of what you’ve got. For instance, one 





of Glorious Food’s simplest desserts 
is melon balls with a julienne of 
fresh mint. “I was cutting the top of 
the melon off,” Idone said, “and | 
noticed how beautiful it was. I 
thought to myself, Why throw this 
away?’

TIPS FROM CHRISTOPHER IDONE OF GLORIOUS FOOD 


e Taste is very important, but it’s 
the visual look of the food that 
gets you, the eater, excited. 
Never put anything on the plate 
that can’t be eaten. (That means 
no doilies or toothpicks!) 

Don’t overcrowd a plate. Serve 
one thing at a time. It will always 
look better. 

In choosing a menu, be aware of 
color and texture. Use your plate 
as a palette.

from buying red Bordeaux be- 
cause they assume that these 
wines are too expensive and need to 
be aged for years. Neither of these 
assumptions is true, especially for 
Bordeaux from the 1979 vintage, 
now widely available. A plentiful 
harvest and a favorable dollar-to- 
franc ratio has kept prices of these 
wines from climbing. And because 
the style of the 1979s is fruity, 
charming and not-too-tannic, many 
(the petits chateaux) are enjoyable 
right now, while others (the classi- 
fied growths) need only a year or 
two of additional aging. 
Red Bordeaux come from one of 
the districts or communes (see map) in 


M any wine consumers shy away 


the Bordeaux region of France and 
are blends of Cabernet Sauvignon, 
Merlot and related grapes. 

There are three key pieces of in- 
formation on a Bordeaux label: the 
chateau, the area of origin and the 
vintage date. With the exception of 
shippers’ brands, such as the well- 
known Mouton-Cadet, Bordeaux 
wines are made by individual es- 
tates—the chateau name that ap- 
pears on the label. The best-known 
chateau wines are the “classified 
growths,” those wines ranked in 
1855 from first to fifth growths. 
These usually state “cru classé” on 
the label and are considered the fin- 
est Bordeaux. But a number of so- 
called petits chateaux produce wine 
on a par with some of the classified 
growths. 

I recently tasted sixty 1979 Bor- 
deaux and found two dozen that of- 
fer fine value for the money as well 
as the balance and stylishness that 
has made Bordeaux a world favorite.

nce Americans are interested in a

knowledge about it knows no 
bounds. It has been estimated that 
today over 100,000 people in the 
United States are taking classes to 
learn about wine. Courses across the 
country range from one session 
taught by a wine enthusiast in a 
high school adult-education pro- 
gram to university lectures and 
wine-tasting classes taught by viti- 
culture professors to week-long resi- 
dential courses abroad. 

Before signing up for any course, 
talk with the instructor. Describe 
your level of expertise and what 
you'd like to get out of the sessions. 
Has the course been given before? 
Ask for the names of people who’ve 
taken it and talk to them to get their 
opinions. What are the instructor’s 
credentials? Does the course offer— 
as it should—the chance to taste and 
compare a wide range of wines and 
share your impressions with other 
tasters? 

Notable among wine schools is 
L’Académie du Vin, which features 
well-known wine experts in its vari- 
ous programs, series and one-day 
seminars. Currently courses are of- 
fered in Paris, Zurich and New York, 
and branches in San Francisco and 
London are opening this fall, with 
other U.S. cities to follow. For fur-

With miniatur- 
ization made possible by microtech- 
nology, some 500,000 microcomput- 
ers—or home computers—are 
already a fact of daily life in Ameri- 
can homes. By the end of this year, 
according to statistics keepers, 1.5 
million households will have comput- 
ers right in there with the microwave 
oven and food processor. That's al- 
ready two percent of all the homes in 
the country, and the personal com- 
puter revolution has just begun. With 
prices dropping as low as $99.95 
and with manufacturers determined to 
make the machines simple to under- 
stand and operate (the expression is 
“user-friendly’’), sales of microcom- 
puters costing less than $1,000 are 
expected to double this year and 
grow ata rate of 60 percent, com- 
pounded, over the next five years. 

“Not for me,’ you may say defen- 
sively, which is a fairly typical reac- 
tion to the very word ‘'computer’'— 
especially if you are over 30, have 
ever had your charge accounts fouled 
up or think Pac-Man should be de- 
clared a public nuisance. 

A few points might change your 
thinking about computers, in keeping 
with the changes in computers them- 
selves. Once, they cost mega-bucks, 
required air-conditioned glass vaults 
and white-collared attendants. To- 
day, they're fun and games instead; 
ask anyone with a ‘‘joystick’’ in hand 
(the control for such video games as 


Pac-Man and Space Invaders). 
What's made the difference, along 
with microchip technology, is the de- 
velopment of new software, or pro- 
grams, to make a computer run. You 
no longer need a mastery of mathe- 
matics in order to program the com- 
puter yourself. You simply buy the 
program to do the job you want, by 
mail, from a computer retailer or even 
at your favorite department store. 
Ranging in price from under $20 to as 
much as $200, the program tells the 
machine what to do. You have only 
to answer the computer's questions— 
by typing words or numbers on the 
keyboard—as they are printed out 
on a display screen (the family TV can 
double in this role). It's rather like 
driving a car: The computer goes 
where you steer it.

own. Understanding a few basic 
words of ““computerese” will make 
the world of home computers feel a 
little less foreign. This glossary has 
been compiled with the help of Sue 
Mahoney, who has been a consultant 
for the Continuing Education Divi- 
sion, University of Massachusetts in 
Boston. Now a freelance consultant 
to the computer industry, Sue is the 
only woman director of a user group 
at the Boston Computer Society. 
BASIC—As the name implies, a basic 
language used to talk to computers. 
Many programs for home computers 
are written in BASIC. 
BIT—A part of a byte; there are either 
8 or 16 bits to a byte, depending on 
the kind of computer you have. 
BUG—Error in programming. Most 
programs come already de-bugged. 
ByTE—One number or one character 
in a program. 
CASSETTE—A regular magnetic tape 
on which information can be stored. 
cpU—Central Processing Unit, the 
“brain” of the computer. 
DISK DRIVE—A device that transfers 
information from disks to computer. 
FLOPPY DRIVE—A means of storing in- 
formation for later use; it looks like a 
floppy 45-rpm phonograph record. 
HARD COPY—A printed-out version 
of what’s on the computer’s screen. 
HARDWARE—The computer itself and 
its attachments, as opposed to the 
software programs that run it. 
INPUT—A device that allows you to 
put information into the CPU of the 
computer, for example, the key- 
board. 
kK—Kilobyte (approximately 1,000 
bytes of information) used to indi- 
cate how much memory capacity a 
computer has, for example, 16K or 
64K. 
LOAD—A verb, meaning to feed a 
program into a computer. Also 
known as “booting it up.” 
MEMORY—Computer’s capacity to 
store information, usually in Ks. 
MICROCOMPUTER—Small, desk-sized 
computer, as opposed to “‘main- 
frame” (floor model) computers long 
used commercially. 
MODEM—A_ device connecting the 
computer to the telephone line, so 
you can receive information from a 
distant data base, such as THE 
SOURCE.

Mussels, pasta and peppers are mainstays of this meal 


By MARTHA STEWART 


Fresh, in-season ingredients, not overcooked, are fundamental to a good- 
tasting meal. In October, garden produce is still at its best. Tomatoes are 
ripe, red peppers abound and basil is prolific. Mussels are plump, and 
evenings are cool enough to enjoy this rich, yet light, pasta. Roast the 
peppers first, then prepare the mussels. Cook the fettuccine right before 
serving. Coffee ice cream or homemade espresso sorbet with a topping of 
Sambuca nicely finishes off the meal. Recipes serve 4. 


Roasted Peppers 


4 large red peppers (yellow peppers are excellent also) 
1/2 cup good olive oil 
Salt and pepper to taste 


Roast peppers on skewers over open gas flame 
until skins are black. 


Place peppers in paper bag 10 minutes, then with 
fingers rub off skins. 


Seed peppers and cut lengthwise into quarters. 


Arrange on serving platter, sprinkle with olive oil 
and season with salt and pepper. 


Mussels With Pesto

[_] Fold in reserved praline powder and pour mixture into 
soufflé dish. Place dish in roasting pan on middle shelf of 
oven and pour boiling water into pan until it reaches halfway 
up sides of dish. 

[_] Bake 40 minutes or until knife inserted into middle comes 
out clean. Remove soufflé dish from water bath and place on 
cooling rack. Run a sharp knife carefully around sides of 
soufflé to loosen edges. Souffle will collapse as it cools. 

[ | When souffle is cool, invert onto serving platter. 

[_] Spoon whipped cream into pastry bag fitted with star 
tube. Remove dish and pipe cream around sides of soufflé to 
form a border high enough to hold a light coating of raspberry 
sauce on top. Pour in raspberry sauce and scatter fresh rasp- 
berries around plate. Makes 6 servings.

SMOKE DETECTOR SIGNALS: 


What you need to know about alarm placement and maintenance 





his winter, as you sit by a 
cozy fireside or a warm 
wood-burning stove, is the 
time to consider investing 
in a smoke detector for your family’s 
safety. Detectors have long been 
proven to save lives and homes from 
fire. And if you already have one? 
The National Bureau of Standards 
estimates that a family has only a 35 
percent chance of escape within 
three minutes from the start of a 
fire. But with a detector on every 
level in the home, escape chances 
rise to 89 percent. If forgotten, not 
properly installed or not maintained, 
your detector loses effectiveness. 
Here is a guide to how much smoke- 
detector protection you may need. 
HOW MANY AND WHERE 
Where you put your detector(s) 
depends on the size and layout of 
your home and on the members of

your family. Since most fires occur 
at night, it is wise to place your first 
as close as possible to the bedrooms. 
If the sleeping areas are not grouped 
together, put a detector in each area. 
Sleep with bedroom doors open so 
the alarm is easy to hear. 

Consider all possible exits from 
the sleeping area. Usually there is a 
hallway or stairway and some win- 
dows. The detector should be placed 
between the bedrooms and the rest 
of the home. In multilevel homes, 
one should be on each level: at the 
top of each stairway and at the bot- 
tom of the basement stairway. The 
best protection, according to the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association 
(NFPA), includes detectors in the 
living room, family room, utility 
room and every bedroom. Hallways 
longer than 40 feet should have a 
detector at both ends.

In an apartment, place one detec- 
tor near the entranceway and anoth- 
er close to the sleeping area. 

Detectors should be placed espe- 
cially in the bedrooms of smokers, 
small children, the elderly or whoev- 
er has trouble moving about. Don’t 
place detectors in kitchens because 
ordinary cooking fumes will create 
false alarms. Likewise, don’t put 
them near furnaces, fireplaces or 
wood-burning stoves. (But, never 
assume that an alarm is false until 
you carefully check your home.) 
WALL PLACEMENT 

The U.S. Consumer Product Safe- 
ty Commission recommends placing 
detectors on the ceiling at least 12 
inches away from all corners, keep- 
ing detectors away from children 
and also taking advantage of the fact 
that most smoke rises. Do not put

them within 12 inches of corners be- 
cause air circulation is poor there and 
smoke may not reach the detector. 

Moving air will also prevent 
smoke from reaching a detector, so 
avoid placing units near heating 
vents or air conditioners. Also, do 
not put the detector on a ceiling 
colder or warmer than the rest of the 
room—a thermal barrier cuts smoke 
off from the detector. For rooms 
with such a thermal problem, place 
detector on the wall, 12 inches below 
ceiling and away from corners. 

TWO TYPES OF DETECTORS 

Ionization detectors depend on a mi- 
nute radiation source that turns the 
air inside the detector into an electri- 
cal conductor. When smoke particles 
enter, they interrupt the air flow and 
trigger the alarm. These units are 
best for fast fires. The radiation in 
ionization detectors is very slight, 
but the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission advises that you keep 
all units out of children’s hands. 
Dispose of old or unwanted ioniza- 
tion detectors at your local fire de- 
partment or the manufacturer. 

Photoelectric detectors contain a small 
lamp and light-sensitive photoelec- 
tric cell. When smoke enters, it re- 
flects light from the lamp; the cell 
detects the light and triggers the 
alarm. These units are more sensitive 
to slow, smoldering fires, such as a 
cigarette burning in upholstery. 

How to decide which you should 
buy? Both fast and slow fires can 
occur in any home, so the best way 
to prevent both types of fires is to 
install both types of detectors. The 
response delay of a photoelectric de- 
tector to a fast fire is only a few 
seconds. Ionization detectors’ re- 
sponse to smoldering fires is a bit 
longer. Ideally, one of each type 
should be at every level of a home. 
HOW DETECTORS ARE POWERED 

You can find both photoelectric or 
ionization units powered by either 
batteries or electric current. 

Electric current: The installation of 
these units can be complicated. With 
plug-in varieties, the cord may look 
unattractive if not hidden, or a con- 


| venient outlet may not be near the 
| best location. Sometimes it is neces- 
| sary to install a special outlet, or an 
| electrician can wire the detector di- 


rectly to household wiring without a 


plug. Some models can be wired so 
that when one detector gives an 
alarm, the others throughout the | 
house also go off. Such wiring pro-_ 
vides early warning pf a basement 
fire to those asleep in bedrooms. 

One danger of electric detectors, 
though rare, is that they become in- 
operable in a power failure, such as 
during a storm or even a fire, when 
flames damage circuits attached to 
the detector. Some brands do con- 
tain stand-by batteries. 

Battery: These smoke detectors are 
simple to install. You can usually 
attach them to the ceiling with 
screws, expansion fasteners or the 
like. Batteries usually last a year. 
When they do wear out, most detec- 
tors have a signal, such as a soft, 
occasional beep or a tiny flag to let 
you know it is time to insert a new 
battery. And since batteries are not 
always 100 percent reliable, make 
sure you buy a detector that warns 
about battery replacement. 

SHOP AROUND 

Once you've decided what kinds 
of detectors you want and how 
many, you'll discover a wide selec- 
tion. Look for the following features: 
@ Detectors should be tested and 
certified by Underwriters Labora- 
tories or Factory Mutual Research. 
@ Instructions should be clear and 
precise. They should not only sug- 
gest how to install the unit but pro- 
vide tips on where to put it, how 
often to test and how to maintain. 

@ Decide whether installation is 
easy enough for you to try or 
whether you will need help from a 
friend or an electrician. Do not let 
the detector lie around in a box if 
you find you cannot put it up. 

@ Make sure detectors clearly signal 
when batteries should be replaced. 
@ Listen to the alarm before you 
buy—make sure it is loud enough to 
wake you. All family members 
should be aware of the sound. 

TAKE CARE OF YOUR DETECTOR 

To be effective, smoke detectors 
do require attention. If you take care 
of them, they’ll be ready when 
needed. Test your detector every 
four weeks—or after any absence 
greater than a week—by using real 
smoke. For ionization brands, let a 
candle flame burn; for photoelectric, 
extinguish candle and let smoke 
drift. The alarm should go off within 
30 seconds; after waving the smoke 
away, the alarm should stop. The 
testing buttons on many detectors

only check the battery or alarm, not 
the unit’s smoke sensitivity. 

Once a detector gives the low- 
power warning, replace the batteries 
or lamps (photoelectric only) at 
once. Change batteries once a year 
even if there is no warning—warn- 
ing devices can fail. Always keep ex- 
tra batteries and lamps on hand. 

Detectors should be carefully vac- 
uumed about every two weeks to 
remove any dust that has clogged 
the smoke-sensing openings. Handle 
the detector only when it is being 
tested or cleaned. False alarms will 
only waste its power. 

Your smoke detector’s work is fin- 
ished once it warns your family 
about a fire. The rest is up to you— 
by learning how to prevent fires and 
by designing a family escape plan 
that you practice together periodi- 
cally. For more information about 
fire prevention and escape plans, 
contact your local fire department or 
send 50¢ to the National Fire Protec- 
tion Association, Batterymarch Park, 
Quincy, MA 02269.

When building a doghouse, please 
consider the following points for 
health and kindness. Dogs who re- 
side outdoors require draft-free, wa- 
tertight shelter of the proper size. Do 
not build too large. A doghouse is 
for sleep and rest and not for play. It 
should be no more than 12 inches 
longer and three inches higher than 
the standing dog, since the animal 
cannot produce enough body heat to 
warm a house that is too big. 
Exterior plywood is suitable 
building material, the thickness de- 
pending on the climate in which the 
house is to be used. Insulation be- 
tween double walls and floors gives 
greater comfort in hot and cold 
weather. Treat the wood with a 
weather-resistant finisher. Place a 
removable wooden panel part way 
across the inside area, in back of the 
door to provide a snug inner room in 
winter. Remove it in summer for 
better air circulation. The floor 
should be raised six inches off the 
ground and covered with suitable 
bedding. Cedar shavings are very 
good, as they control parasites as 
well as help the animal retain its 
skin oils. Dry, shredded newspaper 
is also acceptable if it is changed 
daily. Do not use rugs, towels or any 
other material that holds moisture.

no longer a product a person can buy 
at any lumberyard in western Wis- 
consin. “No call for it,” they say. 
One young salesman remembered, 
however, that his ailing father had a 
cache of oak flooring in his attic. It 
had been gathering dust there for 30 
years. We grabbed it, despite its dis- 
coloration and random lengths no 
greater than three feet. The family 
contractor hand-sanded each piece 
as the rough carpenter laid the new 
living room floor. It is beautiful. 

In all seasons, we found coming 
home to the bilious green shingles 
intolerable. Two coats of white im- 
proved them, but not enough. The 
shingles had to go. Poking under- 
neath them one day, I made a heady 
discovery. Beneath all that asbestos 
lay the true and honest clapboards 
wed longed for in the first place. 
More insensate ripping and tearing, 
followed, of necessity, by more 
scrounging. Finding many of the 
honest clapboards in rotten shape, 
we searched for and finally located 
an abandoned, clapboarded farm- 
house; its owner let us scavenge its 
siding as substitutes for our own 
failed members. Now painted gray 
with white trim, the exterior be- 
speaks a winsomely authentic ap- 
pearance. 

Five years have passed, and the 
triumph is complete: new kitchen, 
new porch, new everything. Living 
in rural Wisconsin, surveying the 
bucolic environs, enjoying the ten- 
ant farmer’s Holstein heifers brows- 
ing in the pasture, watching the 
homegrown tomatoes ripening in the 
summer, cross-country skiing out 
the back door in the winter—who, 
as the saying goes, could ask for 
anything more? No one. Certainly 
not the family contractor and the 
rough carpenter. 

Yet time does fly, doesn’t it? And 
there was some mention made at the 
dinner table just recently of what a 
really interesting place Finland is.@

The mid-1700s wit- 
nessed a revival of 
neoclassicism in Eng- 
land that spread 
abroad throughout 
Europe and America, 
influencing, among 
other devotees of de- 
sign and architecture, 
notably Thomas Jef- 
ferson. Interest in the 
classical works of the 
16th-century archi- 
tect Andrea Palladio 
Was in part responsi- 
ble for this resur- 
gence. The designs of 
architect/designer 
Robert Adam, who 
adapted classical ele- 
ments to 18th-centu- 
ry tastes, also fos- 
tered the popularity 
of neoclassical mo- 
tifs. 

Born in 1728 in Scot- 
land, Robert Adam fol- 
lowed his older brother into 
their father’s successful archi- 
tectural firm, leaving in 1754 to 
embark on an extended tour of 
Europe. It was during this year 
that Thomas Chippendale’s 
famous furniture pattern book 
was first issued. Much of Rob- 
ert’s four years abroad was spent 
studying in Italy, measuring and 
drawing Roman antiquities. 
Shortly before his arrival, the 





ruins of Pompeii—a prosperous 
Roman town buried in 79 A.D. 
during a violent eruption of Mt. 
Vesuvius—were first uncovered. 





As an architect Adam sketched 
furniture and many other objects to go 
in the rooms he designed, thus creating 
the first truly unified interiors.

This discovery 
sparked considerable 
excitement as excava- 
tions 





turned up 
homes filled with 
brightly painted 


walls and exquisite 
mosaics. 

Following this so- 
journ, Robert decided 
to set up business in 
London rather than return to his 
father’s firm, and he was joined 
by his younger brother James. 
Few of their projects involved 
building from the ground up but 
rather making interior and exte- 
rior structural changes to exist- 
ing houses. Robert often turned 
to furniture designing in order to 
create a unified environment 
with furnishings complementing 
his interiors. This included a 
wide variety of 
items—carpets, cur- 
tains, fire screens, 
wall accessories and 
furniture. While he 
showed great imagi- 
nation as a designer, 
he was not a trained 
cabinetmaker; con- 
sequently, some of his 
early furniture designs vafleet 
his lack of a craftsman’s under- 
standing of wood (especially the 
limitations this material imposes 
on elaborate ornamentation). By 
the late 1760s, however, Robert 
Adam’s style had matured into 
designs of great elegance, classi- 
cal in proportion, possessing a 
delicate grace and sophistication. 
This growth evolved in part 
through his association with 
leading cabinetmakers such as 
Thomas Chippendale, who skill- 
fully executed Adam’s illustra- 
tions. Adam’s designs at this 
time reflected the influence of 
French neoclassical designs of 
the Louis XVI period. Legs be- 
came slender and tapered and

were arranged in pairs with a 
wide central space. 

Furniture designed by Adam 
was highly decorated with inlay, 
gilding and painted design. Ear- 
lier pieces were frequently 
painted white with gilt trim, 
while later pieces showed his 
preference for soft pastels. Color 
played an important part in re- 
lating furniture to the room. 
Early architectural projects 
showed Adam’s taste for bright 
colors, which he used liberally 
on walls, ceiling and floors, but 
as time went on, his palette be- 
came lighter and more delicate 
here too. 

Classical influence was seen in 
the ornamentation rather than in 
the actual form of the furniture 
or decorative accessory with ele- 
ments such as swags, urns, ro- 
settes, rams’ heads, acanthus 
and garlands combined with pi- 
lasters, capitals, friezes and cor- 
nices, which were utilized in 
varying ways as decorative mo- 
tifs on architectural surfaces as 
well. Metal and composition, a 
mixture of whiting, resin, glue 
and linseed oil heated and 
placed in molds, replaced carved 
wood for ornamentation on fur- 

; niture; this provided 
greater flexibility for 
Adam’s intricate de- 
signs. 

Adam designed few 
chairs (he was the 
first to use the lyre 
back); his work was 
dominated by tables, 
commodes, mirrors, 
urns, tripods and ped- 
estals, some of which 

w were inspired by

Roman sacrificial altars. Occa- 
sionally these concealed wine 
coolers, cellarettes and even 
chamber pots. All cabinetmakers 
throughout the second half of 
the 18th century felt Adam’s in- 
fluence to some degree. 

From 1773 to 1822 three vol- 
umes of The Works in Architecture 
by Robert and James Adam were 
published, the third posthu- 
mously. Their design goals are 
revealed in the preface: “...we 
flatter ourselves, we have been 


able to seize, with some degree y 
of success, the beauti- sae, 






ful spirit of antiqui- 
ty, and to transfuse 
it with novelty and 
variety....”’ Many 
of Robert Adam’s 
drawings still exist. 
The largest 
collection of 
Adam docu- 
ments can 
be found 
at the 
SO a nie 
Museum 
in London, 
which purchased over 8,000 
drawings in 1833. 

Classical elements have again 
begun to surface. Perhaps the 
1978 exhibit of Pompeian trea- 
sures, which traveled through- 
out the United States, has left its 
mark. Earlier this year the Coo- 
per-Hewitt Museum in New 
York City presented a show en- 
titled “Robert Adam and His 
Style.” For additional informa- 
tion, see Geoffrey Beard’s new 
book called The Work of Robert 
Adam or Connoisseur magazine,

Visiting the English stately homes 
| and talking to their owners was a 


revelation. The surprise was that 
keeping up these houses is, as the 
Duke of Hamilton put it, “frankly, 
bloody hard work.” Taking respon- 
sibility for a stately home is a full- 
time job requiring the stamina and 
resources of a Renaissance man put 


| to ingenious new work. The houses 


are run like businesses. 

Five hundred years ago, a lord’s 
castle was a symbol of power and 
influence, the seat of his strength. 
Mark Girouard in Life in the English 
Country House notes a “curious rever- 
sal... . Instead of the houses existing 
as a means to support their owners, 
their owners now tend ... to sup- 
port the survival of their houses.” 

Feisty, spirited, competitive, 
bright, tenacious, inventive. These 
qualities belong to the current own- 
ers of the great English stately 
homes.

“Limit your time in the whirlpool 
to 12 minutes at the most,” Dr. Hunt 
advises. “If you’re in a social situa-

tion involving a hot tub or a spa, 
stay in for 10 and out for 20 at least, 
and don’t do it too many times. 
Spending too much time in hot wa- 
ter can cause you to lose electrolytes 
and fluids and can also dry out your 
skin.” 

Just what are the long-term bene- 
fits, if any, of whirlpool bathing? “I 
used to go to Austria for the water 
massages,” says Iris Kaplan, a New 
York artist whose slim, youthful 
body belies her grandmother status. 
“You lie in a tank, and someone goes 
up and down your body with a 
powerful spray of water. It does 
wonders, but I wanted something I 
could do for myself at home that 
had the same effect. Then, about 
eight years ago I found a Jacuzzi 
whirlpool bath. 

“Incidentally, I feel most people 
don’t install them correctly, and so 
they don’t get the maximum benefit. 
You see, I don’t stay in the tub just 
to loll around with the water mov- 
ing—I really use the jets on my arms 
and legs with very little water in the 
tub. For that, the tub has to be en- 
closed in glass—to keep the air tem- 
perature up as well as the water 
from splashing all over. Actually it’s 
relatively easy to do what we did 
and make your own environmental 
corner by adding steam. My hus- 
band loves a steam bath, and I use it 
to warm up the area before | turn on 
the jets. Then, after I’ve finished, I 
rub myself all over with a soapy 
rubber mitt. 

“T’ve seen big changes in my body 
in these eight years. For one thing, 
all the stretch marks I had from

bearing four children have com- 
pletely disappeared, and I know my 
skin is much firmer.” 

There’s no doubt that Iris Kaplan 
is living evidence of the truth of that 
statement, but even for those of us 
who must make do with that old- 
fashioned, passive thing known as a 


> bathtub, much can still be accom- 


plished in the realm of healing. 
“Get right into a warm—but not 
too hot—tub,” advises Joan Wit- 


» kowski, a New York muscular thera- 
' pist, whenever clients with backs in 


spasm call her for a home remedy. 
“If the water is too hot, the body 
doesn’t totally relax,” she explains. 
“Also, being in very hot water can 
be exhausting—the water should be 
just warm enough to be comfortable; 
then if you want to, you can slowly 
make it hotter. I recommend put- 
ting salts in the water—like Bather- 
apy, a mineral salt you can find in 
health food stores—otherwise, plain 
old Epsom salts or salt and baking 
soda. They seem to pull out fluids 
and soreness and help the muscles 
relax. 

“Once you're settled in the tub, 
do some gentle exercises: a pelvic 
tilt, or draw your knees up to your 
chest—the point is to keep loosening 
and stretching the tight muscles. 
This is one of the best things you 
can do for yourself. I’ve had people 
take as many as three baths a day, 
soaking for at least 20 minutes. The 
idea is to reduce pain, to find the 
least stressful position. That way, 
the body is able to relax and the 
spasm will gradually subside. The 
water itself, the moist heat, has a 
strong, relaxing quality.” 

Five thousand years ago on Crete, 
the Minoans had a sophisticated 
drainage system that included bath- 
rooms, footbaths and tubs; a millen- 
ium or so later the Greeks used their 
thermal springs to treat a variety of 
illnesses; in imperial Rome the pub- 
lic baths were as elaborate as the 
emperor’s palace. And in 1982 it 
looks as though hydrotherapy, one 
of mankind’s most ancient tradi- 
tions, may be about to regain its for- 
mer importance in our lives.

Parties that happen 
on the instant, ac- 
cording to my experi- 
ence, are the ones at 
which everyone has 
the most fun. Of 
course, planning a 
party in advance is one of life’s great 
pleasures, but being able to produce 
something marvelous out of seem- 
ingly nothing is, I would bet, the 
way most people would really like to 
entertain. And it is merely a matter 
of behind-the-scenes organization 
that makes these impromptu parties 
possible, whether you're having four 
or 40 people. 

To be prepared for such spur-of- 
the-moment parties, I stock the cup- 
boards with never-fail staples: sun- 
dried tomatoes, pasta, nuts, crackers, 
anchovies and sardines. On hand in 
the refrigerator are two dozen eggs, 
three or four kinds of cheeses (one 
of which is always brie), fresh fruits 
and, when I can find it, a wonderful 
whole wheat Sicilian bread that 
turns anything toasted into a marvel.

Another important 
aspect of always be- 
ing party-ready is the | 
state of your kitchen 
storage. It’s a lot easi- 
er to fix something 
special quickly when 
you don’t have to 
struggle to locate 
your equipment. 
Making things seem | 
effortless to produce 
is part of party stag- 
ing, part of the magic. | 

Now, for the on- 
the-scene aspects of 
impromptu gather- 
ings, abundance is 
the key: lots of food

At 
first blush this suggestion hardly fits 
the impromptu mode—but since the 
holiday season spans a good two 
months, feeling and knowing that 
you're well prepared lets you take

It is easy to imagine that when he 
was bored with the splendors of 
Brideshead, Sebastian Flyte might 
have taken Charles Ryder in one 
hand and his teddy bear, Aloysius, 
in the other, sent for the Rolls and 
bid the chauffeur hasten to The 
Black Swan in Helmsley for a lun- 
cheon of pork with bilberries and 
treacle tart. Although Evelyn Waugh 
set his novel Brideshead Revisited in En- 
gland’s Wiltshire, he fashioned 
Brideshead Castle on Castle How- 
ard, a few miles from Helmsley in 
North Yorkshire, where the recent 
television series was filmed. 

For anyone exploring this gently 
rolling moorland area’s stately homes- 
—of which Castle Howard is but 
one—The Black Swan, a combination 
of Elizabethan, Tudor and Georgian 
houses that makes it the one domi- 
nant building on Helmsley’s market 
square, offers a comfortable base. 

One might suppose, given infla- 
tion, crippling taxation and termites, 
that Britain’s stately homes would 
be gradually crumbling away. In 
fact, 75 historic homes and gardens 
were added this year to the hun- 
dreds listed as open to the public. In 
most of the shires it would be diffi-

cult to find a hotel more than 20 
miles from an historic house, and so 
it is possible to visit two or three in a 
single day and still be back at your 
inn for dinner. 

Sitting on one of the cozy 18th- 
century carved oak settles in the an- 
tique-filled bar at The Black Swan, 
tourists plan visits to the city of 
York, the ruins of Rievaulx Abbey, 
Newby Hall and Sutton Park, all 
within a 30-mile radius. Newby Hall 
is one of the most famous Robert 
Adam houses. Still lived in, the 
house is in a 25-acre garden setting, 
contains a rare set of magnificent 
Gobelins tapestries, Roman sculp- 
ture and a collection of Chippendale 
furniture. 

Hand-carved woodwork is a 
flourishing industry around Helms- 
ley, and at The Black Swan the bed- 
heads, wardrobes and dressing tables 
have been made from matching 
hand-carved oak. Among the suites, 
the Bilsdale is elegantly styled in the 
Tudor period with flowered screens 
and bed linens. Along with charm- 
ing draperies and sparkling antique 
silver, the blending of the inn’s 
17th- and 18th-century oak and ma- 
hogany furniture promotes a sooth- 
ing atmosphere. 

Some 250 miles southwest, near 
Warminster, Wiltshire, Bishopstrow 
House, am’ aristocratic Georgian 
mansion standing in parkland dotted 
with peacocks, geese, sheep and a 
pony, is a splendidly comfortable 
touring center. Nearby are Wilton 
House, Longleat and Bowood Gar- 
dens, as well as Bath, Stonehenge 
and the National Trust Village of 
Lacock.

One of the hotel’s rooms boasts a 
dark oak Jacobean fevr-poster with 
bed curtains, draperies and wallpa- 
per in a matching pattern of pink 
roses, saffron carnations and vines 
on a cream background and a bath- 
room with matching fabric. A tof- 
fee-colored carpet is scattered with 
Oriental rugs. There are lavish ar- 
rangements of fresh flowers, which 
complement the French and English 
antiques, and the bedrooms have se- 
rene views across the pastures. 

Great pride is taken in the food 
served. One dinner began with an 
avocado and endive salad, followed 
by cheese soufflé, then rack of En- 
glish lamb with herb stuffing, fresh 
vegetables and a choice of fruit, ice 
cream or chocolate desserts with a 
tray of cheeses. Breakfast in your 
room is served on a damask-covered 
table, with pretty china and a silver 
tea strainer. The flaky hot croissants 
come with homemade cherry jam, 
bitter marmalade and _ freshly 
squeezed orange juice. A full English 
breakfast can be had in the glass- 
enclosed conservatory, which is also 


used for dinner. 

Eighteen miles away, just outside 
Salisbury, stands Wilton House, one 
of England’s finest historic homes. 
Owned by the Earl of Pembroke, the 
house was worked on by Inigo Jones 
around 1650 and completed by 
James Wyatt in 1810. Jones’s superb 
state rooms house a treasure of 
paintings and furniture, and there is 
an exhibition of 7,000 model sol- 
diers. The extensive gardens are the 
center for a summer horticultural 
show and an antiques fair in March. 

For garden lovers, Bowood, at 
Calne, offers one of the finest exam- 
ples of “Capability” Brown’s English 
landscapes. The lake walk includes a 
Doric temple, hermit’s cave, cascade, 
60 acres of rhododendrons, Italian 
garden, rose garden and an arbore- 
tum. The Earl of Shelburne occupies 
the 18th-century house, which has 
three new exhibition rooms featur- 
ing sculpture, watercolors, costumes, 
ceramics and furniture. 

An easy drive north from Bishop- 
strow House is The Bear Hotel at 
Woodstock, Oxfordshire, where the 
motto on the matchbooks is, ““The 
inn was old when the palace was 
new.” The 18th-century palace is, of 
course, Blenheim, which stands at 


the edge of the village and was Si 
Winston Churchill’s birthplace. Th 
home of the Duke of Marlborough 
Blenheim is one of the “big seven,” 
as the most visited stately homes ar 
called, and a truly magnificent ex- 
ample of classical architecture an 


beautifully landscaped gardens.}; 


Paintings, tapestries and exhibits of! 
“Churchilliana” are great attractions. 

Also close to The Bear are Ditch- 
ley Park, noted for its interior deco- 
ration; Broughton Castle, complete 
with moat; and the 17th-century 
gem, Rousham House. 

The Bear’s original 16th-century 
structure remains intact though new 
rooms have been added by incorpo- 
rating buildings such as stables, so 
that the hotel’s additions now re- 
semble a little mews. The cobble- 
stone yard overflows with pink and 
red geraniums and lavender beds, 
and the 40 rooms combine a strong 
sense of history with all modern 
comforts. A pants press, well-lit 
dressing table and tiny fridge add 
comfort to individual rooms. 

Continuing north up the spine of 
England, a driver would do well to 
pause at Bakewell, Derbyshire, heart 
of the district of peaks and lakes, of 
Bakewell tart, sage sausages and

to stay in. Eight miles from Edinburgh, at Bonnyrigg, 
the 700-year-old Dalhousie Castle stands on beautiful 
grounds of streams and wooded walks. It has played 
host to Edward I, Henry IV, Oliver Cromwell and 
Queen Victoria; today its 24 rooms, all with bath and 
shower, are simply but elegantly furnished, and there 
are masses of thick towels in the bathrooms.The public 
rooms include a handsome library and a dungeon bar. 
Lennoxlove, the home of the Duke of Hamilton, at 
Haddington, is the drawing card for historic-house 
hunters here. It dates from the days of Mary, Queen of 
Scots, and her casket and death mask are on view, 
together with the Hamilton Palace art collection. 
Another castle—to visit—is Floors, at Kelso in the 
border country overlooking the River Tweed and the 
Cheviot Hills. It is the home of the Duke and Duchess 
of Roxburghe and has a fine display of porcelain, tapes- 
tries, French and English furniture and Old Masters. 
For those who prefer to stay in Edinburgh, The Rox- 
burghe Hotel matches its classical 18th-century exteri- 
or with rooms freshly decorated in period style. The 
second-floor bedrooms are especially attractive with 
marble fireplaces and recently modernized, carpeted

bathrooms. 

In the quest to visit another famous castle—Inver- 
aray—in Argyll, you may stumble upon the remote 
village of Strachur, poised at the edge of Loch Fyne, the 
long arm of the sea that stretches toward the mountains 
of Scotland’s West Coast. Here Sir Fitzroy and Lady 
Maclean run the 23-room Creggans Inn as their finale 
to a life of derring-do. 

In a pastoral setting of bright water and craggy land- 
scapes, the inn caters to fisherman who set out just after 
the 5 a.m. dawn and travelers who glory in the lush, 
green vegetation and breathtaking views. 

The Macleans manage to combine the original atmo- 
sphere of the country pub Creggans has long been with 
the luxury of the hotel it is now. Many of Lady Ma- 
clean’s recipes, which are served daily, can be purchased 
in a cookbook. She decorated the bedrooms herself, 
with tiny fern-patterned fabric covering bedside tables 
and feather comforters, color coordinated with curtains 
and dressing tables. ’ 

Inveraray has been the headquarters of the Clan 
Campbell since the 15th century, but the present castle 
was built 200 years ago. Its Great Hall, Armory and 
state rooms, with tapestries and pictures, and the old 
kitchen are on view. 

But one need not travel so far to experience the 
grandeur of Britain’s stately homes. In a two-day Lon- 
don stopover, one can easily take in Ham House at 
Richmond, Osterley Park House (strategically situ-

They are avail- 
able from BritRail Travel Interna- 
tional, 630 Third Ave., New York, 
NY 10017, (212) 599-5400, but cannot 
be purchased in Britain. BritRail is also 
the place to obtain an “Open to 
View” ticket, which admits the 
holder to about 500 stately homes 
and private museums all over the 
country. The pass is good for one 
month, costs $19 ($9.50 for children) 
but is likely to go up in price on Jan. 
1, 1983. Buy it now and it will be 
good through all next year. 

An entertaining companion for a 
journey linked to stately homes and 
comfortable inns is Through Britain on 
Country Roads by Peter Brereton 
(Crown Publishers, $12.95). Mr. 
Brereton’s goal is to guide the un- 
hurried traveler along 18 scenic 
routes while using the profusion of 
good minor roads that are relatively 


traffic-free, and he succeeds admira- 






























bly. 

Each route is illustrated with clear } 
maps and diagrams, and there is de-|} 
tailed information on the nature of 
the countryside, local lore, historic 
sights and accommodations. The 
routes range from Devon and Corn- 
wall in the southwest and Oxford- 
shire to the Dales of Yorkshire and 
the Highlands of Scotland. 

For details of stately homes, Hisfor- 
ic Houses, Castles and Gardens in Great 
Britain and Ireland is clearly the ulti- 
mate reference book.

Shaker style. To the Shakers, a reli- 
gious sect that flourished in America 
during the 19th century, the ar- 
rangement of the chair on the wall 
reflected the state of order, harmony 
and cleanliness their creed stood for. 
Lovers of this indigenous American 
style will find a wonderful opportu- 
nity in an exhibit, “The Shaker 
Chair: Strength, Spriteliness & Mod- 
est Beauty,” on now through the 
end of October 1983 at The Shaker 
Museum in Old Chatham, N.Y. The 
show illustrates the evolution of a 
form we consider a work of art today. 
The name Shaker has become al- 
most synonymous with Shaker fur- 
niture—a pristine, ingeniously mini- 
mal and superfunctional design 
radiating the thought system that 
produced it. Just two years after 
coming to America, the Shakers be- 
gan their chair making in 1776. They 
anticipated the Bauhaus. The “‘less is 
more” philosophy guiding the work 
of thoughtful designers through 
much of the 20th century was liter- 
ally an article of faith to the Shakers. 
The moral precepts that informed 
their work also yielded the practical 
solutions to many of the same prob- 
lems we struggle with today—for 
example, the challenge of maximiz- 


Most of the societies produced chairs for their own 
needs, which included durability, portability, 
lightness and ease of cleaning and repair.

ing light and space in ever-diminish- 
ing living quarters. Light and space, 
premiums of the 1980s, were looked 
on as heavenly gifts in the 1780s. 

Carpenters’ terms such as “up- 
right,” “foursquare,” “straight’’ and 
“squaring-off” were the moral met- 
aphors imbuing every Shaker object. 
The selection of the perfect wood, 
the application of the right tool, the 
selfless investment of time and ef- 
fort produced perfect work—so pre- 
cise that today we perceive such pre- 
cision as being machine-made. What 
supported such perfection? The be- 
lief that “to work is to worship.” 

Chair manufacture, which began 
as a necessary part of the Shaker 
ethic of self-sufficiency, eventually 
became a major source of income 
from sales to “The World” (those 
living outside the Shaker communi- 
ty). Over the years, chairs made for 
trade underwent subtle changes un- 
til the industry reached its peak in 
the late 1870s under the eldership of 
Robert Wagan of the Mt. Lebanon 
society. Wagan’s marketing acumen 
elevated the Shaker chair industry to 
a new level of importance, as in the 
1870s, no less, he saw the mass ap- 
peal of an “old-fashioned” style. 

Experts acknowledge three peri- 
ods of the Shaker chair: Early Shaker 
(1776-1810), which appears primi- 
tive and somewhat heavy; Middle 
Shaker (1810-1870), which is light- 
weight, refined and tensile; and Late 
Shaker (1870-1935), which reflects 
Victorian influences and looks com- 
paratively vulgar next to the trim 
lines of the pieces from the Middle 
period. Connoisseurs pursue pieces 
from the Middle period. For exam- 
ple, a ladder-back chair bearing the 
stamp of the Mt. Lebanon society 
sold for $1,300 at Sotheby Parke 
Bernet last November.

However, they should be 
regarded as modern rendi- 
tions rather than as classic 
examples of the old craft- 
manship. Nonetheless, 
anything authentically 
Shaker appreciates in value. 

“Every force evolves a 
form.’’” To the Shakers 
function was the design 
and beauty an incidental 
by-product. The art of 
craftmanship was ignored, 
and superb execution was 
married to specific use— 
the literal concept of 
made-to-order. As an ex- 
ample, a man’s chair was 
made not only to suit his 
personal measurements, 
but also to serve a purpose 
such as reading or sewing. 
A woman’s sewing box 
was built between the legs 
of her chair where every- 
thing she’d need would be 
right at hand. If, however, 
a person’s measurements 
or purpose were unknown, 
there were seven chair 
sizes to choose from and an 
almost endless choice of 
shapes adapted to the us- 
er’s needs. In fact, the 
Shakers were the first to 
popularize the rocking 
chair as a comfort to the 
old and sick. They also 
perfected the wheelchair, 
whose awkward steering 
made it a nuisance, by 
adding a small third wheel 
at the back to help steer. 
Function was also a factor 
in details such as finials— 
not simply added for deco- 
ration but rather carved to 
protect the top slat of the 
ladder-back chair when it 
was tilted against a wall—a 
very human action in any 
chair. With the

ing hats and cloaks not in use, the 


Shakers dispelled the no- 
tion of “fixed” furnish- 
ings. They hung 
their chairs on the 
walls, thus leaving 
the floor free and 
clear for other uses. 
Perhaps the easiest 
chair for us to appre- 
ciate is the Shaker 
dining chair, whose 
taped seat of wool or 
leather is the one 
usually seen hanging 
upside down on 
the wall. The 
crisscross weav- 
ing of the tape 
allows no dust to 
accumulate; a 
gentle tap with a broom- 
stick rids the seat of debris. 
The “backless’” aspect of 
the chair allows it to be 
slipped under the tabletop 
after a meal so it takes up 
minimal floor space. And 
the chair is so lightweight 
a child can hang it up. 
Many other Shaker fur- 
nishings reflect the same 
logical considerations.

AN ENGLISH 
RESTORATION DRAMA 
Antiques from Englands Stately Homes 
remarkably transformed into aristocratic reproductions

ntiguum Obtinens— 
Hold to the Old Or- 
der. Ne Obliviscaris—Do Not 
Forget. The very mottos of 
so many of the English 
peers suggest an attitude 
and perhaps even an ad- 
diction to preservation. For 
the best part of one thou- 
sand years the families 
who own the original fur- 
niture in the Baker Stately 
Homes Collection have 
been restoring, renovating, 
adapting to a new modern 
age. “New modern” might 
have been Columbus’ year 
of 1492 when the Lyttons 
built Knebworth House 
where they still live. There 
was always that rehabili- 
tating and refurbishing of 
houses which was essential 
because their Lords not 
only had to thrive, but had 
to be seen to thrive in full 
current splendour. They 
are all pretty expert at it by 
now, even though the need 
for new battlements has 
given way to new burglar 
alarms and hard-won di- 
rectorships to earn funds 
to replace the feudal dues. 
Lordly estate owners 
were also avid collectors in 
that, as fashions changed, 
they acquired. Some 
moved into new lighter, 
brighter premises in Tudor 
days, escaping from their 
fortress fastnesses. The al- 
ready ancient Earls of

> sumed in 1978. 
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Pembroke built the great 
Wilton House and the 
Thynnes, now Marquesses 
of Bath, and Lord Middle- 
ton’s family built Eliza- 
bethan palaces sparkling 
with arrays of the myriad 
panes of then-rare glass. 
There were also, of course, 
exceptions like the Duke 
of Marlborough to whom 
Queen Anne give Blen- 
heim Palace in the 18th 
century, or the Duke of 
Wellington to whom a 
grateful nation presented 
mansions suited to his con- 
quests. Both these Dukes 
came of long-established 
families and knew well 
how to command the most 
celebrated designers of 
their day into urgent ac- 
tion. The resulting gran- 
deur remains as sought af- 
ter now as then. 

By the 18th century 
these families were well- 
used to ordering the best 
and refurnished with ease 
and vigour. They were also 
collecting in an era blessed 
with an extravagance of 
great craftsmanship. It is 
extraordinary that the apo- 
gee of ever mutable high 
fashion continues to in- 
clude these great 18th- and 
early-19th-century works, 
which can be both practi- 
cal and enhancing in two 
and three centuries. You 
can take these pieces any- 
where, from stone hall to 
modern apartment, in orig- 
inal or copied form. It is 
fortunate that the greater 
proportion of this furniture 
lends itself to copying, with 
its sure regular lines rather 
than the tremulous uncer- 
tainty of earlier centuries, 


or manifest swirling of 
high Victoriana. 

In all our great houses 
you can see this universal 
quality of the Stately 
Homes Collection clearly 
defined. Witness Kneb- 
worth House, that 1492 
home of The Honourable 
David Lytton Cobbold. 
The great oak- and chest- 
nut-panelled, carved Re- 
naissance banqueting hall 
centres a flamboyantly Re- 
gency dining table, c. 1810. 
The swashbuckling Prince 
Regent set the styles of 
that day with fancy tastes 
which, however precari- 
ously, kept within the pa- 
rameters of true propor- 
tion. This dining table has 
broad, bold ebonized and 
satinwood bands, and a 
pedestal support straight 
from ancient Egypt. Here it 
stands distinctively in an 
heroic room 320 years its 
senior. The table enjoys

world’s largest known

How mar- 
velous to experience firsthand the in- 
teriors of houses that have survived 
the wear and tear of living for centur- 
ies. What’s more, the superb furnish- 
ings of these houses translate from 
baronial hall to colonial house thanks 
to a fine reproductions program being 
undertaken by the Baker Furniture 
Co. In order to show just how the 
reproductions transplant, House 
Beautiful asked designer John Robert 
Moore to decorate an American house 
with pieces selected from Baker’s 
Stately Homes Collection. 

Mr. Moore chose an 1802 brick 
Federal-style house on the banks of 
the Hudson River in Stuyvesant Falls, 
N.Y., to display English country 
house decorating and its adaptability 
to modern-day American life. The 
historic Henry Van Schaack House 
has the gracefully proportioned rooms 
and plain, stalwart lines that are in 
keeping with the original scale of 
these reproductions.

Since the 10th century, many new generations of artists, 
architects and craftsmen have fallen in love with the glo- 
ries of Greece and the grandeurs of Rome.

phreys almost did without. *'l 
never learned to cook be- 
cause |’d been too busy as a 
resident and an intern—so | 
didn’t see why | needed a 
kitchen,” she says. To Anto- 
nio Morello and Donato Sa- 
voie of Morsa, the designers 
who were fast becoming her 
close friends, life without 
cooking is life not really lived. 
They insisted on a kitchen 
and invited her over for 
homemade pasta to see their 
own professional one. ‘She 
was fascinated,”’ recalls Mr. 
Morello. “‘Il really was very 
good in chemistry,’ she told 
us. ‘Maybe it is time |! learned 
to cook.’”’ And thus Dr. Hum- 
phreys not only agreed to a 
kitchen but was so inspired 
by the cookbook they gave 
her she enrolled in classes 
given by its author, Giuliano 
Bugialli. “‘Now she’s a fantas- 
tic cook and has wonderful 
dinner parties every week- 
end,” says Mr. Morello. 
Despite Dr. Humphreys’ 
newfound joy in entertaining, 
her loft was designed primari- 
ly as a retreat from a nerve- 
jangling New York hospital 
where she works long hours 
as a neurologist. “| wanted 
Space and serenity,’’ she says 
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in a hospital, says the designer 


of her decision to carve a 
home out of a former gar- 
ment factory with broken win- 
dows and no plumbing. “I'd 
thought of decorating the loft 
myself, but then | realized | 
wanted to educate my taste,” 
she says, “and Morsa’s was 
the kind of taste | wanted.” 

Watching them work was 
an education in imaginative 
thinking. ‘“‘When | asked, 
‘What do you think of vertical 
blinds?’ Antonio said, ‘No, 
let’s do something entirely 
new’ ’’—and came up with the 
idea of shades made out of 
boat sails. Fitted with pulleys, 
they can be pulled flat across 
the window or left lolling at 
the side (see dining room 
photo). 

In the bathroom the design- 
er “wanted to kill the white 
hospital look,’’ and thus they 
carried the kitchen’s jade 
marble into the adjacent 
bathroom, substituted gold- 
plated brass faucets for insti- 
tutional chrome and even 
managed to banish shower 
curtains with a glass splash 
guard in the tub. ‘‘For a beau- 
tiful woman, we thought there 
should be lots of mirror,’ Mr. 
Moreilo adds. “| would have 
settled for something much 
simpler,’ confesses Dr. Hum- 
phreys, who also admits to 
being totally delighted by the 


rich material. “I’ve lived here 
a year and there isn’t a thing 
I'd change.’ @

peculiarly American condition? Cer- 
tainly not, although none other than 
Mark Twain, as archetypal an 
American as we've ever produced, 
seemed to think otherwise. He once 
gave the matter sober consideration 
from the perspective of a villa in 
Florence, where he hoped the cli- 
mate would benefit his ailing wife, 
Livy. He wrote: “There is a trick 
about an American home that is like 
the deep-lying untranslatable idioms 
of a foreign language—a trick un- 
catchable by the stranger, a trick in- 
communicable and indescribable; 
and that elusive trick, that intangible 
something, whatever it is, is just the 
something that gives the home look 
and the home feeling to an American 
house and makes it the most satisfy- 
ing refuge yet invented by men— 
and women, mostly women.” 

Whatever the trick, many of us 
can verify that it is sometimes trans- 
ferable from one place to another. I, 
for example, lived in the house 
where I was born until I went off to 
college. That house continued to be 
home, ancestrally speaking, for an- 
other 20 years, though my wife, my 
children and I lived 1,200 miles 
away. 

Then one Thanksgiving, during 
the annual holiday pilgrimage to vis- 


it our parents, I noticed our two 
great elms, at least four feet in diam- 
eter, had been tagged with red tape. 
My father confirmed what I’d 
feared: A long-deferred freeway was 
about to be built immediately be- 
hind our house. Goodbye, my entire 
childhood environment. Giant elms, 
birthplace and all the other houses 
on our side of the block—all were 
bulldozed into oblivion. 
ut something quite 
unforeseeable hap- 
pened. In need of a 
safe port in a storm, 
my mother and father moved into a 
house directly across the street. That 
side of the block had been spared 
the highway engineers’ wrath; and 
while as a boy I had always regarded 
the opposite side of the street as 
alien and vaguely inferior to ours, I 
remain bemused to this day by how 
readily I reconciled my sense of deep 
personal loss when the old home 
place was destroyed. (The freeway 
that slashes through the neighbor- 
hood does remain irreconcilable, but 
so do others that have affronted me.) 
By what emotional gymnastics, | 
worder, is a person able to salvage 
that abstract value we call home 
when it is wrenched from one physi- 
cal place and implanted in another? 





Of course, one’s loved ones, usually 
a mother and father, carry the family 
flame. They also carry a lifetime’s 
worth of tangible belongings: the 
well-remembered chairs you've sat 
on, the dishes you’ve eaten from, the 
treasure trove of memorabilia that 


distinguishes one family from others. 

Yet, unsentimental as it may 

sound, neither your loved ones nor 
their possessions—nor even the two 
‘in combination—can guarantee that 
a house may be transformed into a 
home. They are, in the language of 
today’s computerized society, the 
| hardware of a home. The grape arbor 
“may be classified as hardware, as 
well as old Spot, the dog. And so, 
too, heresy of heresies, my Mom’s 
apple pie. 

It is the software that counts. In 
the same sense that a computer is as 
good as the information stored with- 
in it for ready retrieval and effective 
use, a home’s true riches are stored 
within ourselves. But the analogy 
mustn’t be pushed too far; the hu- 
man heart is no floppy disc, nor is 
the mind a data bank designed to 
yield statistical printouts on de- 
mand. Even so, some hearts brim 
with the emotional bounty of lives 
lived abundantly in that singular 
place we call home. 


Considering how many home- 
centered experiences and mental im- 
ages are deposited in a person’s 
memory bank, I am sometimes taken 
aback by the randomness of the re- 
turn on my investments. The only 
childhood Thanksgiving I can sum- 
mon at will, for example, is fraught 
with deferred gratification. It was 
the Thanksgiving I spent on an un- 
authorized hike getting soaked to 
the skin, followed by a late return 
home for dinner. I was petrified but 
saved by late-arriving relatives. In 
the true pilgrim spirit, | was thank- 
ful, indeed. 

hristmas is usually more 

serious. When a young 

friend of ours thinks of 

this day of days, she pic- 
tures herself sitting on the sofa in a 
starched dress, wedged between 
great-aunts, waiting for her cousins 
to arrive. “I knew that when my 
cousins arrived,” she recalls, “my 
parents would let us go play. But the 
funny thing is, I never remember 
playing. Only sitting wedged on the 
sofa.” 

By its nature, of course, holiday 
homecoming is not calculated to in- 
spire unbridled emotional highs. 
Home is where the peaks tend to be 
chipped off and the valleys filled. 


Indeed, a forthright acquaintance of 
mine confesses that one of the most 
satisfying aspects of going home de- 
rives from rediscovering the joys of 
familiarity. There is, of course, the 
old reassuring bed; therapeutically 
obsolete though it be, it’s your bed. 
The tick of the clock, the slam of the 
door, the creak of the steps—they, 
too, may be among your personally 
prized associations. Even the rising 
sun may be a personal possession; if 
the sunlight enters a certain win- 
dow you remember its entering, 
then that is where it is supposed to 
enter. By clear inference, the sun 
therefore rises where it’s supposed 
to. And for the best of all reasons: 
You're at home. 

The process of coming home never 
ends. Far from reflecting a static 
condition in the lives of families, the 
forthcoming holiday season institu- 
tionalizes the growth and change we 
all experience, and the need to share 
them with each other. We shall ei- 
ther be going home to an ancestral 
reaffirmation of our collective 
worth—if we are young—or, if we 
are not, we shall be the ancestral 
touchstone ourselves. 

Either way, the holiday home- 
coming in America richly validates 
our investment in life itself. @

Where are they from and what are they worth? 
Here are expert answers to our readers’ questions—and maybe yours!

The 
value of a reproduction would depend on who made the 
set and when.

GARDEN GUIDE 


NOVEMBER: Yearning for unusual but rugged 
plants for the window garden? Try xerophytes. 


By KEN DRUSE 


ow that the outdoor gardening season has come to an end, we turn 

our attention back to the window garden. Like many hobbyists, 

we're always searching for new interests to our pastimes. We’ve 

mastered the usual in our interior plantscape. Our ficus flourishes, 
and the Chinese evergreen and philodendron thrive dependably. We’ve 
overcome the problems of the indoor garden and triumphed. Now we have a 
craving for the unusual—something different that will suit our environment 
and bring a new and beautiful dimension to our homes. 


Collecting special indoor plants is 
a popular new trend. There have al- 
ways been orchid enthusiasts and 
African violet fanciers, but many 
other rare and unusual plants can 
become “collectibles.” If you have a 
sunny window and a taste for the 
unique, you may want to collect xe- 
rophytes (pronounced zir-e-fits). 





Jatropha’s exotic look belies its easy 
culture 


Xerophytic is the general term for a 
wide variety of succulent plants that 
have, over the centuries, adapted a 
built-in water storage mechanism. 
They have fleshy swollen stems in 
which they store water to cope with 
dry spells in their hostile native 
lands. These plants also have leaves 
that perch atop their craggy, gnarled 
stems. When potted in shallow con- 
tainers, such plants look like tiny 
ancient trees. There are many xero- 
phytes for indoor culture. The eu- 
phorbias, relatives of the poinsettia, 
offer many choices—from a minia- 
ture pineapple-like plant (Euphorbia 


bupleurifolia) to a tree-shaped speci- 
men with a bottle-shaped trunk and 
kelly green leaves (E. misera). Dios- 
coreas, cousins of the true yam, have 
heart-shaped leaves on twining 
vines that sprout from curious round 
bases. The bases appear to have been 
carved from teak by Japanese arti- 
sans. Fockeas have hairlike stems with 
miniature leaves growing from pota- 
tolike bases. Jatrophas have swollen 
“trunks,” figlike leaves, lovely flow- 
ers and can reach 15 feet at maturity. 
Cycads are prehistoric plants that 
come in a hundred different variet- 
ies, including the Zamias and the 
sago palm. 

It’s easy to get started on your 
collection of xerophytes—many are 
offered by mail-order suppliers. Al- 
though these plants are usually 
shipped bare-root, they are quite 
used to tough times in the wild and 
thus the uprooting and subsequent 
repotting does little harm. When 
you receive your plants, select the 
smallest container that will comfort- 
ably accommodate the roots, put in 
some gravel or pot shards and use a 
fast-draining medium such as cactus 
soil mix. 

Some xerophytes lose their leaves” 
for a short time each year. In general, 
watering should be reduced during 
this time and increased when new. 
growth begins. And many xero-_ 
phytes follow dormancy with a 
show of pretty flowers. (For further 
information on the dormancy period 
and on general care for individual 
species, check your library for a 
copy of Exotica or other books on un- 
usual succulents.) ™

Thes 
pieces enrich the drawing room o 
Lennoxlove Castle, the Duke an 
Duchess’s present home. Adam’s de 
signs have indeed proved themselve 
as they add tone to style after style 
decade after decade. 

The Duke of Argyll has the sam 
hauntingly evocative history, whic 
echoes in the battles and songs o 
Highland strife as well as those o 
the English Court. The Duke stil 
lives in the seat of his forbears 
where a strong exotic quality bears 
out the French alliance with Scottish 
aspirations. The Duke speaks seven 
languages and in addition to his 
many business directorships remains 
Hereditary Keeper to the Royal 
Household in Scotland. 

The Duke’s forbear employed the 
architect Robert Adam in his own) 
household, who, with Adam’s 
brother and father, served out an ap- 
prenticeship at Inveraray. The works, 
of many great cabinetmakers and 
artists throng those great rooms, 
making any choice for any collection 
appear infinitely simple and then ul- 
timately impossible with such embar- 
ras de richesse! The final choice is trib- 
ute to the selected items which 
completely fulfill both practical and 
decorative essentials of the Stately 
Homes Collection. Both Duke and 
Duchess have studied restoration 
extensively and understand all too 
well those complex intricacies, and 
are duly intrigued by the extension 
of restoration to positive birth by 
the Baker Reproductive System. 

It is not surprising that the Duke 
of Marlborough is amongst those 
who have withdrawn to a private 
wing of a colossal building. It is 
more amazing to think that the late 
Duke lived in the entirety of Blen- 
heim Palace, his cousin Winston 
Churchill reviving all the political 
and military panache that this fam- 
ily have excelled and revelled in 
since. long before Queen Anne or- 
dered the palace to be built for her 
conquering hero, the first Duke.

WATCHING WILD BIRDS 


Your backyard can be a haven for 
beautiful winged wildlife whose comings 
and goings you can watch all winter 


By KIT AND GEORGE HARRISON 


ts actually very easy to 
find the way to a bird's 
heart—as anyone who 
has been entranced by 
cardinals and orioles outside 
the window knows. 
Making your house their fa- 
vorite spot is a simple matter 
of providing all the things 
birds love—their top choice in 
seeds, a place to get a drink, a 
sheltered branch for sitting 
(and singing!). Here, Kit and 
George Harrison, two wildlife 
experts, tell how to make your 
yard a wildlife haven. 


1. Birds love water: 
They also need it to sur- 
vive, so even a simple 
birdbath will attract 
birds to your yard. Rig 
up a fountain or let a 
hose drip into a pool of 
water, and you'll lure 
birds from amazing distances. The 
sound of running or dripping water 
is a surefire attraction. Baby birds 
particularly love to take baths—and 
are delightful to watch. Not know- 
ing quite how to proceed, they stick 
one toe in, then another and hop out 
again. Then they back in, tail first. 
When they’re far enough in, they 
begin the typical dunking and flap- 
ping motions that their parents use. 
After the first time or two, they will 
go in front first, just like the big 
guys. 

2. Serve their favorite foods: If 
you've ever noticed that some seeds 
in a feeder are always left over, 
you'll understand that “eating like a 
bird” means being a picky eater, too. 
Wild bird seed, a popular and inex- 
pensive mixture, generally has 8 to 
10 different varieties of seeds— 
cracked corn, sunflower, red and

white millet, milo, oat groats, wheat 
and buckwheat. The preferred fare: 
cracked corn, sunflower and red and 
white millet. Cracked corn is a spe- 
cial favorite that brings morning 
doves, juncos, sparrows, cardinals, 
pheasants and quail to our yard. 

Sunflower seeds are probably the 
best all-around food for attracting 
the greatest numbers of what are 
considered “desirable” birds. It is 
preferred, for instance, by cardinals, | 
finches, grosbeaks, chickadees, tit- 
mice, nuthatches and crossbills. One | 
of the newest and most exciting bird © 
seeds is Niger, often mistakenly 
called thistle seed. Niger is not a 
thistle but a tiny black import that 
looks like caraway. It’s dynamite for 
attracting finches—goldfinches, pur- 
ple finches, pine siskins and redpolls 
will stay all winter once they discov- 
er your Niger seed feeder. 

For birds that normally eat insects, © 
don’t forget about suet. Woodpeck- 
ers, nuthatches, flickers and chicka- 
dees will be some of the constant 
visitors to your suet feeder. Beef 





: 
suet is the hard white fat that sur- 
vrounds the kidneys—and most 
butchers are happy to give it to you 
-at no charge. Just hang it in an onion 
_bag—or put it in a commercial suet 
'feeder made of plastic-coated hard- 
_ware cloth with a securely fitting lid. 
For a permanent suet holder, the lat- 
ter is a better method, since it deters 
“nocturnal visitors such as flying 
squirrels and racoons, who are no- 
-torious for making off with a choice 
ypiece of suet. 
| 3. The best bird feeders: Actually, 
yyou don’t need a feeder at all—bird 
seed scattered on the ground (or 
}bread crumbs in the snow) will at- 
tract birds. But since one of the main 
vreasons for establishing a feeding 
station is so you can watch the birds, 
try to put a feeder close to the house 
so you have a clear, unobstructed 
‘view. Some feeders are made to 
‘mount directly outside the window, 
)a spot that can’t easily be reached by 
‘scavenging squirrels. The birds 
aren't fussy about the type of feed- 
‘er—it just needs to suit the seeds. 
‘One excellent model is a hanging 
plastic cylinder with lots of perches 
‘for the birds. If you’re clever, you 
‘can make your own feeders very in- 
jexpensively. One of the most effec- 
itive is a homemade feeding tray, 
jabout 24 by 30 inches with a 2-inch 
lip to keep the seed from blowing 
out. Drill small holes for drainage 
and nail it to a stump to raise it 
slightly off the ground. 

Remember to fill feeders as soon 
as they get low—but don’t worry if 
you're away from home for a week 
or two. The idea that birds will 

'starve if you discontinue feeding 
them is merely a myth. They’re fully 
equipped to sustain themselves 

'through winters, and they will sim- 

ply switch back to foraging in the 
wild. Once you’ve let your feeding 

'station lag, however, it may take a 
week or so to lure the birds back. 

4. Trees birds love: Instead of lur- 
ing birds with feeders, you could fill 
your yard with berry trees that will 
provide tasty treats. Some fruit fa- 
vorites: blackberry, blueberry, elder- 
berry, crab apple and hawthorn. To 

'feel secure in your yard, birds re- 
quire cover. They need a protected 
place to hide and rest and feel safe 
from predators. Trees that provide 
food, cover and nesting are pine, 
eastern hemlock, sugar maple, 
spruce, American elm, 
American holly. Some

shrubs that provide for all birds’ 
needs: brambles (blackberries, rasp- 
berries), grapevines, greenbriar, 
gooseberry, black currant and hon- 
eysuckle. But cover doesn’t have to 
entail fruit—it can be anything from 
a hedge of multiflora rose to a dry 
wall depending on the environment 
in which you live. Planning for nat- 
ural shelter is a very important step 
in attracting birds. 


TIPS FOR BIRD LOVERS 

@ In spring and early summer,’ or- 
ange halves, impaled on a nail on a 
tree trunk, should bring in brightly 
colored orioles. 

@® Hummingbirds love to sip the 
nectar of trumpet vine, fuchsia, im- 
patiens, geraniums and hollyhocks. 
Another way to bring them to your 
backyard is to provide a humming- 
bird feeder filled with a boiled solu- 
tion of one part sugar to four parts 
water. 

@ Brush off snow after a storm so 
that birds and other winter wildlife 
will find their food. 

@ A pair of binoculars is especially 
helpful in spotting small warblers 
and kinglets that flit around trees as 
they hawk insects during spring and 
fall migrations. 

@ For a birdbath with running wa- 
ter, poke a small hole in the bottom 
of a bucket. Hang it and the steady 
drip will attract birds for miles. 

@ For photographing birds, shoot 
through the window. If your win- 
dow is of good quality glass, your 
pictures should be good, too. 

@ When putting up birdhouses, 
think about the types of birds you 
want to attract—martins, bluebirds, 
wrens, chickadees, flickers, wood 
ducks—and then make sure that the 
boxes you provide are of the right 
dimensions, with the right size en- 
trance for the species.

The connection 
between the 
families can be 
seen early, with the 
first John Goddard serving 

his apprenticeship with Job 
Townsend and marrying Job’s 
daughter Hannah. Both families 
were Quakers, and they lived in 
a part of Newport, Easton’s 
Neck, on lots owned by the So- 
ciety of Friends. 

The most distinctive Newport 
forms are the chests, desks and 
dressing tables with fronts un- 
dulating in a pattern, called 
blockfront. This design has two 
projecting pilaster-like sections 
flanking one that is recessed. On 
the best examples all three sec- 
tions are topped by shells. The 
combination of the shells and 
the blocking is peculiar to New- 
port, although rare repetitions of 
the design by Connecticut 
craftsmen exist. The Newport 
chests are particularly well 
made: drawer 
fronts cut from 
extra-thick 
boards to allow 
for the blocking; 
mahogany woods 
selected for their 
handsome grain- 
ing; shells carved 
in relatively high

This blockfront 
design is characteristic of New- 
port in that it is more restrained 
and conservative than the com- 
parably elegant efforts of Phila- 
delphia and New York. The 
blocking relates to turn-of-the- 
century chests made in England 
and on the Continent. In Phila- 
delphia, carved ornament in 
the more up-to-date rococo 
style was used. 

In the design of the chair 

shown, the yoke-shaped 
back is an element associat- 
ed with the Queen Anne 
style, but the pierced splat, 
the leaf carving on the legs 
and the claw and ball feet 
are details found more often 
on Chippendale pieces. 
The shell and the raised 
linear pattern of the 
carved ornament on the 
legs, as well as the type 
of feet on the chair, are 
details characteristic of 
Newport work. 

Newport designs ap- 
pear to be more distinctive than 
those of any other American 
center. New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia craftsmen seem to 
have consulted English books of 
design such as Chippendale’s 
The Gentleman and Cabinet Maker's 
Director more frequently than 
their counterparts in Newport. 
One exception is the straight 
legs used in Newport. Straight 
legs were illustrated in the Direc- 
for as designs in the “Chinese 
taste,” and they were popular in 
Newport, although, more often 
than not, the Newport interpre- 
tation ‘had fluting and reeding, 
details that are classical rather 
than Oriental.

The same 
type of leg is 
found on the card 
table (previous page), 
but the top of that 
table and the over- 
all design are 
much more in 
keeping with the 
Chippendale model, which 
may have been the inspiration 
for it. The straight-sided top 
with the fretwork corner brack- 
ets is very close in spirit to table 
designs in Chippendale’s Director. 
Although Newport is not well 
known for its Federal furniture, 
there are a number of handsome 
examples known. After the Rev- 
olution, Newport’s place as a 
major port was taken by Provi- 
dence, but the table here bearing 
the label of Stephen and Thom- 
as Goddard is a prime example 
to prove that quality work con- 
tinued to be produced in New- 
port. Restrained in its overall 
line, the inlays are fine, and the 
urns on the skirt of the Goddard 
table are as much a signature of 
Newport craftsmanship as the 
shells of the Colonial era are. 
Townsend-Goddard furniture 
is tremendously popular with 
collectors of Americana because 
it represents the best in Ameri- 
can design.

church of my youth has become a 
nostalgic midnight service at the 
Chapel of the Snow in Stratton, Vt.,. 
where everyone carries a lighted 
candle out of the church and makes 
a little hollow in the snow so the 
flame is protected from the wind. 

And our tree, like many of yours 
I’m sure, is graced with memorabilia 
from Christmases past and the trea- 
sured ornaments of friends and fam- 
ily. The oversized striped skating 
stockings, hung at the chimney, 
show signs of wear and repair but 
are the same as they have been since 
my children were small. Though we 
no longer read to the children (now 
grown) on Christmas Eve, we estab- 
lished a new tradition, the playing of 
a wonderful tape, Dylan Thomas’s A 
Child's Christmas in Wales. 

Christmas is tradition, preciously 
cherished or brightly born. It is both 
a child’s breathless anticipation and 
an adult’s reassuring comfort in a 
long-familiar ritual of love and 
goodwill. We wish for you all the 
joy and tradition this heartwarming

Today's sunshine and

Today govern- 


metric designs 
and clean white 
backgrounds appeal to our fresh-air 
and sunshine sense of decorating. 
And, of course, the fact that dhurries 
cost a third of their Oriental cousins 
helps the decorating budget. 

And just what is a dhurrie rug? A 
dhurrie, also spelled durrie and dari, 
is a flat-woven carpet that is indige- 
nous to India. It is quite often a 
huge, coarse, thick, striped object, 
and it is this inelegant image that 
has for centuries been the cause of 
its ““poor-relations” status vis-a-vis 
the highly. prized Oriental carpets. 
There are palace-sized dhurries and 
pallet-sized ones. The dhurrie’s orig- 
inal purpose was to serve as a cush- 
ioning layer between bedding and 
the raised sleeping platform found in 
dwellings in India. Upon rising, one 
simply rolled the entire sleeping as- 
semblage into a neat pack, the dhur- 
rie serving as its cover. Larger exam- 
ples, room-sized, prayer-court and 
palace-sized, served as thin rugs. 
The bed-sized dhurrie is still made 
by hand in many villages of the 
Punjab, Haryana and Uttar Pradesh 
in India, though dhurries come from 
Pakistan, China and Rumania as 
well. Machine-loomed dhurries are 
also produced in these countries and 
may cost even less than the hand- 
made ones. 

As a category of antiques, dhurries 
lend themselves to brisk collecting

n 1933, young, unknown Ansel Adams took the train from San Francisco 
to New York to show his prints to Alfred Stieglitz, the legendary 
photographer. Stieglitz pronounced them some of “the finest prints he 
had ever seen” and three years later offered Adams a one-man show at 
his important gallery, An American % 2 ; 
Place. The show was a tremendous turn- 
ing point for Adams, but its prints were 
forgotten in the wake of his later famous 
landscapes—until Andrea Gray, Adams’s 
assistant, decided to track them down. 
Four years later, her re-creation of the 
1936 exhibit will be shown at the Seattle 
Art Museum from December 16 to Janu- 
ary 30 with intimate images such as 
“Snow” (right).

Walt Whitman would have ap- 
proved of this smiling portrait of 
America. From its handsome red, 
white and blue cover to its final un- 
abashed “Amen,” the book sings 
America’s praises. In this case, how- 
ever, the songs are composed princi- 
pally of photographs, the words by 
E.L. Doctorow providing what he 
calls “antiphonal responses” to the 
pictures. The full-page, boldly col- 
ored photographs are on the same 
giant scale as the country they cele- 
brate, and the mood throughout is 
blatantly patriotic. Pictured in all 
their diversity are Americans at 
work and at play, engaging in a wide 
assortment of pursuits. It must be 
said that men greatly outnumber 
women, but there are lots and lots of 
children. Clowns cavort, cowboys 
ride the range, and migrant workers 
pick chrysanthemums in California. 
There’s the trading room of a Wall 
Street brokerage house and a pool 
room in Americus, Ga. Mickey Roo- 
ney sits atop a huge float at a 
Thanksgiving Day parade; children 
are costumed for Halloween; and a 
very uncostumed actress lounges in 
her Broadway dressing room. The 
land itself has never looked more 
glorious. An Indian village turns out 
to be the set for Little Big Man, but 
there’s nothing phony about the fe- 
male moose on Lazy Tom Pond in 
Maine or the Alaskan grizzly bear. 
The pictures show a proudly self- 
confident America; the text by Doc- 
torow is cautionary. He would hold 
us to the faith that made the country 
not only great in size and might, but 
great in heart and spirit also. And he 
fears we may be losing our historic 
sense of purpose. Unfortunately,

Doctorow’s message is marred by 
some pretentious writing, but he is a 
man of passionate conviction who 
bears listening to.

GREAT MAGAZINE COVERS OF THE

Remember the short-lived Fiair of 
the ‘50s, the magazine with the hole 
in the cover? Fleur Cowles’s innova- 
tive cut-out cover is not repro- 
duced—perhaps author Patricia Kery 
doesn’t think it’s art—but it must be 
one of the only publications omitted 
from this comprehensive pictorial 
history of the illustrated magazine. 
The text is interesting and informa- | 
tive, but the real story is in the pic- 
tures, almost 600 of them, in full- 
color, glossy and _ gorgeously 
presented. Who says you can’t tell a 
magazine by its cover! Twenty coun- 
tries and over a century and a half of 
publishing history are represented in 
this compendium, reflecting chang- | 
ing trends in art as well as in life- 
style. In the late 19th and early 20th 
centuries, Art Nouveau was all the | 
rage and flourished in the German 
Jugend and the Spanish Blanco y Negro. — 
Later,, magazines used artists like 
Miro, Lautrec, Léger and Chagall! as 
illustrators and still later, the great 
fashion photographers—Avedon, 
Parker and Lieberman. Sentimental, 
sophisticated, even scandalous, 
there’s a cover appealing to every 
taste. Three House Beautiful covers 
are included, my favorite being a 
decorative drawing of a tender 
spring garden by Mark Russell for 
the March 1926 issue. Of course 
there’s homespun Norman Rockwell

“Show me your spaces and I will 
tell you what plants to get for 
them,” Gertrude Jekyll used to tell 
the gilded gentry for whom she and 
her partner, the architect Edward 
Lutyens, created country homes and 
gardens of astonishing beauty and 
variety. An unlikely couple, as 
Brown notes in her charming short 
biographies of the partners, never- 
theless they worked well together, 
and between them they raised the 
English garden to a high art, glori- 
ously captured in photographs, 
sketches, drawings and planting 
plans. The time was that last gasp of 
the British Empire we call the Ed- 
wardian Age. Space was plentiful, 
life was leisurely, and the afternoons 
were golden. To have a Lutyens 
house and a Jekyll garden was the 
dream of the British gentleman, and 
the partnership attracted clients with 
wealth and taste and the freedom to 
indulge their most fanciful desires. 
Some of that golden light bathes this 
book.

Long before I moved to the state, 
the idea of “Christmas in Connecti- 
cut’” evoked for me wonderfully 
old-fashioned images of rambling 
clapboard farmhouses and comfort- 
able country inns with crackling 
fires in welcoming hearths and the 
scent of pine and wood smoke. 
Christmas Eve caroling on Currier- 
and-Ives village greens and candle- 
light services in prim trim-steepled 
churches complete the picture. 

The r discovered, is even 
better. A to the Connecticut 
River area that stretches 35 miles or 
so southeast from Hartford to Old 
Lyme will find a veritable Christmas 
pudding of surpri sophisticated

historic houses, quality theater and 
one of the most remarkable of 
America’s 19th-century homes, the 
Mark Twain house in Hartford. In 
short, a stimulating collage of the 
venerable old and exciting new. 


WHERE TO STAY 


Since one can meander so easily 
back and forth across the Connecti- 
cut River and distances are so short, 
I would recommend establishing a 
base for your explorations at one of 
the area’s inviting inns, then make 
daily expeditions from there. 

The Old Lyme Inn, in the one- 
time summer colony for artists in 
Old Lyme, was built in 1850 as part 
of a working farm. The white clap- 
board Empire building was turned 
into an antiques-furnished inn in 
1976. Whether you stay there or not, 
the excellent dining room, with its 
French nouvelle cuisine-accented 
menu, should be a mandatory stop 
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One of the common rooms at The Butternut 
Inn at Glastonbury, Conn., (above). The 1721 
farmhouse is host to gracious, small guest 
rooms exquisitely furnished with antiques of 
the period. Architect Edward Tuckerman 
Potter designed Mark Twain’s house in 1874, 
(below). The three-story house is characterized 
by its layered roofs, gaily colored tiles, 
gables and veranda. In fact, the house subtly 
suggests a steamboat. 





sometime during your visit. You 
might try the roasted game hen with 
chestnut-prune dressing. 

Most historic of the inns is the 
Griswold in Essex, one of the pretti- 
est waterfront villages in New En- 
gland. The “Gris,” as it is affection- 
ately calied, was already venerable 
when the British commandeered it 
for their officers after they captured 
the village during the War of 1812. 
“Long on charm, but short on

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slumbing,’’ was the way one officer 
escribed it. The ; still there. 
[he plumbing, fortunately, has been 
modernized. 

Up the river at East Haddam is a 
new inn, Bishop’s Gate, located in an 
1817 frame house built as a parson- 
age. Furnished with a mix of Ameri- 
can antiques and Oriental accoutre- 
ments, the rooms are favorites with 
the theater people appearing at the 
Goodspeed Opera House nearby. 

My special favorite is Butternut 
Farm in Glastonbury, five miles 
south of Hartford. What makes this 
1721 farmhouse special is not just its 
smallness (only four rooms), but the 
care with which owner Donald Reid, 
a dedicated antiques buff, has fur- 
nished it. The prize guest room has a 
fishnet canopy over a pencil-post 
cherry four-poster bed, a fine six- 
drawer cherry chest, a 1790 wing- 
back chair and the original pump- 
kin-pine wide floorboards. Notice, 
as you wander through the house, 
Reid’s pet possession, a cherry high- 
boy in the main parlor, with a scal- 
loped center and transitional Queen 


charm is 


Anne-to-Chippendale legs. 
Butternut Farm serves only break- 
fast, but the tall glass of fresh- 
squeezed orange juice, hot muffins, 
homemade pear, peach or apple jam 
and freshly brewed tea or coffee, 
served on English Adams ironstone 
with family silver and a silver tea- 
pot, give one considerable momen- 
tum for a long day of sightseeing. 


WHAT'S TO SEE 


First stop should be the Mark 
Twain house, where the author and 
his family lived for 20 years (from 
1871 to 1891). Twain (or Clemens) 
built the large three-story brick 
house in what has come to be called 
“steamboat- Gothic” style on a 100- 
acre wooded tract known as Nook 
Farm. Actor William Gillette’s father 
bought the tract and sold parcels to 
writers and other professionals. At 
the time Nook Farm was the address 
for literary and social Hartford. To- 
day, the city has nibbled away at the 
woods, and the Twain house and the 
Harriet Beecher Stowe house nearby 
are all that remain. 

But what houses they are! Twain’s 
house evokes the man as few places 
of historic interest do: It helps that 
the guides are well versed in Twain 
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anecdotes that bring each room to 
glorious life, but the rooms them- 
selves are prime examples of a very 
personal eccentric Victoriana that 
charms today. 

There are 19 rooms, 18 carved and 
tiled fireplaces and one unusual 
carved mantel extending from floor 
to ceiling that was brought back by 
Twain from Ayton Castle in Edin- 
burgh. Twain spent $131,000 on the 
house—a fortune at the time, pro- 
ceeds from his book /nnocents Abroad. 
He hired Louis Comfort Tiffany to 
decorate it. Tiffany touches are easi- 
ly recognized in the Easter lily glass 
panels at the front door and the deli- 
cate silvery stenciled wall designs. 


WHERE TO EAT 


You might want to lunch, north- 
ern Italian style at Gaetano’s in 
Hartford’s modern Civic Center. 
Various pasta and veal dishes, such 
as pasta Angelica or veal Imbota 
with fennel-flavored sausage and 
meaty mushrooms, are especially 
good. The setting is pretty too, with 
big glass windows overlooking the 
busy downtown streets. 

Another choice would be to drive 
to Middletown, have lunch at the 
Town Farms Inn and then browse at 
The Shop, the newly opened craft 
shop/gallery of the Wesleyan Pot- 
ters’ Guild, one of the most widely 
respected craft centers in New En- 
gland. The shop is open only Thurs- 
day through Sunday from 1 to 5 p.M., 
so choose your time carefully. 

Lunch at the Town Farms Inn will 
put you in a proper mood for crafts 
browsing. The Town Farms was 
once the local poorhouse, but Wil- 
liam Winterer, owner of the Gris- 
wold Inn, renovated the sturdy old 
brick building and decorated it with 
supreme taste. The first dining room, | 
with soft rose-red walls, has an Indi- 
an motif, with portraits of chiefs and 
ethnic baskets hung by the two tiled 
fireplaces. The second, larger room is 
an elegant study in frosty blue- 
green, with a charming wall mural 
stretching from one end of the room| 
to the other, depicting 19th-century > 
life along the Connecticut River. 


WHAT TO TAKE HOME 


The crafts displayed at The Shop 
are very selective. The range of pot- 
tery, as you might expect from the 
40-member pottery guild, runs from 
small objects to large casseroles by 
Mary Risley, Mary Sease and others

On East Haddam’s main street. 
you'll come to Sugar Shed Studio, 
where you can watch Linda Erthein | 
weave delicate pastel shawls, stoles, | 
bags and pert-looking caps. She | 
raises her own sheep for the wool, 
which she dyes into soft colors. Next 
door is the Connecticut River Arti- 
sans’ Cooperative, where 25 crafts- | 
men sell an assortment of pottery, 
woven goods, baskets and hand- 
printed fabrics. Notice especially | 
Audrey Meyer’s whimsical folk art | 
animals and Adeline Allen’s baskets. 

Pause in your shopping for a visit | 
to Gillette’s Castle, high on a bluff 
above the river.

| gon—expertly prepared. 

In addition to the Town Farms Inn 
and the Old Lyme Inn, I would espe- 
cially recommend Fine Bouche in 
Centerbrook, next door to Essex. 
The decor is plain, but the cooking is 
country French and knowledgeable. 
The boned duck with fresh raspber- 
ries and raspberry vinegar and veal 
sweetbreads in Madeira are superb. 
The house specialty dessert—marjo- 
laine, a sinful, crushed meringue-al- 
mond-hazelnut-and-chocolate con- 
fection—is pure heaven. In Essex try 
The Gull for lunch and a view of the 
marina. The Cooper Beech Inn in 
Ivoryton has a cheerful country 
manner and a continental menu. 

I’m addicted to the convivial am- 
bience of the Gris with its nautical 
motifs. Its Sunday hunt breakfast is 
legendary: a gargantuan buffet with 
finnan haddie, kippered herring, 
cheddar spoon bread, among many 
other dishes. 

Built into any Connecticut River 
visit are discover-for-yourself sur- 
prises. They might be the special 
holiday festooning of the Twain 
house, done up just as during the 
Twain occupancy, or perhaps a river 
view in dogwood-blooming spring 
or during the fiery-foliaged fall. 
They might be the holiday craft fairs 
that spring up in the area, or possi- 
bly the discovery of another intrigu- 
ing restaurant. But if I tell you any- 
more, I'll ruin your surprises.

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Cr [RISTMAS PRESENCE

ar hough we received regular presents 
like other children, my two sisters 
and I always looked forward to another, 
much more precious gift each Christmas: 
the gift of responsive parents and of typ- 
ical family life. Like Santa Claus, my 
mother and father could be counted on 
to appear in the full panoply of parent- 
hood only once a year. It was as if they, 
too, came down the chimney in the liv- 
ing room fireplace and brought with 
them an enormous bag of attention, af- 
fection and emotion. 

I don’t mean to imply that they were 
physically absent or divorced during the 
rest of the year, nothing like that. It’s 
just that they were not—or at least not in our 
opinion—what we called real parents. Though 
my mother cooked, kept house and took care of 
our clothes and my father went to work every 
morning and carved the roast or chicken on Sun- 
days, they did these things in what seemed to us 
to be an absent-minded manner. They struck us 
as people who were always thinking of some- 
thing else. 

They had been born and bred in the French 
Quarter of New Orleans, and when we moved to 
Brooklyn they began to behave as if they were 
surprised or embarrassed to find themselves in 
the wrong place, as if they’d got off the train at 
some other destination than the one they’d 
aimed at and didn’t know what to do about it. It 
seemed to my older sister and me that they re- 
garded New York as a cold and puzzling city and 
that they lived there in a tentative, provisional 
way. In New York we heard for the first time of 
buying on the installment plan, and we felt that 
we were living on the installment plan. 

My mother no longer sang all day in the kitch- 
en, and my father only rarely told the kind of 


anecdotes for which he had been known and 
admired. In those days we had not yet heard the 
expression ‘‘displaced persons,” but that’s what 
my parents were. My father, who’d been a popu- 
lar and sociable man in New Orleans, was a 


silent and solitary figure in New York, and in 


moving from a house of her own to an apart- 
ment, my mother, too, had diminished. 

But they rose to Christmas, even in this for- 
eign “country.” Christmas was the same every- 
where, and on this one day they knew what to 
do. They came back to life like people recovering 
from a long illness. My mother sang again, and 
my father’s anecdotes flowed. Packages appeared 
in their closets and under the bed in their room, 
and my sister and I felt as if these packages 
contained the paraphernalia of the life we’d left 
behind us. 

One particular Christmas when I got my first 
bicycle and my older sister was given a doll 
carriage, these objects stood covered by sheets 
for two weeks, to preserve the illusion of sur- 
prise, in a corner of the living room. Though we 
knew what was under the sheets, my sister and | 
pretended that it was our real parents, the ones 
we used to know, hiding under there and waiting 
until Christmas to come out. 


Wiite he seemed absent most of the year, my 
father became almost startlingly present on 
Christmas. His smile was enormous, his laughter 
deafening, his eyes saw everything. My mother 
embraced us with her busyness—cooking turkey, 
baking a pie and decorating the tree. When we 
unwrapped our presents, we felt that we were 
unwrapping our parents too. We carefully untied 
the ribbons to avoid tearing the paper, as if we 
understood that we had to wrap up our mother 
and father again until next year. 

The Christmas tree was our family tree, cov- 
ered with the ornaments of our history and our 
relatedness. My older sister told me that we all 
ought to lie down under it with little cards read- 
ing Mother, Father, Son and Daughter. Our 
younger sister could be put in a stocking by the 
mantelpiece. 

I have a family of my own now, a teenaged 
boy and girl, and each year I’m amazed at how 
seriously they take Christmas. All their sophisti- 
cation, their hipness, their startling modernity 
falls away, and they become children again. 
They emerge as my son and daughter, just as my 
parents used to emerge at Christmas as my 
mother and father. It’s as if my life did a com- 
plete about-face.

My children’s eyes light up and their faces 
take on an innocence | thought they’d lost forev- 
er. After opening their presents, they grab and 
kiss their mother and me just as unreservedly as 
they did 10 years ago.

You might 
say that she believes in believing. 

I sensed this quality about her the moment we 
met, and it’s one of the reasons I married her.

I’m afraid I’m one of 
those unfortunate modern parents whose over- 
developed sense of irony inhibits occasions like 
this one. I keep telling myself that Christmas is 
designed to be a holiday from irony as well as 
from everything else, but old habits die hard and 
I can feel the guardedness of the smile on my 
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face. It’s like wearing braces, or like having a 
sprain in my facial muscles. 


ke I succeed in smiling openly, I start worrying 
about whether I’m a Christmas parent, a father 
for special occasions, as my father was. He was 
dislocated by moving from one place to another, 
from the intimacy and immediacy of the French 
Quarter to an abstract and anonymous city, and 
I’ve been dislocated by moving from one kind of 
time to another, from an age of believing to one 
with a habit of ambiguity. I’ve lived through so 
many Christmases that I wonder whether I 
haven’t used up the feeling they call for, the 
“ . optimism they 
represent. 

“Don’t be so 
literary,” says my 
wife. “You are a 
character in a 
family, not a 
novel.” 

“Do you really 
think,” I ask her, 
“that the children 
believe in Christ- 
mas, or are they 
just putting us 
on? After all, 
what are a few 
presents more or 
less in this age of 
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affluence?” 
“Affluence has 
nothing to do 


with it,” my wife 
says, pulling over 
my head a sweat- 
er she’s’ been 
knitting all year. 
“There’s no such 
thing as an afflu- 
ence of love or 
family spirit.” 

I suppose she’s 
right. No matter 
how much or 
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we have, or how 
sophisticated or innocent we are, most of us still 
look forward at Christmas to the giving and 
receiving of the self. We celebrate Christmas as a 
time of faith—not necessarily in God, but in 
something, in occasions, perhaps, or renewals, in 
demonstrations. Like Santa Claus coming down

66 veryone always wants to borrow my table be- 
cause it’s just perfect for picnics,” says Mr.

Helsinki, called the White City of the 
North by its inhabitants, is the home city of 
Ristomatti Ratia, head and chief designer 
of the international firm Marimekko. Risto- 
imatti comes five or six times a year to this 
apartment in the romantic Eira district of 
the city, noted for its pastel-colored walls 
and its lighthearted Art Nouveau-style ar- 
chitectural decoration. He describes his 
apartment as typical of the city spaces 
‘Finns live in: smallish rooms with little inte- 
rior character. 

Ristomatti’s gift is that he can bring 
warmth and vitality to whatever space he 
lives in. The heart of Finland's old country 
istyle—plain, mellowed woods; deep, jew- 
fel-toned tiles; brilliantly striped cottons 
and wools—is skillfully blended with the 
ithings he loves—light, fresh flowers, can- 
dles and whiteness—to produce his signa- 
ture look: crisp, minimal and memorable. 

Ristomatti always ends where he be- 
gins—with white. And why white? 

‘Because white is the best background 
for thinking,” he says. “I can see the real 
strength of color and get the full impact of 
form. White keeps my eye fresh. And it 
lets me also switch things around in the 
apartment, something | always do.” 

What keeps white from becoming cold 
and sterile? ‘The secret’s in the way you 
use light. Firelight in the hearth, candle- 
light, sunlight and carefully placed lamp- 
light, all contribute to the way white re- 
flects. My terrace (right) means a great 
deal to me—things like terraces, fire- 
places and large windows generally 
mean a great deal to apartment dwellers.

Where are they from and what are they worth?

A. During the 18th century, men and women wore stiff 
starched collars, which along with other personal wear 
were carried on trips in a bandbox like yours. Even after 
the ruff went out of style, the convenient bandbox 
remained popular with travelers, especially during the 
19th century. At first, the boxes were covered with 
imported wallpaper, but later special paper made in the 
United States was used on the boxes. The paper, often 
depicting local scenes and events, can be of great help in 
dating the boxes. The paper on your box pictures New 
York’s Castle Gardens and was designed about 1830. If 
in good condition, the box is worth about $1,500. 





Oriental snuff bottles. How old are snuff bot- 

tles? Where were they made? How were they 
used? What are they made of? —L.S., Wash., D.C. 
A. Snuff, introduced to China from Europe, became 
part of Chinese custom in the 18th century. The Chi- 
nese used airtight bottles with small spoons as part of 
the stoppers and kept them in their sleeves. When two 
men met, they would exchange bottles, take a spoonful 
of the other’s snuff and sniff. 

The snuff bottles were small, rounded artistic pieces 
that exhibited taste and wealth the way personal jewel- 
ry does today. They were made of carved horn, ivory, 
coral, glass, ceramics, lacquer, metal, or stones like ag- 
ate, lapiz or jade. Because snuff bottles are so popular 
with collectors, the Chinese still make them. Be very 
careful when buying. Seek out an expert dealer. The 
glass snuff bottles below all date from before 1900. An 
old snuff bottle of high quality would retail for about 
$250 to $500. A new bottle might cost from $50 to $100 
and look very similar to an uneducated eye.

SWEET WINES 


FOR HOLIDAY SIPPING 





The holidays are a time for in- 
dulging in leisurely activities that are 
the season’s special pleasures— 
wrapping gifts, dipping into the 
book you received as a present, hav- 
ing friends drop by to help finish the 
five fruitcakes in the pantry. These 
occasions call for special kinds of 
wines—those suitable for serving 
anytime of the day, not with meals 
but perhaps with holiday sweets. 

Not all types of wine are appeal- 
ing for in-between-meal sipping. 
I’ve found that these wines have to 
be sweeter and fruitier than those 
drunk with food. Generally I also 
prefer wines that are lower in alco- 
hol, about 10 or 11 percent. Why? 
Without food, dry red or white table 
wines can taste harsh and steely, and 
those with higher alcohol levels can 
seem heavy and biting. My two fa- 
vorite choices for sipping wines are 
Muscats and late-harvest Rieslings. 
Both types are sweet, fruity and 
usually low in alcohol. 

Muscat—both the grapes and the 
wines-—has a characteristic fragrant 
scent and melon flavor. At a recent 
tasting, I found several to recom- 
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mend. From California: the vibrant, de- 
licious 1981 Moscato di Andrea of 
the Robert Pecota Winery (about 
$7); the soft, pretty, mildly sweet 
1980 Muscat Amabile of the Sutter 
Home Winery (about $5); the non- 
vintage Moscato d’Angelo of the 
Angelo Papagni Winery (about $6); 
and the striking, slightly sweet 1981 
Muscat Canelli Jimtown Ranch of 
Chateau St. Jean (about $9). From 
France: two Muscat Beaumes de Ven- 
ise wines—the lovely floral 1980 
from Paul Jaboulet Ainé (about $13), 
and the exquisite non-vintage from 
Prosper Maufoux (about $11.50).

The best 
balanced ones have a citrus tang. 
Both German and California ex- 
amples are labeled—and priced—ac- 
cording to sweetness. On German 
labels, Auslese means fairly sweet | 
(about $12 and up); Beerenauslese is 
sweeter (about $30 and up); Trock- 
enbeerenauslese is the very sweetest — 
and priced like the rarity it is (about 
$40 and up). The last two are often 
available in half bottles. Look for 
1976s and 1979s from top producers — 
such as Burklin-Wolf, Steinberg, 
Kesselstatt, J. J. Prum, Schloss Voll- 
rads and Schloss Eltz. 
Only a few wineries in California © 
produce these splendid wines, and — 
the language on the label is slightly — 
different: “Late harvest’”” means fair- 
ly sweet (about $8); “selected late 
harvest” is sweeter (about $17); and 
“individual bunch selected late har- 
vest” is the sweetest (about $20 a 
half bottle).

Roll 3 
parts into ropes 18 to 20 inches long and 
braid ropes together. Fit into greased 
mold. Cut remaining piece of dough in 
half and roll into 16-inch-long rope. 
Shape into bow and place over where 
braided ends meet. Cut remaining half 
into leaf shapes for additional decora- 
tion. 
Brush wreath with melted butter and 
let rise 1 hour. While rising, preheat 
oven to 350°. Combine cinnamon, sugar 
and corn syrup. After hour of rising, 
brush again with butter and drizzle with 
cinnamon sugar mixture, reserving 1 ta- 
blespoon. 
[_] Arrange almonds and cherries on top 
of wreath and bake 35 minutes. Halfway 
through baking, brush again with melted 
butter and sprinkle with reserved cinna- 
mon sugar. 
[_] When done, cool 5 minutes and re- 
move from mold.

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Phyfe furniture reflects neoclassical 
designs from the English and French but 
is distinctively American in its restraint

Early-19th-Century 


Known best for Fed- 
eral-style furniture 
made in neoclassical 
designs that reflect 
Hepplewhite, Shera- 
ton and French Dir- 
ectoire influence, 
Duncan Phyfe was 
the first American 
cabinetmaker to 
achieve real fame. He 
was born in Scotland in 1768 
and emigrated as a child with his 
family to Albany, N.Y., where 
he must have learned his craft. 
In about 1790 he moved to New 
York City, and the speed with 
which he achieved recognition 
suggests he must have been very 
talented and had some good 
connections. He operated a shop 
at one location from 1795 to 
1847 and employed more than a 
hundred craftsmen to produce 
well-made, fashionable furniture 
used to furnish affluent interiors 
all over the young republic. 
Although  Phyfe’s 
prominent position as 
a cabinetmaker is in- 
disputable, it has be- 
come quite clear in the 
past 50 years that his 
style was not unique. 
Several examples of 
® furniture that might 
have once been attrib- 
uted to Phyfe bear the label or 
the stamp of other makers who 
were active at the same time: 
George Woodruff, Michael Alli- 
son and Charles Honoré Lan- 
nuier. Having been active for 
over 50 years, Phyfe actually 
worked in more than one style, 
but his name usually brings to 
mind the furniture he made be- 
fore 1820. The later, heavier Em- 
pire, once rejected as ugly, fell 
into obscurity. 

Phyfe furniture, then, is not 
necessarily from the cabinet- 
making shop operated by Dun- 
can Phyfe but also includes

work made by competitors in 
the same style. It is generally 
made of dark mahogany, al- 
though there are exceptional 
pieces of maple and rosewood, 
in light proportions and neoclas- 
sical designs. Phyfe furniture 
most closely follows the designs 
published in English books by 
Thomas Sheraton and Thomas 
Hope and French publications 
inspired by the work of Napo- 
leon’s designers, Charles Percier 
and Pierre Fontaine. These 
sources illustrate designs that re- 
flect interest in Greco-Roman 
furniture. Reeding was used as 
embellishment on legs and for 
the sides of chairbacks. Rectan- 
gular panels carved in motifs 
such as sheaves of wheat, thun- 
derbolts and garlands of drapery 
were used to top chairs and so- 
fas and inset into tables and oth- 
er forms. Some legs end in sim- 
ple cylinders, but often the 
termination is a hairy 
paw that is more than 
likely a lion’s paw ren- 
dered appropriately 
small for a chair or ta- 
ble. Whatever the dec- 
orative details may be, 
most works attributed 
to Duncan Phyfe may 
relate to English or 
French models but are 
distinctively American 
in their restraint. a

overall restraint—the sign of 
New York work of the period. 
A piano maker named Geib, a 
neighbor of Phyfe’s, bought the 
casings for pianos from the 
Phyfe shop. While these follow 
English fashion in having light- 
colored wood veneers mixed 
with darker for the upper sec- 
tion, the stands were made with 
pedestal supports and curving 
legs close to those elements on 
Phyfe tables. On the piano pic- 
tured (previous page) we can see 
delicate leaf carving that was 
another detail favored in the 
Phyfe workshop, and the sup- 
port for the pedestals is a lyre 
similar to those used on card

turned pillar or a group 
of thin turned and 
carved pillars. The legs 
on the table shown 
(previous page) have the 
same leaf carving as 
the piano, and the paw 
feet are cast in gilt 
bronze. 

Phyfe made furni- 
ture for every room, 
including wardrobes, 
basin stands and bed- 
steads. The dressing table pic- 
tured exemplifies the kind of 
reeding that has come to be as- 
sociated with Phyfe. Although 
there is no delicate carving on 
the vase-turned parts of the legs, 
the very carefully chosen grain- 
ing for the veneers on the draw- 
er fronts indicates the table was 
likely made by craftsmen em- 
ployed by Phyfe. 

The window seat shown has 
particularly rich ends with top 
panels and curving legs carved 
in a leaf design delicate and 
completely neoclassical in spirit. 
Phyfe seating furniture is often 
caned, a support that could be 
used both without cushions in 
the summer and with cushions 
at other times of the year. The 
sofa shown has the same chair- 
back sides as the window seat. 
The back curves in a way typical 
of Phyfe designs, although the 
sections are broader. 

What we call Phyfe furniture 
today, whether or not it actually 
came from his shop, is nonethe- 
less a distinct style that bears 
testimony to the skills and fine 
taste of American cabinetmakers 
in the Federal era.
